T1IK COMMON COUNCIL APPOINT A CON- 
FKRKNCK COMMITTMC. 

President R *ffo called tho common 
council to order Monday evening and all 
wore present excepting CouncUmen 
Down, Lnnt and Both fold. 

Pipers from tho aldermen wero passed 
In concurrence. 

Tho order relating to tho Nonantum 
hose house and police station appropria- 
tion canie back from tho aldermen, tho 
latter adhering to thoir former action in 
cutting tho appropriation down from 
♦ 12,600 to $10,800 and asking fora com 
mlttce of conference. 

Councilman Forknall moved that a 
committee of three be appointed from 
t:,o common council to confer with the 
committee from the aldermen and 
President Ho tie appointed Messrs. Fork- 
nall, Staples and Green to serve as that 
committee. 

A petition from residents of \\ aban 
avenue for street light was reforred. 

Councilman Forknall for tho commit- 
tee on ordinances submitted an order 
relating to truant* which was passed to 
bo enrolled under suspension of the 
rules. Tho order provides that truants 
shall be confined at the Norfolk, Bristol 
and Plymouth Uuion school at Walpole, 
instead of at Lowell. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
water hoard to lay water pipes as fol- 
lows: Edinboro street at cost of $204; 
Hawthorne street, $9r>; Lake av6nue and 
Lake terrace, $189; Pine stroet, $509; 
Lenox street, $403; Wildwood aveuue, 
$862; total $2262. 

Councilman Forknall offered a petitiou 
that the highway committoe bo re- 
quested to make necessary repairs on 
California street between Chapel and 
Bridge streets. In explanation he said 
the street had been dug up by the 
Metropolitan sewer laborers, and it had 
been left in a deplorablo condition. The

BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE NEWTON MEMORIAL HALL AS- 
SOCIATION. 

ARTICLE I.— OFFICERS. 

Section 1. Tho officer* of this cor- 
poration shall cousist of a president, 
vice-president, treasurer, secretary, ana 
a board of nine trustees. 

To the foregoiug may bo added au 
assistant treasurer and au assistaut secre- 
tary. 

Sect. 2. At the first meeting of this 
corporation three persons shall be 
chosen to be members of the board of 
trustees for a terra of three years, three 
for two years and three for ono year, and 
at each annual meeting of this corpora- 
tion thereafter, three persons shall be 
chosen to bo members of said boaid of 
trustees for a term of three years. 

Sect. 3. The president, vice-president, 
treasurer and secretary shall he chosen 
annually by the board of trustees from 
among their own number, and all other 
officers of this corporation shall be ap- 
pointed by said hoard of trustees. 

Sect. 4. The president, vice-presi- 
dent. treasurer and secretary shall hold 
their respective offices until their suc- 
cessors are chosen and qualified, or until 
they cease to be members of said board 
of trustees. The other officers above 
mentioned shall hold their respective 
offices until their successors are chosen 
and qualified. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees shall 
have power to fill any vacancy occurring 
in their own uumber or in any office in 
this corporation. 

Sect. 6. The offices of treasurer and 
secretary may be held by the same per- 
son, and the offices of assistant treasurer 
and assistant secretary also may be held 
by the same person. 

•Sect. 7. The board of trustees shall 
have power to require the treasurer to 
furnish a bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties in such form, in such 
amount, aud with such sureties as shall 
be satisfactory to them or to a committee 
of their uumber appointed for the pur- 
pose. 

Sect. 8. The president, or in his ab- 
sence the vice-president, shall preside at 
all meetings of this corporation and of 
said board of trustees, and shall have 
general power and authority over the 
property aud affairs of this corporation 
under the direction of the board of 
trustees. 

SECT. 9. Said board of trustees shall 
have the powers of directors, and shall 
have full power and authority over the 
propei ty and affairs of this corporation, 
subject to the by-laws theieof. 

Sect. 10. The other duties of the 
officers of this corporation shall be those 
usually appertaining to their respective 
offices. 

ARTICLE II.— MEMBERS. 

Sect. 1. Every member in good 
staudiug in a l'osi of the Grand Army of 
tho Republic established in the City of 
Newton, shall, by' virtue thereof, been 
titled to ruembeiship in this corporation 
while he so continues. 

Sect. 2. Every person who shall con- 
tribute and pay into the tieasury of this 
corporation the sum ot one hundred 
dollars at one time or as provided in the 
subscription to the building fuini. shall 
be entitled to membership in this cor- 
poration for fife. 

Sect. 3. Eveiy person who shall con- 
tribute and pay into the treasury of thin 
corporation the sum id twenty-five dob ; 
1 us at one time, aud the sum of five dob | 
bus a year thereafter, shall be entitled to 
membership in this corporation, and ' 
shall be cutitlel to such membership for 
lite w hen the total o! such bequests shall | 
amount to one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 4. Any person removing bi» 
residence from said Newton shall there- 
by vacate any office w hich he may hold 
in this corporation aud be thereby sus- 
pended from all rights as a member ot 
this cornoiutiou, but the effect of such , 
suspension shall expire upon Ins again 
becoming a resident of said Newton. 

ARTICLE 111. — MEETING. 

Sect. 1. Meetings ot this corporation 
shall be called by notice mailed to each 
member, postage prepaid, addressed to 
him at bis last known place of residence, 
or advertised in some newspaper pub- 
lished in sa.d Newton not less than seven 
days before tho time set for the meeting.

ARTICLE V.— INCOME. 

Sect. 1. The not income from that 
part of tho property of this corporation 
actually used and occupied by auy Post 
of tho Grand Army of the Republic shall 
be used for charitable purposes in aid of 
Newton Soldiers of the War of the Re- 
bellion, and their dependents. 

Sect. 2. No portion of the income or 
profits of the business of this corpora- 
tion shall be divided among its members 
or used or appropriated for other than 
benevolent, charitable, literary, educa- 
tional or religious purposes. 

Sect. 3. All the property of this cor- 
poration and the income theroof shall be 
used and applied for tho purposes for 
which the same has been incorporated, 
as stated in the Articles of Association 
thereof, under the direction of said 
board of tiustees.

The President and the Senators. 

The republican senators are beginning 
to learn tho same lesson which was learned 
by the democratic senators who opposed 
the nomination of Mr. Cleveland in 1S88, 
says the Washington correspondent of 
the Springfield Republican. They are 
finding that the Senate is not the body 
which makes presidents. President 
Harrison has been, from a republican 
standpoint, a respectable pr sideut. lie 
has not been an aggressive champion of 
a non-partisan public service,— not near- 
ly so aggressive as when ho was in tho 
Senate and lifted hiB hearty prayer that 
we should never have a president who 
would make removals for partisan rea- 
sons. It is hardly necessary to say that 
the republican senators are not opposiug 
Mr. Harrison because he has failed as a 
civil-service reformer. The kind of re- 
form most of them want is the kind he 
has tried in an humble way to carry out 
—to reform out of office all tho democrats 
who are not in the classified service and 
to reform republicans into their places. 
It is not fair to Mr. Harrisou, however, 
any more tbau it was fair on the part of 
the republican journals to Mr. Cleveland, 
to expect him to abolish every vestige of 
the spoils system iu four years. He has 
done something to extend the reform 
under the protection of the law, although 
he has done less than Mr. Cleveland to 
extend it outside the requiiements of the 
law. Upon this question of civil-service 
reform a president of either party must 
almost inevitably bend his course some- 
what to public opinion in the various 
communities, ||and criticism Jis chiefly 
valuable for holding him up to the high- 
est practicable standard and educating 
public opinion to sustaiu him in seeking 
a higher standard. 

The senatorial opposition to President 
Harrison h the same which uearly every 
president has encountered since the days 
of Jefferson. It is the feeling that the 
.Senate is made to rule, and that the 
president who flies in tho face of senators 
is a vulgar usurper. Senators are loss 
potent in the country at large than they 
think themselves in Washington, and the 
republican senators will probably wako 
up to this fact, aa the democratic sena- 
tors did four years ago, as they see state 
after state declaring for the reuominatiou 
of the president. President Harrison is 
not a man to arouse great enthusiain, 
hut it is difficult to see why the party 
should throw him overboaid. Lie .has 
managed the affairs af the state depart- 
ment during Mr. Blaine’s long periods of 
illness with ability, and in the iu tin with 
more straightforward honesty than Mr. 
Blaine. His bullying attitude iu legard 
to the Cbiliau ultimatum sprang from 
excess of zeal and a desire not to seem to 
waver iu proper patriotic spirit. The 
administration has been on tho whole 
what its friends will feel justified iu call- 
ing a e’eau one. The Raum scandal has 
1 been a weak spot, hut hardly any ad- 
miuistiation with the vast and compli- 
cated interests with which the govern- 
ment uow lias to deal escapes such 
troubles. The president iu his financial 
policy has followed in the footsteps of 
Grant, llayes, Arthur and Cleveland. * 
lie was apparently embarrassed at first 
by the attack in the republican national 
platform upon the anti-silver policy of 
Mr. Cleveland, hut he has gradually come 
to see that that policy was a sound one | 
and has made it plain that he will lie 
loyal to honest money standards as his 
predecessor was. The country would be 
iu a much greater state <<f alarm to-day 
than it actually is if President Harrison 
had not made his viewselear regarding 
the silver coinage folly. The same sort 
of opposition which he is encountering ' 
in the Senate was much stronger against , 
President Cleveland than against him, ! 
and it suivives against Mr. Cleveland to- 
day because of the supreme iuditfereuce 
he showed to it. Piesideut Harrison has 
honestly tried to please the senatorial 
bosses iu roost casus, and it is only the 
more unreasonable and the more sensitive 
element among them which is figbtiug 
him.

SUPERVISION OF HIGHWAYS. 

SUGGESTION THAT THE ROADS HE PLACED 
UNDER CONTROL OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

It has been suggested that the Ameri- 
can roads be placed under a system of 
government supervision, and be divided 
some what as tho French roads are: 

First, national roads. These to bo 
built and maintained by tho general 
government, and bo located with refer- 
ence to military aud postal requirements. 

Second, state roads. These to be built 
aud maintained by the several states, and 
counect the various localities of tho 
states, and be planned with reference to 
the national roads. 

Third, couuty or neighborhood roads. 
These to be built and maintained by 
counties aud townships, aud be located 
with reference to the classes just men- 
tioned. 

Those who advocate this idea say that 
if our common roads wero improved by 
some such plan as this, we should soon 
have them iu charge of compotout and 
educated ougineers. Tho natioual roads 
would probably be in chargo of army 
engineers; the state roads iu charge of 
engineers graduated from tho agricultur- 
al and mechanical schools; aud the 
neighborhood roads in charge of local 
men. who, once having had the example 
set them of how good roads are built, 
would be entirely competent to do what 
is usually necessary to be done in making 
a road of lesser importance. But even 
uuder such a plan as this, each couuty 
should have au eugineer to design the 
difficult work, determine upon location 
of routes, aud inspect constructions and 
repairs, according to a writer in Harper’s 
Weekly. Strange as it may seem, the 
proper location of a country highway 
proseuts to the engineer moie complex 
problems than the location of a railroad. 
Country people do not understand this, 
and are not willing to believe it, there- 
fore the crossroads storekeeper aud tho 
village blacbsmith are usually thought 
to be entirely competent to decide upon 
the best route for a country road.

A New Hotel Fire Alarm System. 

A new fire alarm system for use in 
hotels consists of electric bells having 
gongs of from six to ten inches to suit 
the requirements of tho building. The 
gongs are mounted on a polished base, 
having a box (under lock) attached for 
holding two cells of dry battery and an 
automatic drop. The drops arc con- 
nected in series to their respective boxes 
in the balls and pushes located in the 
office. This fire alarm system has no 
connection whatever with the working 
of the annunciator, and does not in any 
way interfere with the working of the 
combination return call bells located iu 
the rooms. 

Upon pressing the fire alarm buttons 
the drops in the various boxes in tho 
series or Hoors operate and close the 
local circuit to their respective bolls 
and batteries. Each hell having its own 
buttery is entirely independent of any 
other bell. The bells will continue to 
ring until reset. In each hall or desig- 
nated place are located small alarm 
boxes containing a push button. — Elec- 
trical World.

T1IE WAY TO TARIFF REFORM. 


A PROPER DISPOSITION OF THE SURPLUS 
POINTS TO IT. 

In tho previous number it has boon 
computed that tho present Congress in 
its second session may rightly deal with 
an excess of revenue above all expendi 
tures of every kind of $85,000,000 or 
more. 

If in tho interval assurance shall be 
given that credit shall no longer be 
shaken by a prospective debasement of 
the standard of value through the free 
coinage of silver dollars of full legal 
tendor which are now worth, after being 
melted, loss than 70 cents, this surplus 
income or revenue may bo much larger. 

It may he remarked that tho revenues 
already reoeived the present fiscal year 
fully warraut tho expectation of a normal 
increase on liquors and tobacco, while 
tho customs revenue may be largely in 
excess of the oslimateF upon which tho 
aliovo computations are made. It is 
almost certain, therefore, that tho excess 
of revenue from liquors, tobacco and 
permanent receipts in the fiscal years 
ending June 30, 1803 and 1804, will suffice 
to cover any increase in pensions above 
the estimate tor tho present year. In a 
recent heating the commissioner of 
pensions testified that pensions would 
reach the highest point under existing 
laws in tho fiscal year ending June 30, 
1804, and after that would diminish 
rapidly. 

But it will be borne in mind that with 
tho relief to domestic industry from the 
abatement of duties proposed to the 
amount of $33,000,000, the duties on 
manufactured goods may also bo con- 
siderably reduced: then, with the ensu- 
ing prosperity and tho great increase in 
the export of farm products (especially 
canned fruits and milk promoted by free 
sugar and tin plates) of which free ex- 
ports we already witmss the beginning 
since sugar, sisal, manila and some other 
articles were put in tho free list, our 
dutiablo imports would be very greatly 
increased because our general consump- 
tion can always be stimulated by a re- 
duction in prices. At the same time 
wages would riso with the greater activi- 
ty in manufactures, agriculture aud 
commerce. 

Under these conditions substantially 
all tho partly manufactured articles in 
which enter into the processes of 
domestic industry could very soon be 
added to the free list. 

The alternative would he, after having 
put all articles of food aud all crude 
materials into the free list, and having 
reduced the duty on manufactured goods 
in proportion to the reduction on mate- 
rials, then to adjust the duties by a re- 
duction by percentage, year by .year, 
until wo reached an equilibrium of 
expenditure with the income derived from 
liquors, tobacco, and dutiable imports of 
tho nature of luxuries or of purely volun- 
tary use. 

Another method of tariff reform might 
bo considered. One-half of the specified 
articles on which duties are now imposed 
yield so iusignificent a revenue that it 
put into the free list the amount of tax 
abated would not exceod 15 per ceu r of 
the total revenue. This change would 
greatly promote commerce, and might 
diminish the cost of collecting customs 
even more than one-half. 

The way to tariff reform is very plain— 
the will is not wanting— what is now 
needed is concentration upon a definate 
and consistent plan of tariff reduction. 

The preparation of such a measure is a 
very simple matter, provided those who 
undertake to frame it proceed upon tlifc 
rule that all taxes that the peopio pay 
the government should receive. 

There have been three attempts to 
reform the war tariff of this country. 

Tho present system is intellectually 
dead; it lives only by a vis inertia and 
through an undefined fear of change. 
The tariiT commission appointed by a 
Republican administration made one 
futile attempt. The Democratic Con- 
gress wh ch reported the Mills bill made 
tho second effort. Tito last Congress 
brought forth a measure known as tho 
McKinley bill, which is the scorn aud 
contempt in its dutiable list even of a 
majority, or at least of a huge minority, 
of those who voted for it. 

Tho movemeut of tho people is slow, 
hut sure. Every great reform in this 
country has passed through the sitne 
sequence of blind and misdirected effort, 
until at last, when the time lias arrived, 
the true leaders have taken their places 
aud the reform has been accomplished. 

The will of this people now is that 
taxation shall bo reduced; that revenue 
measures shall be so framed that the 
government shall receive all the taxes 
that the people pay; that tho eivil service 
shall be maintained on the basis of 
honest and faithful service and without 
regard to party politics. 

The supreme court of the nation has 
defined the principle of taxation by which 
Congress must iu the end be governed. 
In Loan Association vs. Topeka, Justice 
Miller established tho limits of taxation 
in terms that admit of uo evasion, ( 2 <>tli 
Wallace, 055.) 

“The power to tax is, therefore, the 
strongest, the most pervading of uli the 
powers of government, reaching directly 
or indirectly to ull classes of the people. 
This power cun as readily bo employed 
against one cluss of individuals and iu 
favor of another, so us to ruin one cluss 
and give unlimited wealth and prosperty 
to the other, if there is no implied 
limitation of the uses for which the 
powers may be exercised. To lay with 
one bund the power of government on 
the property of the citizen, aud with the 
other to bestow it upon favored individu- 
als to aid private enterprises aud buil .1 
up private fortuues, is none the less a 
robbery because it is done under the 
forms of law and is called taxation. 
This is not legislation. It is a decree 
under legislative forms. ” • 

Thu huge abundance with which this 
couutry is endowed, coupled witli the 
continental system of absolute free trade 
among tho several states, over a wider 
urea aud among u greater number of 
people than ever enjoyed such tights 
before, bus saved us from any disaster 
like that which the protective system 
culminated iu Great Britain iu 1840. 

Yet sigus are not wanting of a very 
false distribution of products— notwith- 
standing the rapid accumulation of 
wealth and the undoubted progress 
which has ensued iu spite of the obstruo 
tious to commerce; great cent ns of 
poverty are found in our midst, andgruut 
classes, especially iu agriculture, are 
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suffering frrtnt muses which they cannot 
I define, and which, in some instances, 
they propose to remedy by measures 
which would he worse than the disc se. 

The one merit of tho McKinley hill 
was its free trade port. The placing of 
sugar, fibres and some other small 
articles upon the free list has already 
given nn impetus to exports, which is 
but an example of what may follow In 
yol greater measuto when a tarifT for 
revenue is enacted which shall he so 
framod that all tho taxes that the people 
pay tho government will receive.

The war tarifT grew 
out of the necessities of the war. The 
McKinley tarifT grew out of the greed of 
manufacturers in time of peace.— Spring- 
field Republican.

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LOOKING AHEAD. 


If the early settlers of Newton had 
♦ only had enoueh foresight to realize tho 
groat growth Newton would make in the 
coming years, what a lot of trouble 
and expense they might have saved their 
descendants. Instead of laying out 
streets on such an economical pattern, 
when land was sold by tho acre, they 
-would have given us thoroughfares of 
(from sixty to one hundred foot in width, 
aud tho whole appearance of Newton 
wrould have been changed. 

Hero is Washington street, for iustancc, 
tfrom Newton to West Newton, which 
onust bo widened same day, as it is too 
.narrow for tho hundreds of teams that 
-pass through it daily, to say nothing of 
Uhe electric cars, which have become a 
.necessity. In some places it is barely 30 
feet wide, and the many telephone poles 
•and trees make driving dangerous. A 
•plan has been spoken of for widening 
Uhe Newton part of it by removing all 
ithe houses between the street and the 
vrailway, and throwing tho land thus 
aken into the street. This would be ex- 
pensive, but it will probably come in 
Sime. Hut there are mauy localities 
where the cost would be slight, as tho 
j&nd is still unimproved, and it would 
■only be wise to bond this land, or adopt 
building liue, so far back, that the 
land could be taken at some time in 
She future. ^ 

There are one or two localities which 
-.need immediate attention as they are 
•dangerous, and the s :ene of frequent 
accidents. One of these is from Jewett 
street to Adams, where on one»side of 
the railroad tracks the road descends 
sharply into the gutter, and there is hard- 
ly room for a team to pass a car. The 
street could easily be straightened and 
widened, as the adjoining land is not 
built upon, and the cost would not be 
•excessive. Another dangerous locality 
s just above Lowell street, where the 
voad winds about so that it is impossible. 
'4o see but a few feet ahead. If these 
; :wo places were attended to, perhaps we 
*ould get along for a number of years. 

The cost of tliese two improvements 
would not be more than is now expend- 
ed annually upon residential streets 
which are not thoroughfares, and which 
are only travelled over by grocers and 
•market wagons. The bent tit would be 
tfelt by eveiy one who takes a drive from 
•one part of the city to another, and 
would add greatly to the appearance of 
the principal thoroughfare of the city. 

If tomd action is not taken this vacant 
band will be built upon, ami when the 
•change is made the cost will he more 
'than doubled. Already two houses have 
•neon built between Hellevue street, bridge 
and the street on land that ought to • e in 
the roadway, and other houses may he 
'built at any time which will interfere ; 
with the proposed widening. 

Newton is growing every year, and ii 
only the part of wisdom to look ahead 
tud prepare for the future. Brookline j 
•lias done this, and the result shows that 
it is a very profitable business for uny > 
town to engage in. It is now t.ilkinq of 
widening Boylston street to the width of ( 
•one bnndred feet, and such action on tho j 
-pail of our neighbor makes the adjoin* | 
i.i»i narrow streets of Newton vyry un- 
attractive to prospective resident*, by the I 
•marked contrast. Brookline gained its 
wealthy residents by catering for them, : 
and Newton might learn a useful lesson 
tiro in this. 


That the forests of tho country are ! 
rapidly disappearing is a senei ally ad- 
mitted fact, except when politics cull for 
tn suppression. An instance of tliiiis 
Keen in Ohio, w hen Governor McKinley 
mgii s his Arbor Day proclamation with 
Whereas the forests of the state are j 
vapidly disappearing to an alarming ex- 
tent.” But in the report which accom 
ljmiiird his tariff bid in the last Congress 
Mr. McKiuley said : — 

We are satislied that any reduction of 
•*he light du ties ou lumber proposed 
wuultflcnd to discourage the prop. i care 
.f our timber lauds, now so generally 
preserved by the judicious cutting <>f the 
rrees of full growth at such interval* ol 
Time as will preserve the timber reserves. 

The proclamation states the fact, and 
The tariff bill report states the theory, 
aud iu spite of the proclamation the 
High Protective Tariff League organ 
gravely quotes Gov. Mc Kinley as uutlioi 
tty for the statement that the tax ou ' 
Juuiber is teally a protector of the . 
lorests aud keeps them iu a nourishing 
condition. If the facts do not tit the 
oigau’s theories, it is evidently so much 
the worse for the facts. But the rapid , 


disappearance of tho forests in every 
state ought to call forth somo measures 
for their pr otection. 

City matters seem to bo very quiescent 
^ust now, nothing more exciting being 
on band than a littlo difference over tho 
cost of tho hose house at Nonantum, 
somo members of tho City Government 
thinking that it ought to bo silver-plated, 
whilo others think that tho frills might 
be left off with a saving to tho taxpayers 
of neatly two thousand dollars. Matters 
have gotten as far as tho appointment of 
a conference committeo by both 
branches, and those wfco are anxious for 
the hoso house in tin ir vicinity hope its 
building will not bo indefinitely post- 
poned, by the endeavor of some of its 
friends to bite off too large a chunk of 
the city’s money. 

The name of Mr. Jasper N. Kollar will 
probably bo presented by tho Newton 
Democrats as their candidate for dele- 
gate to Chicago from this district. As 
the New England manager of tho tele- 
phone company, Mr. Ktllar has a wide 
acquaintance, especially in the Boston 
part of the district, and ho is personally 
popular, and a gentleman of high stand- 
ing and character. Ho is also an enthu- 
siastic Cleveland man, and the district 
would do itself credit by choosing him 
as a delegate. 

About every suburb of Boston has oue 
or two estates which are placed upon tho 
market with a great donnish and “boom- 
ed” into prominence. Two suburbs, 
however, are free from these features, 
Brookline aud Nowtou says the Boston 
Trauscript. Dealers of real estate in 
those two places say that they llnd that 
no booms are necessary, for tbero is a 
constant deinaud for houses aud laud 
there, and buyers are ready to pay the 
prices asked for property. 

Tiir silver queatiou seems to be set- 
tled and now it only remains for the 
voters to seo that no candidates with 
silver leanings, either from honest but 
iguoraut notions or for political effect, 
are allowed to go to Washington, to have 
the delusion as dead as the old greenback 
craze. Iu the present Congress tho force 
of public sentiment was such that all the 
opponents of free silver were forced into 
line against it. In this agitation Mas- 
sachusetts seems to have recovered its 
ancient prominence. 

Con. Chas. D. Lewis of Framingham, 
and of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, who srid that Hill was sure to be 
nominated, appears to have been aimed 
at at the following resolution, passed by 
the Democrats of his town: 

Resolved, That we repudiate any and 
all attempts to represent the Democracy 
of our town, and so far as wo cau of our 
State, as being opposed to the nomina- 
tion of Grover Cleveland. 


Tub British war scare appears to have 
evaporated in much the same manner as 
the Chilian bugaboo. It gave opportunity 
for some very fervid patriotism, however, 
with a view to the approaching elections in 
this country and Great Britain. Whether 
we shall be treated to any more war scares 
before the fall election depends on the 
politicians, but the people do not appear to 
have taken any serious interest iu the two 
we have had. 


The folly of the present law regarding 
the purchase of silver bullion by the 
government, is shown by the fact that 
the stock of silver in the National treasu- 
ry is worth at the present ptice of silver 
about $18,000,000 less than the govern- 
ment paid for it. Evidently the first 
duty of Congress is to tepeal such ruin- 
ous legislation. 

Tub Charles river section of tho new 
Metropolitan sewer was completed this 
week and is now ready for use. The 
Newton connections at the lower eud of 
Nonantum stree", at Lemon brook and 
at Laundry brook, ate now being made, 
and in a few days the Newton sewers ate 
expected to be ready for use. 

Tiie Somerville city government has 
just made its appropriations for 1802, 
and the total is 8512, 83. r ). Newton's total 
for this year is nearly #200,000 more, 
although Somerville has more inhabi- 
tants and taxpayers. 

The Newton Democrats had a very 
haimouious and enthusiastic caucus, and 
passed t (‘solutions endorsing Cleveland 
aud C mgresstnan Williams. The Hill 
men iu Newton are scarce. 

The time <>l yeai when the watering 
carts would be welcome has arrived, and 
the dust the past week proved the need 
of some action by the street committee.

Tho New: on Carpet Cleaning company 
makes a specialty id cleaning Turkisn 
and Peisian rugs, removing soilod spots 
and dirt without injury to tho fabric or 
Hie color, by a uew preparation gotten up 
by Mr. White aud thoroughly testod. A 
postal card, or telephone message to Mr. 
White will enable you to have your 
carpets taken up, cleaned aud relaid, or 
your tugs cleaned without any trouble 
to yourself. 

Tho Cambridge Annexation. 

The stir that is makiug ah iut annexing 
Cambridge to Boston has no foundation 
in a desiro for the public good, but 
covers a real estate speculation like the 
project for a now city hall on Beacon 
street. To annex so large a part of Mid- 
dlesex to the already overgrown county 
of Suffolk should have some better 
reason for it t jan private gain, whether 
of property owners, rumsellers or street 
railway magnates. There is no likeli- 
hood of any action by this Legislature; 
if the city government of Boston chooses 
to investigate the matter there will bo no 
objection. But there is no longer any 
considerable wish ou tho part of the 
suburban cities to be annexed to Boston, 
nor would the value of their land bo 
much if at all increased thereby. It is 
hard to liud responsible supporters of 
the preseut annexation scheme; whilo 
the opponents are many, active, and such 
as will bo listened to when they speak. 
Tho scheme for cutting down Beacon 
hill and putting up a city ball there is 
also before a legislative committee, but 
nothing is likely to be done this year in 
a practical way. — Boston Correspondent 
Springfield Republican.

Our l*ow in Clmroli. 

Number 2fi was en«rave«! on a silver 
plate and tacked on top of the pew door, 
and I used repeatedly to measure its dis 
Unco from the odtfes with spans of my 
boyish hands, and knew that there-were 
just three spans on oaeti side, so it was 
exactly in the middle of the door. Our 
pew was a third of the way up the middle 
aisle from the door, near enoush to catch 
the cool bie« zes in summer, and not far 
enough away to escape the cooler blasts 
of winter which late-comers let in through 
the opened green baize fly-doors. On hot 
Sundays l used to lay my head /tn the top 
of the door and look back out-of-doors 
and envy the dogs and hens enjoying a 
free run of tho green lawn in front of the 
church. Tho church was the old-time 
square structure, with wide-staring win- 
dows on the sides, a gallery for singers in 
tho rear, ami a plaiu pulpit at the other 
©nd. Now, where we sat it seemed a 
long distance off to the minister, hut 
-visits to the church in later years dis- 
pelled the illusion. The usual occupants 
of our pew were four, and it had to be a 
remarkably stormy Sunday to prevent 
them from being there on time and in 
full force. Father usually headed the 
little procession as it trailed up the aisle, 
and did it as if it were well if ’twere douo 
quickly. Mother followed along at a 
comfortably distance behind and at a 
comfortable gait, as if there were no 
special hurry. My small sister kept close 
to mother, as if sho were alraid of being 
lost amid a labyrinth of open pews, and 
I brought up the reat* generally with a 
run, as if I had reluctantly parted with a 
boyfriend who had detained me with a 
story that there was “great skating over 
on Ward's Pond.” I had to tear away 
from him and hurry up, for father, 
standing in the aisle, was looking hack 
for me, while he scooped the other mem- 
bers into the seat with his hat. Mother 
took her seat at the foot, where there 
was a cricket just high enough, and a 
rail for her right arm; props for comfort 
when the sermon was dull. The door 
was duly buttoned on the inside, aud, as 
father stooped over to deposit his shiny 
beaver, for he always wore oue, be 
generally had to whisper a word with 
our neighbor, Mr. Bumpus, that it was a 
cold day or a hot dav. as the case might 
be. To which saluation Mr. Bumpus 
would turn around with a cherry pud, 
and remark, “Good morning; so it is,” 
and then send a smile of greetiug to 
mother, who, by this time, had leaued 
forward to whisper to Mrs. Bumpus, 
“How’s your cold?” I remember the 
Bumpuses very distinctly, for they always 
carried an aroma of camphor in the 
winter, and of peppermint and musk in 
the summer. Sometimes, if one of us 
had a stubborn cough, a hand would 
cautiously steal back, while wo stood up 
to sing, containing a bit of licorice to 
sooth the irritated throat. I would not 
suggest that sister or myself ever in- 
vented a cough, but a good deal of 
licorice was passed from the Bumpuses’ 
ew to ours. There were two Bumpus 
oys, anti, as the elder was several years 
inv senior and given to the wearing of 
startliug neckties, I studied him care- 
fully each Sunday to see what new styles 
the day would bring forth. 

As Joe said to Pip, “What larks!” So I 
can say “what larks” sister and I had 
within the narrow iuclosure of that pew. 
While it was a part of the creed ot our 
family that sister and I must always go 
to church, the severity of the creed was 
greatly abated when ouca we were safely 
folded in church, for our conduct was 
considerably uew school. While nowa- 
days I see prim mothers in our church 
peck and glare at their restless you a 4- 
sters, I recall the quiet smiles of mother 
behind her fan as the watched the autics 
of her restle.-s childien. and the self-iin- 
posed blindness of my Puritau father to 
our ingenious devices for whiling away 
time. Father would always humor us iu 
one particular, uamely, in our frequent 
petiti )ub to know what time it was, and 
the readiness with which be pulled out 
his silver watch confirmed my early 
suspicion that it afforded him some relief 
to know that the hour was slipping away. 
One device of ouis was to sit on the 
crickets aud use the cushion for a table 
on which we spread a sumptuous repast 
of small bitsoforiis root or colt’s-foot 
candy, and lozenges as large as our 
present silver dollar, contributed from 
mother’s muff. What a candy shop that 
muff wa*! A uother feat of daring— never 
undertaken unless mother and father 
were unusually drowsy — was for us to 
take turns in crawling up and down 
beneath the seat, where the nats are 
usually placed. Then indeed “What 
larks.” But inasmuch as such travels 
endangered the integrity of father’s 
glossy heaver, lie would rescue his tile 
by a quick snap of the fingers, which 
meant, "Get you of that and get up on 
your seat.” 

Communion service at three o’elock iu 
the afternoon was always a season of 
wonderment and curiosity. Curiosity. 
Pm afraid, largely predominated, for we 
always had our owu secret speculations 
as to how the bread tasted aud how much 
wine each person drank. Wo sac i- 
legiously timid each draught as it was 
taken by people far and near. Wo even 
got up on our feet to see the progress 
made :u the distribution. Never shall 1 
forget oue afternoon when 1 stood up on 
my knees ou the cushion, aud looked 
back into the pew behind uh. Its oc- 
cupant was a tbiu-faced, red-haired man, 
who was very absent-minded, aud on that 
particular afternoon very much so. In- 
stead of putting the morsel of bread into 
his mouth at once, he retained it in his 
fingers, and began iu a leisurely abstract 
way to roll it over and over until he made 
it into a doughy ball. It shocked my 
childish conception of the propriety of 
the occasion, and I asked him in a voice 
to he heard across the church, “Say, 
why don’t you eat it?” It was an unlucky 
question, for my houored parent im- 
mediately lifted Ins bowed head, and. 
catching me round the body, deposited 
me on the seat with such decision as to 
imperil my inner anatomy and cause me 
to wonder whether or not 1 had not seen 
a shower of meteors. Our question as to 
what constituted a proper observance of 
the Lord’s Supper ceased at that mo- 
meut. 

It was a great delight to me to have 
Lucie Billy, my father’s youugest 
brother, spend the Sunday with us, for 
he usually went to sleep during the ser- 
mon, and snored right out loud. None 
ot your suppresed breathings, but a 
genuine irrepressible, don’t-care snore, 
full aud sonorous. 1 knew it would come 
wheu he began to doze, aud waited for it 
with suppicssed delight. It tickled me 
to see the neighbors start aud look 
arouud. 1 winked a wicked wink at tbe 
boy over the way, who was my silent 
partuei iu all fun. Tbeu father’s foot 
would give au unrighteous kick at his 


younger brother’s nearest c mi, and the 
snore would immediately adj turn, sine \ 
dir, and uncle would look mound with 
tho confused air of a man trying to re- I 
call where he was and whether anvthing- 
mg had hit him, and it was almost a 
physical Impossibility for mo to prevent 
an explosion; but thanks to an ample | 
handkerchief which I stuffed into my 
mouth, that calamity was averted. 

My early church-going, compulsory 
and hard a< 1 used to think it was, after 
all, a blessing; for, though I listened to 
dreary wastes of seimons, nli of them 
spoken in an unknown tongue, yet tho 
day ctmfl when l became ioteiested in j 
church worship, and found pleasure and ; 
instruction in c lie sermon. Tha - . pleas- 
ure 1ms never ceased. And now across 
the years 1 thank the father for his > 
persistence. The old church has gone, 
and no longer adorns the village green. 
One by one the neighbors and frionds 
have scattered, until few remain of tlioso 
who wore “old people” then, hut mem- 
ory brings hack the old scenes with a 
new charm. Swoet influence of tender 
words, uplifting influences of prayers 
and hymns, remain with me to bless aud 
cheer* I rather think Solomon was right 
when he remnrked, “ Train up a child in 
the way he should go, and when he is 
old ho will not depart from it.”

American Girls tu Europe. 

The following bright letter from an 
American girl in Europe has been loaned 
us for publicatiou: 

Naples, Italy. March 14, ’02. 

My Doar Aunt Chloe:— I commenced a 
letter to you last September, but for 
some reasou never flui.slied it, so I am 
going to try and write you now. We re- 
ceived your lovely long letter while we 
were in Berlin, and were so glad to cot 
it. I should liked to have been home 
when you were there, but you must visit 
us again when we come home. Of course 
you know papa is over here, hut ho sails 
for home Wednesday, lie came to seo 
us in Berlin, and O, it did seem so good 
to see him, and so awfully hard to have 
him go away without us! We had a 
very lovely winter in Berlin. We were 
there over three months. We visited 
the opera and theatre a great deal. One 
night the Emperor and Empress were at 
the opera and we had such a good 
chance to gaze at them to our hearts, 
content. We also met the Emperor 
riding horseback one day, aud he did 
look so handsome, one could hardly 
resist falling in loye with him. 

One day when papa was in Berlin, 
Florence and I were takiug luuch with 
him at the hotel and who should come in 
but Kuheustein and take the table right 
next to us. He had been giving a con- 
cert, hut I did not hear him as I was sick 
at the time, but Florence aud the Good- 
rich’s went aud were carried away with 
his playiug. 

Papa said when he got home he was 
goiug to tell everyone that we took 
dinner with Rubeustoin. I suppose 
Uncle Andrew will get well fooled. 

Shall I tell you where we have been 
travelling iu Italy ? We left Berlin the 
1st day of March. We had to ride on tho 
cats all uight and Ml the uext day, and 
finally arrived at Trent, where w*j>nty 
stopped one night, and that length of 
time merely to break up a loug tiresome , 
journev. We were in Verona one night 
and half of the next day. We visited die 
amphitheatre which is the most perfect 
preserved ruin in the world. Even when 1 
it was discovered long, loug ago, no 
trace could he found of when it was 
built. The other interest there was to 
visit the Cupulet house, but if proud 
Capulet was living today 1 doubt if lie 
would owu his residence. I never saw a 
filthier place in my life. We did not 
seek out Juliet’s grave as our guide per- 
suaded us that there was uotning to be 
seen but an old stone. I was very glad 
to leave Verona as I couldn’t help leel- 
iug afraid theie, tbe streets were so 
narrow aud so small. All the Italians 
wore black capes with one corner thrown i 
over the shoulder. They also wore big 
slouch hats, underneath which their 
black eyes looked out. They looked so 
villainous and theatiical that I couldn’t 
suppress the fear that suddenly they 
would throw off their cloaks and disclose 
a shiniug dagger. We, however, escaped 
without injury aud L perhaps owe an 
apology to them for accusing them of 
such a black deed. I never care to go to 
Verona again, and was so glad to arrive 
at Milan. It is lovely there aud such a 
beautiful cathedral! We were only there 
a few hours as we are going back when 
it is warmer aud pleasanter. 

We stopped at Turiu one night and 
then went on to Genoa, where we stayed 
about three days. We were disappointed 
to Hud it so cold and we had two 01 three 
snow storms. However, we visited 
Columbus’ statue aud also the St. 
Lawrence Cathedral where we saw tho 
seat where Paganini used to sit. We 
also saw the tomb where the relics of 
John the Baptist are kept. We went up ' 
in the chancel aud were gazing at the j 
tomb wheu we suddenly perceived our 
guide beckoning to us to come down and 
he explained to us that men only were al- 
io wed to go up there as it was au uufur- ! 
filiate woman. Herodiws, who cut off the ' 
head ot John the Baptist and therefore ; 
women were not allowed to approach his 
tomb. From Genoa we went to Pisa aud 1 
found it very interesting there. We 
climbed the marble staff's of the leaning I 
tower aud enjoyed the cathedral and | 
baptistery. We went into the Campo 
Santo or cemetery, where saints are 
buried iu the Holy ground brought from 
Jerusalem. We are going to stay here 
iu Naples until Thursday aud then we 
are going to Greece for four days or 
perhaps a week. Wout it be interest- 
ing, and part of tbe way we will sail on 
the Mediterranean sea. We are situated 
here right 011 the sea aud enjoy watching 
the waves dasii up over the walls aud 
into the street. When the weather is 
better we are going up Vesuvius and to 
Pompeii. Lust week a slight earthquake 
was lull here. I hope there isn't goiug 
to he an eruption, a great deal of smoke 
is coming out from it now. 1 think I 
must close as it is very near lunch time. 

I hope you will write again if you can 
get time. Florence is writing Uncle 
Andrew aud Aunt Hattie. Please give 
our love to Aunt Era when you see her, 
alsi t<w Neddie and lots for yourself.

Great Fore# In n Nutshell. 

Tho procession of rowboats moving 
rapidly about Lake Merritt, Oakland, a 
few weeks ago was observed with in- 
tense interest hv a few people who had 
watched with eagerness the movements 
of one of the men in the loading boat. 
This boat was fitted with paddles, the 
rapid rotation of which urged the boat 
rapidly through the ripples nnd drew 
swiftly the seven other boats in tow. 
The Itoating excursion was no pleasure 
party, hut a private exhibition of a 1110- 
V*r which, if able to accomplish otte- 
tenth of what is said of it. is the most 
powerful application of electrical energy 
devised. 

Charles Hollander is the man who di- 
rected the movements of the leader boat, 
and he is the discoverer of the chemical 
combination that produces marvelous 
results. The process, the materials, the 
manner of combination, are secrets 
closely held, for no patent has been 
issued. To a very few people has any 
information of the discovery or inven- 
tion been communicated, and these peo- 
ple must be losing sleep contemplating 
the marvels which the young inventor 
claims for his motive power. Sellamler 
is a modest mechanic, quiet nnd in- 
dustrious. who is employed by the South- 
ern Pacific company as an extra engineer 
of locomotive engines. 

The outward appearance of his appa- 
ratus is simple. His chemical comitomul 
is incased in air tight copper vacuum 
bulbs, for it explodes on exposure to the 
atmosphere. Attached to the copper re- 
ceptacle are wires through which the 
electricity is fed as on supply wires of 
other electrical systems. The discovery 
is the generating materials and their 
imprisonment. One of these vacuum 
bulbs is no larger than a walnut. Yet 
with this infinitesimally small generator 
lie is said to have sent the light row- 
l»oats dancing over the surface of Lake 
Merritt as though they were shells 
moved by n Cambridge crew. 

The inventor recently told a friend 
that for three weeks he had supplied 
constant power from his tiny generator 
to move a toy boat in a pond in his back 
yard and the battery showed no signs of 
weakening. To the same friend he said 
that he regards his invention or discov- 
ery as the nearest approach to perpetual 
motion yat attained. — San Francisco Ex- 
aminer. 

Cannilmlisni in 11 Western Camp. 

A horrible discovery has been made 
in the mountains of South Dakota, about 
ten miles from the border, which indi- 
cates that a party of lost people have 
been driven to the dire extremity of 
feeding upon each other. 

In a deep canyon, where the camp 
was sheltered from the storms, there 
were found the remain 1 of a camp, and 
at the tire, in the ashes, were several 
bones and pieces of a human body which 
had been cooked and partly eaten. 
There had evidently been five or six in 
the party and three of them had been 
killed to furnish food for the others, for 
there were three skulls found, and from 
their size it is evident that all of them 
were those of women or children, for 
they were much smaller than the skull 
of a man. Tho bones of the legs and 
arms were found, and to one leg bone 
there was still a quantity of cooked 
flesh hanging. Tho survivors had evi- 
dently got some other meat and left the 
undevoured part of the last victim in 
the fire, with the intention of burning 
it up, but the fire was put out by a 
storm and discovery tints made possible. 

It is believed that the part)’ originally 
consisted of two men, two women and a 
boy, and that they passed through this 
place last fall on their way to the west. 
If such was the case the men have sac- 
rificed their companions in the attempt 
at self preservation and are now alive. 
It is_understood that the authorities of 
South Dakota will make a searching in- 
vestigation and see if they can find out 
the survivors of the terrible deed. — Cor. 
Philadelphia Press. 


Fifty Ton* of Dynamite 011 Hoard. 

The steamer Al-Ki is lying at tho 
wharf at Port Townsend waiting for tho 
steamer Empire from Ban Francisco 
wish fifty tons of dynamite. The Al-Ki 
lias a special permit from the itostmas- 
ter general to carry this dynamite to 
Juneau.

. An Kstraornliinry Nliower. 

I An extraordinary inotoorologirnl jvlio- 
notnonoti occtirrtMl in the eastern part of 
lliia country by tbc recent fall t.f about 
one inch *»f Htranno looking snow. It 
was of darker color titan aslioH ami 
looked like mill middlinga nr shorta. 
This snow when melted makes a muddy 
water, and when allowed to sett le de- 
Itosits a fine sediment, which to the 
miked eye presents four different ap- 
pearances, viz., two powders (one of a 
gray and the other of a black color), 
among which are mixed ragged flakes 
that look like sawdust and others that 
r* serablo scales of mica or copper tilings. 
When seen through a microscope the 
gray powder appears to Is* the debris of 
myriads of broken down, semitranspar- 
ent cells and fibers. The black powder, 
which is about livo times as coarse as 
the former and about one-tenth in quan- 
tity. appears to be inude up of little 
pear shaped, huglike animalculsB. 

The copper colored scales are of hard 
substance, and when magnified become 
translucent and appear to bo of a fibrous, 
cellular structure, of a purple or blood- 
like color, in which are set the little 
black, huglike creatures liefore de- 
scribed. This is considered the original 
life substance from which all the other 
is derived. The little ragged, sawdust- 
like Hakes are but the former in course 
of disintegration and look like white, 
fleshy cellular tissue in which the black 
objects are set like Beeds in a fig. The 
substance can easily be fouud, as it 
forms a uniform dark crust, like stratum, 
with a considerable depth of ordinary 
snow both below and above it. The fall 
extended over quite an area of country 
and has attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion. The matter is no doubt worthy of 
a thorough scientific investigation. — La- 
IKirte (lnd.) Cor. Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Boxing with the Czur. 

It is said that while at Copenhagen 
the czur distinguished himself as a boxer, 
boxing having become the favorite form 
of exercise of this imperial Hercules. 

His great difficulty is and always 1ms 
been to find any one ready or willing to 
stand up against him ami to respond to 
each blow by a counter one. Neither 
his Russian brothers nor any dignitaries 
of his court are particularly willing to 
oblige him in this matter, as they dread 
not only the force of his powerful fist, 
but also fear of incurring his resentment 
iu the event of their responding to his 
blows. 

Indeed, the only man who ventures to 
put on the gloves with him and to meet 
him fairly and squarely is his brother-in- 
law, young Waldemar, the sailor prince 
of Denmark. 

The other day, during the performance 
of one of Wagner's most wearisome 
operas, the czar and the prince withdrew 
to a vacant room and had a good set-to, 
which was on the point of ending fatal- 
ly, for the czar’s huge fist struck Prince 
Wal demur’s chin with such force as to 
dash linn to the ground, where ho lay 
for a quarter of an hour before the czar 
and his attendants could restore him to 
consciousness. 

The czar would do well to abandon 
the gloves, for he is apparently unable 
to realize the extent of his strength and 
does much damage with his sledge ham- 
mer blows. Indeed it was a blow such 
as this which struck his elder brother, 
the late Czarowitz Nicholas, on the 
chest, and which enabled Alexander not 
only to marry one of the most attractive 
princesses in Europe, but also to become 
the heir to, and eventually the occupant 
of, the Russian throne.— Marquise de 
Fontenoy. 

A Giant Microscope. 

The Poeller Physical Optical institute, 
of Munich, has under construction u» 
enormous microscope for exhibition at 
Chicago in 18951. It will magnify to 
10,000 diameters, or, as ordinarily fitted, 
to 11,000 diameters. An electric light 
of 1 1 ,000 candle power is to be used for 
illuminating tho image, which is to be 
projected as a screen. As tho heat from 
this powerful light would derange the 
focus by expansion of the metal, an in- 
genious device is used to cool the metal. 

This is a small copper cylinder filled 
with liquid carbonic acid, connected 
with tho microscope in such a manner 
that an electric regulator automatically 
opens a valve and allows a drop of acid 
to escape in a spray on tho metal to lie 
cooled; the liquid immediately evapo- 
rates and produces intense cold. The 
whole cost of the instrument is said to 
be nearly $10,000.— Boston Budget. 


The Kurth on Fire. 

One-third of tho to(^l area of this 
state is underlaid with coal. In several 
districts heavy depoaita have l>een on 
tire for years. There are cases where 
the conditions have beeu volcanic on ac- 
count of the generation of gases. One 
of these disturbances occurred on the 
Sweet Water cattle range, L'50 miles 
west of Cheyenne, last week. More than 
a hundred acres of surface was displaced 
ami the report wtis heard for thirty 
miles. Cattle growers reporting the oc- 
currence at Rock Springs say that coal 
uud dirt were thrown into the air a 
great distance. Tho existence of this 
tire has beeu known for twelve years. — 
Wyoming Cor. Minneapolis Tribune. 

Cuiivi-rling Policemen. 

An association for tho reforming ami 
Christianizing of policemen was formed 
iu Loudon some years ago, and 1ms now 
spread all over England. A central i»o- 
lice institute has Is-en ojienod and 
equipped with a reading room, library, 
classrooms, restaurant, etc. The work 
is now being introduced in this country 
by Catherine Gurney, and tho Chicago 
police are the first upon whom the influ- 
ence is to 1 m) brought to bear. — New York 
Sou. 

The system of compressed air has been 
in- successful operation iu tho city of 
Baris for a {leriod of four years, and iu 
that time the capacity 1ms increased 
from 1520 horse power to 10,5200 horse 

power. 

A syndicate of British capitalists is 
preparing to send un expedition to ex- 
plore the coast of l’utugouia for miner- 
als. U is believed that such an explora- 
tion would yield good results.

Chief Hixby sent in bis report for the 
quarter end iug March 31st There wore 
thirteen calls, two of which were by 
telephone. The loss on buildings was 
$1,148 and on contents $703. The total 
aervice was 43 hours. 

Cyrus LI. Campbell of Ward 7 was ap- 
pointed a measurer of wood and manure. 

The secret try of stato sent the usual 
notice of the application for incorpora 
tion of the Newton Memorial Hall As- 
sociation, by Chas. H. Sweetlaud and 
others. 

Tho water board wero authorized to 
lay 215 feet of 0 inch pipo ou E iiuboro 
street, at a cost of $204; 120 of 4 inch on 
Hawthorne street, $05; 30 of 0 inch and 
103 of 4 inch on Lake nvenue nnd Lake 
Terrace, $1$9; 400 of 0 inch on Priuco 
street, $509; 302 of 0 inch on Lenox 
street, $403, and 709 of0iucb on Wild- 
wood avenue, $$02. Total feet 2179; cost 
$2103. 

Business from the Common Council 
was disposed of in concurrence. 

F. D. Tarltou petitioned for leave to 
put up a swinging sign ou Watertown 
street, in front of his store. 

Goo F. Peck was granted license to 
pat up a stable. 

A potitiou for fire alarm signal station 
at the pumping station was presented 
with numerous signatures. 

Fiuelleyn gave notice ofiutention 
to build a house 24x43 on Gleuwood ( 
avenue. 

C. A. Locke aud Herman Parker gave 
notice of iuteution to build house 42x44 
feet ou Hammond street, and Mary 
Locke ami U. Parker, house 82x40 on 
Kiugsbury street. 

Alderman Wilson presented the peti- 
tion of M. F. H. Wood tor liceuso to re- 
move two buildiugs from his lot on 
Yaleutiue street, to tho toot of the bill 
on North street and moved that it bo 
granted. Alderman Hyde objected but 
after some explanations withdrew his 
objections aud the license was granted. 

Alderman Coffin read the report of the 
committee ot conference on the Nonan- 
tum Hose house, recommending that the 
sum of $10,800 be appropriated for it, 
and a new order appropriating that sum 
was passed. 

Alderman Coffin read the report of the 
sewer committee concerning petitions 
for Bewers on Clinton place, Harvard 
street through Norwood aveuue to 
Clarendou, Park place; Auburn, Wash- 
ington street to Cottage Hospital and 
other streets, aud recommended that 
sewers be built thereou this year, aud 
orders to that effect were passed. It 
was reported inexpedient to build sewers 
at preseut on Ilildredth, Woodbine, 
tSeaverns, Melrose and Lexiugton streets, 
as so long a trench sewer was needed, 
before the work could be done.

STREET KAILWAY TO UI»I»EB FALLS. 

Alderman Hyde presented a petition 
from the Newton A Boston Street Kail- 
way Company for leave to extend their 
tracks to Upper Falls, through Lincoln, 
JI irtford, Boylstou, * Elliott, High and 
Summer streets, in response to urgent 
appeals from the people <*i that sec iou 
w ho are shut off from railroad facilities j 
and would like a chance to get out into J 
the world. 

A hearing was granted for April 18th, 
at 8 p. m. the same to he advertised in 
the papers, and the company being very 
anxious to hive the m itter settled as 
Boon ns possible so that the road may be 
in running order this summer, if possi- 
ble. 

Alderman Hyde presented the petition 
of the Newton dmggi»ts for <lth class 
1 quor liceuse and they were granted. 

Geo. Leonard asked for concrete side- 
» alks mi Wesley street. 

C. W. Higgins give notice of intention 
lu build house 3 Jx3o ou Walnut street. 

E. F. Barnes asked for concrete walks 
on Newtonvillu avenue aud Bellevue 
t> root. 

II lit II WAV ORDINANCE. 

Alderman Hyde reported the druft of 
au ordinance lor ihe highway depart- 
ment with m iiiy sections, most of them 
adopted from former ordinances. 

One section provided that there should 
lie uo dtiving on the streets faster than 
eight miles an hour; another that there 
should be no games of chance on the 
slreels or park* ot the cit y. 

The cleaning of sidewalks section 
which hid taken up a great deal of time 
lo prepare, provided that all sidewalks 
within a certain radius of each railroad 
station should he kept clear of snow, 
and cleaned before lo a. in. and u!»o 
within two hours aftci a storm. The 
matter has been long agitated and there 
has been a general demand forsjtue such 
regulation. 

The report was received and then there 
came a crowd of amendments, the see- 
r. >u relating to driving of cattle provided 
that no drove of more than twenty-five 
should he driven through the streets* 
aud if there were more, they should he 
divided into droves of 50, which Alder- 
man Haibach suggested might be diffi- 
cult. The matter was finally straightened 
• •lit and at the suggestion of Mayor Hilt 
b.ud the mrubei limited to twenty. 

The Section prohibiting tire hitching 
of h oses to lamp posts and trees was 
amen led by uddiug sign posts, poles 
for electric light or for telephone aud 
hydianls, aud in fact almost everything 
but a regal ir bitching post. 

On mot iou of Alderman Collin the 
seciiou relating to the cleaning of side- 
walks was stricken out entirely as he 
said the city should clean the walks as 
heretofore. 

Alderman .Sheppard hoped the regula- 
tions relating to Ward buveu would bo 
left. 
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Mayor Hibbard suggested that it, was 
very important that thoro should be 
Rome regulations. 

Alderman Hyde said his part of the 
city did not care for it. 

Alderman llarbach said we bnd got 
along heretofore without it nnd we could 
do so in the future. 

The motion was carried and citizens 
can leavo their walks filled with melting 
snow next winter and make them a 
nuisance to overy passer by, if they ro 
desire. 

On motion of A derman Sprague, tno 
provision relating to crowds on side- 
walks was amended so ns not to prohibit 
a man sitting ou bis own piazza, if be 
dosired, and the otdinance was then 
passed to bo enrolled. 

TELEPHONE POLKS 

The Telephone Go's, petition for loon' 
tion for poles on Peabody, Chapel, Bridge 
nnd California streets was then taken up 
and Mr. J. N. Kellar gave the reasons for 
the petition, as the poles on Galen street 
wero overburdened and the company 
wished to find another aveuue by w hich 
to reach Watertown, the Boston lines go- 
ing through that town nnd Cambridge. 

Chief Bixhy spoke of tho reasons for 
refusing the petition, tho streets being 
narrow, and the city wires being more 
liable to get out of order when ou 
crowded telephone poles. 

The location was finally granted, Mr. 
Kellar saying it was impossible to bury 
the wires. 

The telephone polo on Washington 
street at end of Brooks place was charged 
with being a nuisance by Mrs. A. A. 
Trowbridge and others, who asked for 
its removal. 

The water board was authorized to 
lay 205 feet of 0 inch pipe on Beach 
street, at cost of $240; 312 of 8 inch on 
Collius Grove, $425; 220 off Edioboro, 
$120; 104 of 8 inch on Griffin aveue, $248; 
total cost $1,033. 

Tho board then on motion of Alder- 
Wilson went into executive session. 

I10YI) POND MATTER. 

NEWTON AND WATERTOWN 11KVI.TU 
BOARDS IN JOINT CONVENTION. 

The regular moctiug of tho hoard of 
health was held at City Hall, Tuesday 
afternoon. Presideut Otis Pet tee presid- 
ed and Messrs. Sheppard, Wis wall, Baker 
and Staples were preseut. 

The routine business of tho board was 
suspended and Mr. Wis wall moved to 
take up the Boyd pond matter, for con- 
sidering which a joint convention of the 
boards of health of Watertown and New- 
ton had been called. 

Dr. B. F. Davenport, chairman, and 
Messrs. Lewis B. Porter and James It. 
Harrison, members of the Watertown 
board, were present, and the position of 
the matter as then before tho Newton 
board was explained to them by reading 
the potitioiis and the records, showiug 
the steps already taken in the matter. 

Hearings had been given in response 
to the petitions, and after due investiga- 
tiou the Newton board had decided that 
the present condition of the pond con- 
stituted a nuisance, but no actiou had 
been taken as the pond lay in both New- 
ton and Watertown. 

Dr. Davenport of Watertown said no 
formal complaint had been made to the 
Watertown board regarding Boyd pond, 
but a communication had been received 
calling the attention or the board to the 
condition of things. 

Mr. Harrison of the visiting board said 
this communication was tho only thing 
received by their board, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to investigate. They 
found the fiats about tho pond bare at 
one time, and upon a second visit they 
wero covered with water. 

Mr. Sheppard said that the pond as a 
mill privilege must eventually be got rid 
of, aud Liundry brook established us a 
source for draimge. The mill owners 
have been flowing the pond 18 inches 
higher than they have any right, and he 
thought the city could claim damages. 
He said the vital question to come before 
tho convention would seem to be the 
getting rid of tho Boyd pond dam. 

It was found oil inquiry that legisla- 
tive action might be necessary to dis- 
continue the water privilege aud Mr. 
Wiswall favored purchasing the water 
power from the compauy and thus get- 
ting rid of the nuisance. 

Dr. B iker believed Mr. Wiswall’s sug- 
i gestion the wisest and most expeditious. 

Legislation would consume much valu- 
1 able time and t lie best way would be to 
i refer the matter to a committee of gentle- 
! men from the two b >ards for iuvestiga- 
| tion. lie then moved that a committee 
of three from each board, to iucludc tii 
chairmen, be appointed with instruc- 
tions t > report to the j tint boards iu one 
month. 

Mr. J. Sturgis Potter, who was present, 
was requested to explain t lie situation 
more fully. He said the dam was built 
in 1870 aud the llowage was regulated oy 
a sheriff's jury. Tho established llowage 
had been exceeded by the mill owners 
which cjused the stagnaut 11 its, about 
which con plaint had been entered. He 
i understood the mill property to he 
; mortgaged for $0900 or $7000, and a few 
years ago tho privilege could have been 
i purchased at a very reasonable figure. 

Mr. Porter of tho Watertown board, 

| and who leases Cook’s pond and power 
' privilege, had uo personal knowledge of 
tin- matter, but doubted it apy lawful 
lights to a mill privilege on Boyd's pood 
e Mild he f Mind. He was confident, how- 
ever, that Cook s poiul, which had been 
u»ed for mill privileges for some hun- 
dreds of years, had lawful privileges. 
Boyd's pond is a valuable reservoir for 
< .ok’.s pond. Mr. Aldrich, tho late own- 
; er of Conk’s pond, used to say Boyd's 
pond bail uo legal rights and that they 
were subservient to him. 

The speaker could see nothing but as- 
sumed rights, otherwise it will be a 
matter of record. Whenever more water 
had been needed in Cook’s pond it bad 
; been drawn fiom Boyd’s pond until the 
present mill started, since which time 
they iiad not interfered witli the dam, 

, the tl >w from the upper mill generally 
1 sufficing. 

lit. Baker said if no legal privilege 
I existed ou Boyd s pond there was noth- 
ing to prevent the board ordering the re- 
! iijoval of t .e darn if necessary. 

Dr. Davenport heartily endorsed the 
I pievious motion of Dr. Baker in refer- 
ence to a committee of investigation, and 
said Watertown would gladly support 
I such au adjustment of the matter. 

Dr. Baker's motion tbeu passed, the 
joint committee us selected, consistim; of 
Chairman, B. 1 . Davenport, Messrs. Por- 
ter and 1 I n it 'ii of Watertown aud 
; Chairman Otis Kettee, Messrs. Wiswull 
1 and Baker of Newton. 

| Dr. Davenport on u request made by 
his board at the last town meetiug, 

| w ifthed to arrive at some understanding 
I with the Newton board of health, re- 
garding au abatement of the Charles 
| river nuisance. He said refuse from 

I both sides of the stream found its way 
into the river, aud the impurities collect- 


ing from tho shallow water near Wator- 
town oiused much complaint. 

I)r. Baker said tho Newton hoard had 
investigated the matter and had decided 
to take no action until the completion of 
tho municipal sewer probably within the 
year, when much of the trouble would 
ho obviated by the places along tho 
b. nks connecting with the sow or. 

Mr. Porter said this would relieve in n 
great measure tho difficulties of tho mat- 
ter to Watertown. 

Mr. Baker's motion to appoint tho 
chairmen nnd agents of tho two boards 
as a committee to investigate the Charles 
river uui*Atico was passed. 

On motion of Mr. Wiswall tho agent, 
was instructed to request tho city solici- 
tor to look up tho iogal points in tho 
Boyd pond matter aud report to the 
committco. 

Mr. Tolman’s application for permit 
to keep fowl on Washington stroet was 
taken from tho table nnd tho applicant 
given leave to withdraw. Tho ngont was 
instructed to enforce the rules regarding 
tho keeping of fowl. 

Clerk French submitted a report re- 
garding tho investigation of sanitary 
condition and vent, datum of tho Lincoln 
school, with the state agent, showing 
the school house to be in a condition 
calling for immediate attention. 

Mr. Sheppard said tho public property 
committee had already taken stops to- 
wards improving the schoolhouso and 
the work was in pi ogress. 

Tho report was placed on file. 

An application to keep a pig on Grove 
street was granted, aud various applica- 
tions wore referred to tli a agont for in- 
vestigation. 

Complaints from A. L. Jewell and 
others for alleged nuisAnce on the Ellis 
estate, Waltham street and Eliot avenue, 
aud from Joseph Hansou and others for 
improper drainage near Faxon aud 
Beach streets were tabled uutil tho next 
field day for investig ition. 

A number of bills were submitted nnd 
approved and the board adjourned.

A few months ago an insipid 
looking collegian enmo out there with 
both lungs nearly gono and no more 
strength left him than possessed by a 
woman. But ho know gold when he 
saw it, nnd ns soon ns he got to Cripple 
creek ho staked off a claim. Ho was 
laughed nt by tho grizzled veterans nt 
first, but he 1ms tho laugh on them now. 
for he is rich. 

‘‘Tho gold found on Cripple creek is 
not placer, it is tho most peculiar for- 
mation over discovered, and that’s what 
misled tho old timers. It is of the 
quartz variety, in u sort of disintegrated 
mass and so crumbled that thoiimt layer 
of it is shoveled up with a common 
spade. At the Gold King mine, just 
over Pike’s Peak from Manitou, on 
Cripple creek, one man has shipped n lot 
of the crude ore to Denver that assayed

Sign* of Spring in Connecticut.

A railroad man found trailing 
arbutus in hud near High Rock Grove 
tho other day. These signs are infalli- 
ble. — Ansonia Cor. New York Sun. 


One Cent IiiHtcnil of $2,000. 

In the circuit court for Cecil county, 
Md., yesterday, tho jury in tho case of 
Mrs. Ann Hughes, of Havre do Grace, 
versus the Philadelphia, Wilmington 
and Baltimore Railroad company for 
$10,000, rendered a verdict for one cent 
damages. 

At the March term of court tho plain- 
tiff received a verdict for $3,5&U, but 
the judge set the verdict aside, claiming 
it was out of all reason, and put the 
damages at $2,000.

Oov. Ames’ Alflluile. 

Wo opine that Gov. Ames is about to 
rcnlizo that being in favor of protection 
ia not en&ttgh for the requirements ot 
the men who are at present tlirectlng'the 
Republican party of Massachusetts, Rays 
the Hoston Herald, lie states that ho 
has already ascertained that it is inauffl- 
cient. to procure his indorsement ns a 
sound Republican by tho Rtato commit- 
tee of this party. “My name was con- 
sidered” by thiR ooramitteo, tbo ox-tit v- 
ornor tolls us bo lias been informed, with 
a view to tbo election as a delegate to tbo 
coming national convention, “but was 
rejected beenuso, in tbo opinion of the 
committee, I was not, sound on tbo tariff 
question.” Nothing but advocacy of ex- 
treme protection passes muster now. 
Gov. Ames proposes to rnako a test on 
this point by still offering himself as a 
candidate for this position. We fear tbo 
odds aro greatly against bis success in 
such a contest. 

Gov. Ames on this point only proposes 
to advance with the spirit ot the ago. 
lie is very moderate in taking this posi- 
tion, and does not at all propose to make 
progress rapidly, or in a manner that the 
most ardent protectionist, as protection 
has been previously understood, could 
consider to bo unreasonable. If protec- 
tion, as tbo Republican party now hold 
it, bo right, then the tariff laws aro an 
exception to all other kinds of progress. 
In everything else that affects the wel- 
fare of humanity, the nation goes, for- 
ward; in this wo are asked to take a dis- 
tinctly retrogrado step. Protectionists 
themselves, in other days, have unani- 
mously recognized that taxes under the 
revenuo laws were to bo diminished with 
time. The most eminent advocate in 
public life protection lias over had, Henry 
Clay, invariably declared that, protection 
was to continue only for a limited period. 
Givo it to us now, lio said, fifty years 
ago, for a few’ years, and wo will ask it 
no longer. It will not lie reasonable or 
necessary for us to have it beyond that, 
time. Tbo tariff can then bo laid upon a 
revenuo basis. Gen. James A. Gar- 
field many years later declared that 
all tbo use the nation bad for pro- 
tection was to put it on 1 lie road to free 
trade. These men, like nil other states- 
men, recognized that national progress 
must inevitably do away with protection. 
The Republicans of today have put tliem- 
Relves in a position of demanding that as 
tbo years increase there shall bo more 
protection instead of less. 

No Defense for (be Wool Tariff. 

What remains to bo said for the wool 
tariff when under tbo imposition of 
higher duties on foreign wools tbo domes- 
tic grower is being driven to tbo raising 
of sheep primarily for mutton instead 
of wool? According to the report of tbo 
department of agriculture, the reported 
increase in tbo number of sheep in the 
United States last year was duo almost 
entirely to the increase in mutton breeds 
and tbo raising of lambs for the meat 
markets. Tims the increase in Massa- 
chusetts is reported ns duo to tho facts 
that in tho neighborhood of Boston and 
other large cities farmers “find it, profit- 
able to raise oaily spring ‘lambs for the 
market,” and of Maine, Now York, 
lllnois, Michigan and other states where 
there has been an increase in the num- 
ber of sheep the same cause is given— 
tbo raising of sheep for mutton rather 
than wool. In Ohio, tbo homo of the 
merino wool-tariff agitators, thecliango 
is particularly noticeable. According to 
the Boston Commercial Bulletin merino 
sheep tliero aro fast being bred with 
Shropshircs to secure a better mutton 
through inferior wool breed for the 
reason that it, is no longer found profit- 
able, even vrtvlt a high tariff on the pro- 
duct, to grow sheep for wool. It, is 
stated that one breeder recently sold 50 
Shropshire bucks to go to Licking 
county alone. What does the Vermont 
merino sheep breeders’ association say 
to this? But if wool is to become simply 
a by-product as hides are of cattle-rais- 
ing, what possible defense is left for tbo 
wool tariff? 


The Sugar Monopoly. 

Philadelphia merchants and others 
caught iu tho recently expanded craw of 
tbo sugar trust have had a bill prepared, 
which they will submit to Congress, 
provided for the repeal of tbo duty of 
oue-lialf a cent a pound remaining on 
refined sugar. The duty is now the 
chief bulwark of this outrageous mo- 
nopoly, ami the Democratic leaders of 
the House ought to jump at the chance 
of sending such a measure to the Senate, 
that tho country may see lio% the Repub- 
lican majority there stands on this ques- 
tion. It is understood that they will. 
Tho trust must bn smashed and its at- 
tempt to make the people pay huge 
dividends on heavily watered capital 
brought to naught. The repeal of the 
duty on refined sugar will at least limit 
its capacity of extortion and will not 
hurt t lie industry, as tho refiners have 
often admitted that thoy could refine 
sugar as cheaply as those of any other 
country iu tho world.— Springfield Repub- 
lican. 

An Organic View. 

This is tho manner in which mou who 
dare to express doubts about the policy 
of McKiuleyisin may expect to he treat- 
ed by tho party organs, no matter what 
their past services to the purty have 
boon. Tho Waltham Free Press gives 
the illustration as follows: 

Oliver Ames, said to have been at one 
time governor of Massachusetts, is re- 
ported to have iu mind the idea of in- 
truding his tariff views on the Republi- 
can state convention. Oliver lias all the 
reputed pig-headedtiess usually ascribed 
to the paternal progenitor of the mule, 
and about the same degree of statesman- 
ship usually possessed by u three year 
old boy. It is all well enough to worn 
one’s best in tho interests of New Eng- 
land, hut it must he remembered that, as 
much as wo love her, Massachusetts is 
not the whole country; the interests of 
all must ho looked after by Congress, not 
those merely of a section or a state. 
Oliver is evidently on his way to the 
Democratic camp, and let him go. It is 
the general impression that the Republi- 
can party in Massachusetts commenced 
going down hill when it made him suc- 
cessor tfo the long array of notable men 
who had filled her gubernatorial chair. 


Congressman Crosby of Massachusetts 
made a speech on tho wool tariff bill in 
the House on Wednesday which em- 
braced a pretty decisive answer to the 
claim Mint the McKinley bill was passed 
in the interests of the workingmen. Mr. 
Crosby produced and read a list of forty- 
nine reductions in wages that had been 
made in manufacturing establishments 
in this country during (lie yeai 1801, giv- 
ing tho nnme and place of tho factory 
and tho date and amount of the wage re- 
duction In each case. — N. Y. Evening 
Post. 


At a McKinley tally in Providence 
$125,000 000 was represented on the plat- 
form. That is a potent compaign docu- 
ment in Hhodo Island. 

Ex-President Cleveland is a genius in 
tho way of packing political doctrines 
into a simple sentence. Everybody will 
recognize the neatness of this from his 
Providence speech of Saturday: Recip- 
rocity is the homage which prohibitory 
protection pays to genuine tariff reform.” 

Woman Suffrage Debate. 

Tho recent suffrage debate before the 
Woman’s Club at West Newton was 
opened by Mrs. Walton, tho president. 
She based her argument, on tho hill of 
rights of Mass., where in it is asset ted 
fyiat "all men have certain essential and 
inalienable rights;” that “No man, nor 
corporation or association of men havo 
liny titlo to exclusive privileges distinct 
from those of tho community,” that “the 
idoa of a man being born a magistrate, 
lawgiver or judgo is absurd and un- 
natural.” 

If the word man, as here used, mean 
man in its generic sense it includes w«- 
man, ami Judge Iloar Bays, “unless the 
word absolutely excludes woman, al- 
though it includes woman everywhere 
else where tho term iR used, unless the 
women of this Commonwealth nro not 
inhabitants of tho Commonwealth,” 

tho doctrine of Woman Suffrage stands 
securely upon the fundamental princi- 
ples of tho constitution of Massachu- 
setts.” 

iSlio then showed how our forefathers 
were inconsistent at first, as regards 
the men themselves, restricting as they 
did, the ballot to property holders and 
church members. They havo removed 
tlioso harriers for men, one by one, until 
now they do away with the paltry poll- 
tax of $2, hut, woman’s political status 
remiins about the same as when the 
constitution was first written, and man, 
by t-lio very fact that ho is horn a man, is 
magistrate, lawgiver and judge of wo- 
man. 

A woman may own shares in Albany 
II. 11. and has an equal voice with men- 
shareholders in the government of tho 
corporation, may direct, sis fsir as her 
stock allows, the adoption of a plan for 
grade or ungraded crossings, but if she 
sells her stock and buys a house near tho 
R. R. she has no voice in the matter. 
She has no voice except by courtesy in 
the building of a sidewalk or in the con- 
struction of a sower. To sustain her 
light to the purchase of her property 
tho ballot should he given. 

Tho essential qualifications of a voter 
aro: 

1st. A desiro for public welfare. 

2d. A capability of judging of men 
who may he elected to office. 

fid. A capability of judging of the 
effect of proposed measures. 

Women have their qualifications as 
can he proved by a multitude of examples 
of women as rulers and as subjects, and 
if the average woman just now isn’t 
fully versed in political lore, that is no 
reason why the ballot should he with- 
held, “we learn by doing,” and it is poor 
logic that would give t ho ballot to man, 
as an education, and would witheld it 
from woman, because she needs educa- 
tion. 

There are laws which hear unequally 
upon men and women, ami aro not 
rectified, because man cannot fully put 
himself in woman's place. Women needs 
the ballot for her own protection, t ho 
community needs her ballot for its safety. 

Kansas and Wyoming were cited as 
proving that a community was better off 
with the ballot for women than without, 
and other places w« re enumerated in 
Europe and America and in the Islands of 
i he Sen, where muuicipal suffrage was 
granted to women with good effect. 

Mrs. Mary R. Martin responded for the 
negative side of tho question. She con- 
sidered that the largo class of thought- 
ful intelligent women, who do exert a 
tremendous influence upon the great 
voting mass, would lose tho dispassion- 
ate, impartial, high-minded judgment 
they now exorcise, if they were obliged 
to face tho necessity of deciding each for 
herself just how to cast her vote. She 
had no fear of tho ballot unsexing or 
polluting women, or making them 
neglect their home duties; hut she did 
not believe that women would he elevated 
by it, because they might lose in the con- 
tact with measures of expediency which 
now ruled politics, that liner sense of 
right and wrong, and that personal 
element called sentiment peculiar to 
their sex. A woman’s instinct leads her 
to decide questions on the moral basis; 
if she votes she must tuko one of two 
measures, neither of which are right, 
hut only the best possible under the 
circumstances, and thus the world would 
ho given ovor to expediency. The 
power, instinct and intlucuco of women 
were neither wasted nor lost she thought 
by being denied full expression in the 
larger world outside her homo. 

To this Miss Davis replied that wo- 
man’s power behind the throne was a 
hidden intiuenco and if brought out into 
the light she had no fear hut that it 
would stand the test. Though at first 
Mrs. Martin’s prediction seemed alarm- 
ing, on reduction situ was convinced that 
this sentimental influence diminished, a 
stronger and responsible power would 
come into being. This would he a 
distinct gain and not a loss to the world. 

Mrs. Burrison inquired if women 
should he admitted to all departments 
of labor, what would become of tho men . 
Mrs. Webster answered that thoy would 
uoecssurily he driven luto essentially 
manly employments. She would he glad 
to see a woman measuring a yard of 
cloth, or piece of tape, where a man was 
now doing that work. She hoped that 
every man driven fiom these lighter 
employments would go west and aid iu 
developing tho resources of the country. 

Mrs. Luke Davis presented impaitial- 
ly the objections urged against woman 
suffrage by many young mou, stating 
that in her opinion the future would 
prove these arguments unsouwd. Her 
remarks were especially apt and interest- 
iug. 

Mrs. Ahby Davis, Mrs. Hastings and 
Mrs. Gilman spoke ably ami briefly on 
the affirmative side of the question. Mrs. 
Ballou alluded to the dangers threaten- 
ing legislation incident to foreign immi- 
gration. Mrs. Walton iu closing ex- 
pressed hor pleasure that a subject of 
such vital iuturest should have been so 
satisfactorily presented. 


Some Old Papers. 

Two interesting specimens /if enily 
American pnpers havo recently como in- 
to tho possession of Mr. E. M. Springer, 
one tho Kotmnbcck Intelligencer, pub- 
lished at Augusta, Me., date of July 7. 
17D7, and the other the Christian Intelli- 
gencer, published at Portland, dated 
July fit, 1824. 

The Intelligencer is a four page sheet, 
Iff by 11, and has for a motto "To pub- 
lish truth shall 1 m our hornst aim,” and 
a letter from the minister to Spain, dated 
two months earlier takes up tho first 
page, giving information about the 
Spanish treaty, and tho trouble over the 
Mississippi river navigation. A report 
of the doings of Congress June 15 is 
given, and foreign intelligence of April 
and May takes up nearly six more 
columns, nod t.lio remainder includes a 
letter from Sam. ,1. Cabell, tho congres- 
sional challenge and quarrel of Thatcher 
and Blount, and about a column and n 
half of advertisements. Local news aro 
entirely absent and tho paper would ho 
rather heavy for these timus, hut it shows 
how much interest was then felt in 
foreign news, when so much spaco was 
giveu to it. 

There are two general advertisements, 
Tho. Fi lie brown offorring for sale, Irish 
Linen, N. E. Rum by barrel or gallon. 
W. i. Goods, “on reasonable torms for 
cash.” Isaac Carter also offers Brandy, 
Wine, Molasses, Vinegar, Calliooes, 
Nankeens, Jean, Fustian, India Cotton, 
Durant, Calimanco, etc. "Likewise 
hardware goo. is, Guns, powder and shot.” 
Some of these articles aro almost un- 
known today, and others are not sup- 
posed to he now sold iu Prohibition 
Maine. 

The Christian Intelligencer seems to 
ho a Universalist p iper, and articles are 
divided under headings “Biographical,” 
giving the “Life of Origin;” Doctrinal, 
Polemical, in which a Universalist writes 
a sharp letter to a Calvinist ; an editorial 
on “Religions Opposition,” and miscella- 
neous matter about tho Universalist de- 
nomination. In fact the religious paper 
is a good deal more of a newspaper than 
tho secular one, which is perhaps ex- 
plained by its being published uearly 
thirty years later. Tho only advertise- 
ment is one of Mr, Balfour’s Inquiry, a 
series of letters in defence of Divine 
Revelation, and two volumes of sermons, 
which is in striking contrast witli modern 
religious papers and their columns of 
patent medicino aud other advertise- 
ments. 

Appeal by tho Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of t ruelty to 
Children. 

The society takes the present oppor- 
tunity of tendering to its friends very 
grateful acknowledgements for the liberal 
support given in these many years. It 
lias thereby been enabled regulaiiy to 
continue its work, has prevented untold 
misery aud lias helped neglected or 
abused children to become respectable 
and useful members of society. 

Eighteen hundred cases have been 
acted on by the society during the year 
1801, affecting 4,700 children, and this 
number would have been increased but 
for a lack of the necessary funds. 

The society’s most efficient work not 
only demands that it shall receive in- 
creased annual contributions or dona- 
tions, but in addition to these contribu- 
tions it also requires a larger permanent 
fund than it now has. 

The society therefore appeals to the 
public for subscriptions to such increased 
fund, the urgency for which the follow- 
ing figures will show: — 

For the year 1S02 the expenses aro esti- 
mated to amount to about $17,000, which 
is an excess of about $2,500 over those of 
1801, — rendered necessary by a demanded 
enlargement of the society’s work, 
especially iu tho western part of tho 
state. 

To meet this expenditure the society 
can rely on its subscriptions of about 
$0,0 H), and ou an income from invested 
funds of about $1,100, The balance 
would have to ho drawn fiom the sale of 
the funds bequeathed to the society for 
its unconditional use, and from which 
the above income has heretofore been 
derived. Obviously, however, this asset 
ought not to he encroached upon, but 
should form a part of the permanent 
fund. 

To tho above appeal for a permanent 
fund the society Inis to add tho other 
appeal for contributions and donations 
of $10,000 towards tho expenses of tho 
current year, and wlii’e it hopes to obtain 
this sum in part by larger donations than 
before, earnestly desires to receive a good 
part of it. through an increase of its “ annual 
members ” paying $5.00, and “ contributors ” 
paying smaller sums. .

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CLEANING SIDEWALKS. 

The ordinance coraraitteo had in te- 
Rpouse to much prodding from the peo- 
ple constructed au ordinance providing 
for the removal of snow from sidewalks, 
and presented it Monday evoniug only to 
have it stricken out by the aldermen. 
Ntich action will be a bitter disappoint- 
ment to the people, who hoped that an- 
other winter they would not be com- 
pelled to wade through six or more inch- 
es of melting snow on ceitain portions 
of the sidewalks. 

It is to the credit of the greater por- 
tion of the citizens that they keep their 
walks clean without any ordinance com- 
pelling them to do so, but on nearly 
every street there are more or less 
lengthy stretches of walk that are left 
to take care of themselves, and when a 
thaw comes every one who passes along 
the street has to wade through the slush 
to the detriment of their health and to 
the greater detriment of their tempers. 

The city keeps the walks clean euoutib 
as loug as the weather is cold, but there 
ought to be some means of compelling 
owners of abutting property to remove 
the snow when a thaw comes. A man 
will spend considerable time or money 
in keeping bis own walk clean, and theu 
when he goes to the depot lie has to 
wade through the uncleaned walks of 
bis neighbor. 

The worst cases are in front of un- 
occupied laud, which was bought for a 
speculation, and is left to take care of it- 
self until it rises in value euougb to suit 
the owner, and there are such spots ou 
onr main travelled streets which have 
been for years a disgrace to the city. 
The owner probably does not realize how 
much of a nuisance his walks are or how 
roundly he is anathematized by every 
one who wades through the sidewalks in 
front of Iris property. If he did, he 
would he very callous to public opinion, 
to leave them in such a condition. 

A resident on Centre street, for in- 
stance, will have to wear high over- 
shoes, just lor the sake of a few hundred 
feet of uncluaned walk, wheu all the 
rest is clean, or a resident ou Ilunnewell 
bill has to put on rubber boots to get to 
the depot with dry feet. The city keeps 
the crosswalks reasonably clear, aud if 
abuttors only cleared their walks the 
depots could be reached with comfort. 
The men do not mind it so much for 
themselves as they do for the women 
anti children, who must get wet feet and 
w et clothing just because of these negli- 
gent property owners. 

Perhaps the only way to secure an 
oidiuance that could be enforced would 
be to make it au is me ill the next elec- 
tion, aud vote for no rnau who would not 
pledge himself to favor such an ordi- 
nance. The sentiment oil the north side 
of the city is very strong on this matter 
and the aldermen can hardly have real- 
ized the deep feeling people have on the 
<juesti »n. O’ course the members who 
keep carriages and never have occasion 
f< walk, would not know from their own 
experience, but Aldennau Sheppard aud 
Mayor Hibbard could have told them 
si nething of the state of public feeling, as 
i hey have heard complaints enough, and 
b*.»ii have had experience with uucleaued 
w tlks ou their way to the depot. They 
ought to hive been listened to, and it 

••ms hardly possible that (lie board will 
not reconsider its action and pass the 
oidiuance nltting to sidewalks. Any 
aspirant for t lie mayoralty, if there are 
any such in the board, would never get 
v ties enough to elect him on the north 
side of the city, nuless he came out. open- 
ly and strongly in favor of clean side- 
walks 


I KELT RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

The conservative citizen is astonished 
a‘ the way 'the Newton A* boston Street 
ft til way company is branching out and en- 
deavoring to connect the whole of New- 
ton Not content w ith getting into Newton 
Highlands they now ask for an extension 
to. Upper Falls, aud are to have a hear- 
ing ou their petition April 18th. They 
are anxious to secure the location as soon 
a- possible so as to begiu work at once 
and have the road in operation if possi- 
ble in time to secure some of the sum- 
mer travel. 

< itizeiis of Upper Kails are said to bo 
very anxious for the street railway as 
they are now but indifferently served by 
the New York aud New England and the 
boston A Albany, neither road coming 
within half a mile of the center of the 
village. We are accustomed to think of 
Upper Fulls as pictured by Alderman 
Fe'tce, where the inhabitants go to bed 


at sundown, and aro but little affected by 
the ways of the outside world. One 
who rides through its streets can hardly 
realize that he is in the city of Newton, 
but instead in some beautifully located 
hill tow n in the interior of the state, mid 
a street railway would be almost n revo- 
lution in its streets. 

The wide-awake men of tho village 
are quick to see the advantage of a street 
railway and liavo been very urgent for 
tho company to tnako the extension at 
once. The line would also bo very popu- 
lar for pleasure travel, as it would make 
our famous Echo bridge easily accessible 
from all parts' of the city, and the com- 
pany believo that the line would prove a 
paying investment, especially in the 
summer. 

The continued success of tho Nowton 
^ Waltham line would indicate that the 
other company liavo good grounds for 
thoir hopes of success, as tho former 
lino has this year in every month showed 
a substantial increase over tlio same 
month a year ago, and evidently a rail- 
way creates patronage and people get 
the habit of riding in streot cars just 
as they acquire any other habit. 


The potition of the county commis- 
sioners of Middlesex for leave to borrow 
$50,000 for a truant school, was given a 
hearing by tho legislative committee on 
expenditures, Monday. Secretary Dick- 
inson of the state board of education, 
favored tho petition, and also tho ostab- \ 
lishment of one largo school for the 
county, as the law directs, and as had 
beeu the policy of the state since 1873. 
Warren F. Spaulding, secretary of the 
Massachusetts Prison Association, and 
C. W. Birtwell, secretary of the Truants’ 
Aid Society, agreed with Mr. Dickinson 
that such a school was needed, but they 
wanted several small schools ratlior than 
one large oue. 


Thf. Boston Merchants Association 
have strongly endorsed Congressman’s 
Lodge’s measure for the supension of the 
purchase of silver bullion and resolutions 
presented by Mr. J. R. Lceson were 
passed uuanimously. Mr. Leeson also 
endorsed the work of the “Bureau of 
American Republics.” as of great value 
for the eulargement of commercial deal- 
ings between this couutry and other 
American Republics, and resolutions 
were adopted calling upon Congress to 
have the work continued. The Boston 
Merchants Association is a very wide 
awake business body, and its seutiments 
ought to have groat influence upon Con 
gross. 


Congressman Lodge deserves the 
Mipport of his party in his efforts to 
have the purchases of silver and the 
issue of cheap dollars discontinued. Mr. 
Lodge defended the law in the last cam- 
paign, but it is gratifyiug to see that lie 
is rea Jy now to admit that it is au un- 
wise law aud oujlit to ba repealed at 
mice. The govern meut by the decline 
iu the price of silver since it began buy- 
ing, has lost some thirty millions of 
dollars. It has besides a great hoard of 
silver which nobody wants, and the best 
way to get out of the fix would be to 
sell the stuff at auction for what it would 
bring. 


The special committee that has been 
sitting since llie last legislature to re- 
view the administrative boards and com- 
missions of the state has presented its 
repoit, which is of quite a voluminous 
character. The committee seeiu to have 
beeu rather staggered at the size of the 
job before them, and their report is very 
moderate in tone and makes no radical 
recommendations. They approve with- 
out regard to party the general system of

Senator Dawes, speaking, April 1, in 
the Senate on tho Indian appropriation 
bill, whilooppofdng tho cutting down from 
money asked for and needed for efficient 
school work at an important post, says, 
“1 must consider behind it all a public 
opinion which must sustain us in the np- 
ptopriations wo make in this bill, as in 
other bills, or clso tho work, relying 
ultimately upon public opinion, will go 
down.” 

And there not having been sufficient 
expression of public opinion, the appro- 
priations aro cut down. 

This is why wo liavo Indian mootings 
and spenkors who know tho state of 
affairs to toll us how things are going, 
because without those movements “tho 
work," as Senator Dawes says, “relying 
ultimately upon public opinion will go 
down.” 

What is this branch of the work to 
which he here refers? Appropriating 
money to pay tho dobts we owo the 
Indians, to irrigate lands otherwise do- 
serts which we have made Indian reser- 
vations because wo did not want them 
and which the Indians must depend upon 
for their sustenance, since farming is at 
present the only industry they have, and 
especially, to appropriate tn »ney for the 
education of tho Indian children, which 
if thoroughly done will soon make tho 
Indian problem a thing of the past. 

In the chapel of the first Congregation- 
al church, Newton Centro, on tho even- 
ing of April 12, at a quarter before eight 
o’clock, Mrs. A. S. Quinton, President of 
the Women’s National Indian Associa- 
tion, will give the story of her seven 
months’ trip among the wild tribes. Her 
personal knowledge of her subject in 
addition to her long study of tho ludi m 
problem make her account of value. As. 
to her way of giving it, she is said by a 
leading New York paper to be ono of the 
best lady speakers in the country. And 
Rev. Philip S. Moxom says that to hear 
her once is to gain inspiration for a year’s 
work. Another prominent clergyman 
says: “No ono so powerfully impressed 
the Mohonk Conference as did she.” 

The cause alone should bring out tho 
best citizens, the most thoughtful and 
earnest people., as an evidence that they 
wish the Indian question settled in the 
American way, the Christian way. But 
it will not take from the numbers and tho 
zeal that those who come will bo well re- 
paid for doing so.

A TRUE G1I08T STORY.

Those which aro found in the vege- 
table stalls in Washington market aro 
of artificial culture and are now sidling 
at about Hovcnty-fivo cents a pound. A 
mouth ago they brought $1,515 u pound, 
and a month hence fifty cents or even 
less will buy a goodly supply of tho nu- 
tritious and delicious white stemmed 
and brown topped fungi. 

Haiti the ruddy faced and white apron- 
ed market limn to me today between tho 
puffs of his perfecto: 

"Yes, 1 sell a good many mushrooms, 
especially during Lent. Those that 
come in now are raised in hothouses in 
beds underneath the plant shelves and 
they come pretty high, although they 
are getting down in price lately. I have 
sold them ns high as three dollars a 
pound. Later on in the spring we get 
them from the farmers and others who 
raise them in their cellars, in shaded 
places and even in caves, and during 
warm weather men and women and 
boys and girls who gather them in 
lields and pastures bring them in to the 
city. Then wo sell them for almost 
nothing — as low as ten cents a pound 
sometimes. Most of our customers who 
buy mushrooms are jieoplo of means, 
and although we sell great quantities of 
them, the people ns a whole don’t seem 
to appreciate and understand them, as 1 
should think they would.” 

Tho jolly marketman is right, for 
mushrooms are not appreciated as they 
should be. Many people have eaten 
mushrooms only when the canned arti- 
cle has been served sprinkled sparingly 
over a steak. There is a vast difference 
between tho canned mushroom and the 
crisp, fresh and appetizing fungus that 
ono can now buy in any of the large 
markets.— New York Telegram. 

How It Ih Done In Cliinn. 

Though the Chinese diplomatist moves 
slowly, there aro some Chinese inanda- 
j rins whose ways aro expeditious and 
summary. Under the auspices of Chang 
Chih-tung foreign engineers arc pros- 
pecting in tho neighborhood of Hankow. 
They were commended the other day by 
tho viceroy to I lie care and protection of 
a minor mandarin. This jiersonage, 
rooted in the traditions of the past, 
viewed the advent of the “Fanqui” with 
disapproval. 

He penned a remonstrance, setting 
forth that it would be unsafe to allow 
the earth dragon, who has lain undis- 
turbed since the time of Confucius, to 
be profanely tampered with. The coun- 
try folk, lie explained, were a rough set, 
who. on seeing strange men with strange 
instruments in their hands probing and 
peering into the earth, would be sure to 
be roused to mischief, and as ho pro- 
fessed himself powerless to restrain the 
riot that might ensue, he prayed his ex- 
cellency to reconsider the matter. 

Tho viceroy took in the situation at a 
glance. He wrote in reply to say that, 
inasmuch us the local official did not 
seem equal to cope with the situation, 
ho was sending live deputies, with boats 
and followers, to afford the foreigners 
safe and suitable escort — all at the ex- 
pense of the remonstrant. Their visit 
is said to have cost tho worthy magis- 
trate some L’TSO, and since then Chang 
Chih-tung lias not been troubled with 
any more remonstrance from the zeal- 
ous defender of the earth dragon. — Man- 
chester (England) Examiner. 


Delightful Mr. Einstein. 

The truly democratic form of our 
government, in which “one man is as 
good as another,” was illustrated in a 
little incident at the Capitol tho other 
day. A subcommittee of the house ap- 
propriations committee having charge 
of certain branches of the District ex- 
penditures had before them recently 
that distinguished citizen of the District 
of Columbia, the official dog catcher, 
known as Poundmaster Einstein, with 
tho purpose of slicing down his salary 
from the princely sum of $1,200 a year 
to $000. 

It did not slice, however, and ono of 
the members of the committee explains 
their change of heart hy saying that be- 
fore the examination was concluded Mr. 
Einstein so charmed the members of tho 
committee with his stories of excursions 
made with senators in scurch of bluck 
bass in the streams about Washington 
that tho question of reducing his salary 
was absolutely abandoned. 

“We want him to come again,” said 
one of tho committeemen, “and as for 
his salary, wo would not cut him down a 
dollar.” — Washington Cor. Albany Jour- 
nal.

The 
schemer’s profit will depend on whether 
ho passes tho mate to it for twenty dol- 
lars by proffering back up. By doing so 
lie will have made fifteen dollars clear 
on tho transaction.

The Common t ofltici I mol Monday 
evening with President Hoffs ns presid. 
ing officer and all the mombors present 
with the except ion of Councilman Downs 
of Ward One. 

After the reading of the records, papers 
from the board of Alderman were sub- 
mitted and passed in concurrence. 

Regarding the order revising the 1 city 
ordinances, Councilman Porknall pro- 
posed an amendment to section 8i. by 
inserting a clause relative to stroet rail- 
ways which was passed. 

The ordinance relating to highways 
called out some discussion. Councilman 
Bothfeld thought striking out the ordi- 
nance relating to the cleaning of snow 
* 'on sidewalks would cause some dis- 
satisfaction more especially in the con- 
gested portions of the city. lie moved 
an amendment to section 28 that the re- 
jected ordinance be retained, but changed 
to include only portions within a radius 
of 9-16 of a mile from the Newton rail- 
road station and 8-8 of a mile from the 
Newtonville and West Newton stations. 

Councilman Lunt of Ward Two at once 
seconded this motion. 

Councilman Degeu of Ward Six thought 
the amendment should include Newton 
Centre, taking land within 8-8 of a mile 
of the station. 

Councilman Knapp thought it a retro- 
grade movement for the city of Newton 
not to have an ordinance relating to the 
cleaning of sidewalks from snow, and he 
kDew of no city which had not some such 
provision. lie thought Auburndalc 
should be included in Councilman Both- 
feld's amendment. 

Councilman Weed road a vote which 
was passed at the Ward Seven Republi- 
can caucus Saturday evening protesting 
against the discontinuance of the ordi- 
nance, aud he stated that the citizens of 
that Ward were quite stirred up over the 
action of the Aldermen. Councilman 
Bothfeld was perfectly willing to iuclude 
Newton Centre and Auburndale in his 
amendment. 

Councilman Moulton said he had heard 
do expression of opinion regarding the 
matter in Ward Five and should not bo 
prepared to act upon the amendment 
until ho could voice the wishes of his 
constituents. 

Councilmau Bothfeld then moved to 
table the amendment for the present, 
which was done. 

Councilman Weed asked for informa- 
tion on the order appropriating $10,800 
as recommended by the committee of 
conference for the Nonantum Hose 
House. 

Councilman Forkuall of the committee 
said there was only one thing to do when 
you cannot get what you want, you must 
take what you can get. He said there is 
a corporation which pays $0,000 annual- 
ly to the city and for some years they 
have been trying to get a fire apparatus 
placed within reach for proper protec- 
tion. The nearest apparatus now is one 
mile away. For the past two or three 

ears they have beeu very near success, 

ut some little thing has occurred each 
y jar to prevent. Tue superintendent told 
me at cue time that their eutire season’s 
stock valued at 875,000 was in one part of 
the premises. And yet the city of New- 
ton squables over a few thousands for a 
Hosellouse to protect, with others, this 
corporation from which they receive 
annually $5,000. The members of the com- 
mittee were compelled to accept this re- 
duced appropriation or allow the matter 
to rest another year. 

It should be understood the cut dowu 
i? uot all of the $1,700 is it would appear 
but only $1,200, the $500 being the lee- 
way granted in the first appropriation. 
There is no v less than $100 leeway over 
the actual estim itesof the ate liects. 

The order was unanimously passed in 
concurrence by yea and nay vote.

nnd sea through England, France, 
Switzerland. Italy, Germany, and Belgi- 
um. It is high art to know what to see 
when one lias hut a day, hut it is higher 
art to know how not to waste time when 
one has days in a city.

A Paris Telephone Company. 

In Paris the idea of entertainments by 
telephone has l>een so far developed that 
a company lias lieen formed to provide a 
theater telejihone service. Instruments 
are placed in clulis, hotels, rates ami 
restaurants, nnd various performances 
are constantly on tap. By dropping a 
half franc into a slot the vicarious thea- 
ter goer obtains communication with 
liis favorite playhouse for five minutes, 
and if he times his connection properly 
lie can hear the song which has liecomo 
the hit of the season at a very small 
charge. A private service of a .similar 
imtnro is also contemplated, and before 
long it will lie quito natural for a host to 
give a theater jvwrty in his own drawing 
room. 

There is always a peculiar fascination 
for the general public in listening by 
means of the telephone to entertain- 
ments which are given at a distance. 
One of the most attractive features of 
electrical exhibitions is always the tele- 
jihone section, where a number of tele- 
phones provide entertainments “on tap" 
from theaters and concert halls. This 
was particularly noticeable at the Paris 
electrical exhibition held some years 
ago, and at the Lenox lycenin in New 
York. The telejihone section was crowd- 
ed all the evening with delighted listen- 
ers.— Electricity. 


Tit* Struggle for Hreatl in Vienna. 

The distribution of bread to the poor 
of Vienna took place Tuesday between 
11 o’clock and noon, in order to make 
sure that only the unemployed received 
alms. Though 0,200 large loaves, which 
had cost 1,200 florins, or £100, were 
given out, several hundred starving peo- 
ple had to go away empty handed. The 
scenes witnessed were perhaps tiie worst 
that have occurred as yot. It was jiiti- 
able in the extreme to see wretch- 
edly clad women, with babies in arms, 
nnd children, fighting as for their lives 
for a loaf of bread, into which, hot as it 
was from the bakery, they cut like hun- 
gry wolves. 

Similar scenes were witnessed at the 
distribution of bread to men. About 
twenty people fainted in the crush, aud 
those who saw the bitter disappointment 
of the many who, after waiting for 
hours, finally received nothing, will 
never forget the spectacle of human 
misery and want. Four thousand two 
hundred loaves were given away yester- 
day, when the crush was so enormous 
that a number of jioor women, with ba- 
bies in their arms, and several old men 
fainted away and ’ required medical at- 
tendance. — Vienna Cor. London Stand- 
ard. 


A lllg Ferry on Luke Michigan. 

A marine exjieriinent of great linjior- 
tance to Milwaukee is announced. The 
Toledo, Ann Arbor and Northern Mich- 
igan railroad is alxmt to build a large 
ferry steamer to test the feasibility of 
carrying trains of cars across Lake Mich- 
igan from Kewaunee to Frankfort. The 
new steamer will cost a quarter of a 
million of dollars, and will l>e large 
euough to carry forty freight cars, nnd 
she is to be fast enough to make the 
runs ucross the lake between the jioints 
named in about five hours. The distance 
is sixty miles. 

The ferrying of cars in this manner 
will result in a great saving, as 
it costs from six to twelve dol- 
lars a car to make the transfer 
of freight from the cars to the steam- 
ers, and besides, the loss through break- 
age incident to such transfers will be 
prevented. It is thought the exjieriment 
will jirove successful, as freight trains 
have been thus transferred for years be- 
tween (Jape Charles City and Newport 
News, a distance of forty miles, across 
tin* mouth of ( ,’hesapeake bay, where the 
water is sometimes very turbulent. — 
Milwaukee Wisconsin. 

An linperliil Cln-mlst. 

Prince Lurien Bona parte has be- 
queathed to England his jirecious collec- 
tion of mineral and chemical products. 
This collection contains specimeus of the 
very greatest value on account of their 
rarity, among these being pieces of gold 
and jdatiuum which are absolutely 
pure. 

But the gems of the collections are 
two specimens of those exceedingly rare 
m< als — irridium and germanium. The 
foi i er, which is worth three times the 
jirice of platinum, is as large as a horse 
chestnut. As to thejiiece of germanium, 
although smaller in size, its enormous 
value will he understood when one re- 
flects that it is worth sixty times its 
weight in gold. 

The whole collection was jirepared in 
tiie jirince’s lalxiratory, he making the 
most difficult exjieriuients with his own 
hands, for he was one of tiie most dis- 
tinguished chemists of the day. It is 
interesting to note that his chief and al- 
most his only assistant in his chemical 
researches was his wife, the jiriucuss. — 
New York Herald. 


Two Strange Fish. 

Two strange fish were taken iu a trawl 
off the coast of Maine recently. One, 
tiie lamphis, is the only sjiecimen of the 
kind ever taken in eastern waters. 

In shape it was like a very large sun- 
tish, and its weight was about 800 
jsmnds. its buck was of u lieuutiful 
sky blue, the sides were snowy white, 
aud the fins scarlet. 

The other fish, tiie ecolar of the Ca- 
nary islands, is common in warm lati- 
tudes, but has never ls*fore lieen taken 
so far north us in this case. 

Both were taken at a depth of 1,000 
foot. — Belfast Age.

Secretary of tbe Tariff Reform Club— 

Sir,— In reply to your invitation as per 
inclosed heading, 1 respectfully submit 
the following: I liavo read a great deal 
of Tmi IT Kotoi m, although I ennnot quite 
understand what you mean. 

No doubt to Napoleon 111 it was a re- 
form when ho stole the (Government, ol 
France. 1 have no doubt that from the 
position of tho Southern Confederacy, 
that it would have been a reform, had 
that reform wind of Reform suceeded in 
destroying tbe Nation. Possibly your re- 
form may consist in destroying the in- 
dustries of the UAtion. From a Protec- 
tionist view of this groat question, the 
consistent inconsistency of the Free 
Trade element of this country, becomes 
more and more apparent aH their argu- 
ments progress. Now it seems to mo, 
as ecomonic policies, are but the means 
to an end, the objective point of which is 
National prosperity, and as it must be 
evident that whilst it is impossible for 
Governments to support their popula- 
tions in idleness, yet it is possible. 

It is necessary that a Government aid 
and encourage its people in all honest 
endoavors to gain a livelihood, for in us 
much as tho resources of a Nation, are 
but the issues of successful strife or 
enterprise, it is but right and proper that 
the National Government utilize those 
resources for the benelit and in the inter- 
ests of the people within its government, 
rather than for the benefit and in the 
interests of people in some other govern- 
ment Protectionists insist that, the 
fundamental basis of individual success 
is opportunity and that the function of 
government in adopting a specific econo- 
mic policy, should tend toward that legis- 
lation which will procure that opportuni- 
ty, by iuducing Capital to invest in 
diversified industrial enterprises. For 
whilst it is conceded thatLabor is 
tho opportunity of Capital, so also 
must it be acknowledged that capi 
tal is the opportunity of Labor. Tbe 
one is dependent oo the other. There 
are two kinds of Capital; The Capital of 
enterprise — which creates, which dovel 
ops, which produces, which distributes, 
and the Capital of private fortunes, in- 
vested in Ronds, In Government securi- 
ties, In mortgages, In Annuities. The 
one which is of a benefit to the whole 
people, increasing as it does the earning 

I iossibilities of the individual, represeut- 
ng as it does, that which is the Pioneer 
of civilizatiou, The other fugilistic — 01 
benefit to none but its possessors. En- 
deavoring at all timoH to increase its 
power, by increasing its purchasing 
capacity at tbe expense of the individual 
earning capacity. This indeed making 
the poor man poorer and the ticb man 
richer, and yet wo are asked iu the name 
of a Democracy to promote tbe interests 
of a possibly Aristocracy. Is it not wise 
legislation which gives to the wage earn- 
er an increased earning possibility by in- 
ducing tbe factor to produce that which 
wo consume. Is it not a wise policy 
which secures to tho Amerioan people 
tho Home consumption and in addition 
thereto by reciprocal trade, theconsump 
tion of non-manufacturing Nations. 
Diversified industries do not grow they, 
are created. They are created by the 
Capital of enterprise, they are developed 
by the capital of enterprise and if is the 
capital of enterprise alone that is the 
opportunity of labor. Through it laboi 
becomes Capital* Through it the opera- 
tive of to-day becomes the inventor 01 
manufacturer of to-morrow. Then why 
destroy the means by which wo would 
rise? What have we in common with the 
capital of private fortunes that we 
sacrifice ourselves to its interests? Why 
should we increase its power and arro 
ganoe at the expense of the very means 
by which wo exist. Why, I ask, should 
we, a community of producers enact laws 
which will curtail the production of that 
which wo produce? Why is it altogether 
wrong that we expect a fair day,s pay for 
a fair days work? 

Will you please answer these questions.

We are glad to hoar from readers of 
the tariff reform column, and the lettei 
of our correspondent is evidently an 
honest effort to understand what Tariff 
Reformers are driviug at. We agree with 
him that government should aid and en- 
courage the people in tlieir efforts to 
gain a livelihood, but we should liko to 
usk him if he believes in putting a duty 
on refined sugar, for instance, which 
allows the refiners to combine into a 
mammoth trust, ami charge the people 
so much per pound that they can pay 
high interest on watered stock. Is such 
legislation for the benelit of the people 
or for the beuefit of a few favored iu- 
dividuals. 

Iu a general way what Mr. Solis says 
is reasonable but the above illustration 
may give him un idea of what taritT re- 
formers are after and also what Protec- 
tionists oppose. 

We believe in diversified industries 
alho, and for that reason would like to 
see our iron mills in Massachusetts pros- 
perous, instead of beiug killed by a law 
passed for the benefit of an immense 
coal trust in Pennsylvania, and for the 
iron manufacturers of the same state 
who accordiug to high protectionist 
authority, every year “make enormous 
fortunes out of the tariff." 

Iu his own words, “What have wo in 
common with the capital of private for- 
tunes, that we sacrifice ouiselves to its 
interests, " i. e. the coal trust, the sugar 
trust, Mr. Carnegie and other Pennsyl- 
vania millionaires? “Why should we in- 
crease ilieir power and arrogance at the 
expense of the very means by which wo 
exist?" 

Why should every family iu the laud 
be taxed to help build up these euormous 
fortunes? Why should every one who 
uses the products of Mr. Carnegie’s fac- 
tory, for instance, be taxed to enable 
him to give away a small percentage of 
his gains, for the sake of soothing public 
opinion? 

Our correspondent usks “why is it al- 
together wrong to expect a fair day’s 
pay for a fair day’s work?" We see 
nothing wroia; iu such an expectation, 
but does not Mr. Solis know thut tho 
higher the tar i IT on a factory’s products, 
the lower are the wages that are paid? 
The woolen iudustry is perhaps us 
highly protected us any, and it is a 
notorious fuot that woolen mill employes 
receive the smallest wuges of any of our 
industries. 


To road our correspondent's letter, | 
and others of the high protectionist 
school, one would suppose ilist they | 
were entirely ignorsnt ot the way tho ] 
McKinley bill and its kindred are cotton 
up, of the paid lobby at Washington, of 
the log lolling and trading to secure 
higher du ies than are reasonable, and of 
the corruption that the whole tiling has 
intr<'duced. with our million dollar cam- 
paign funds, and the wholesale bribery 
that has prevailed in some sections, in 
order that. the High Protectionist 
theories of taxation may be maintained. 

These big contributions do not come 
from men who hp« so benevolent that 
they give money merely to s» cine a fair 
day’s pay for the poor workingmen, they 
give money because they expect a hie 
return from the investment, and the 
dividends of the sugar trust, tho coal 
trust, and nil the other trusts which me 
so highly protected prove that they get 
It. 

Most tariff reformers would not object 
to moderate protection, sufficient to 
cover the alleged difference in wages be- 
tween this country and other countries. 
Rut the Protectionists passed that point 
long ago. Take tbe McKinl y bill, for 
instance, can our corn spondent tell us 
of nny wages that, woro increased as a 
result of tbnt bill? On the other band, 
a Congressman gave a list of nearly sixty 
reductions in wnges, in factories that 
wero specially favored by the bill. 

Wo trust bur answer will satisfy our 
correspondent. 

Tho American Economist, the High 
Tai iff League organ, presents this w.ek 
a “McKinley Census" of new plants 
established and old ones expanded under 
the McKinley Tariff. Under tin plate it 
gives three concerns, one in California 
which produces pure tin, and is said to 
employ 150 hands, at wages not given; 
one in New Castle, l’a., which intends to 
employ 250 hands, work not yet begun, 
and oiie in Kansas, which employs three 
hands, wages not stated, but it is ex- 
plained that the concern came here on 
account of the' Tariff. Is this the glori- 
ous result of tbe tin plate section of tbe 
McKinley bill, for which tho people are 
taxed some $15,000,000 a year? 


Hitch Tariff Work. 

The Americau Protective Tariff 
League, composed of beneficiaries of tho 
high tariff, are sending out postal cards 
again, beaded “Which Do You Choose," 
“safety in protection," over a cut of a 
United States flag or “Ruin in Free 
Trade" over a cut of an Euglish flag, and 
following it up with a list of high tariff 
documents which they will send to any 
address for fifty cents. The High Tariff 
League is hard at work already for the 
coming campaign, and the documents 
they are sending out are models in their 
way, the writers having evidently drawn 
heavily on their imagination. They do 
not always consist with each other one 
of tho pamphlets, for instance, urging 
that if the high tariff he left, only thirty 
years longer, the United States will be- 
come “tbe great store house, or most 
for manufactured commodities from 
which the nations of the earth will draw 
their supplies ” 

^Another pamphlet received in the 
same batch, talks about the “Chimera of 
foreign trade" and talks about the folly 
of those men who talk about foreign 
markets, and the impossibility of our 
competiug, with our high wages, with 
•f oreign manufacturers. 

The League ought not to sent out the 
two pamphlets togetl er, ns they might 
fall into the bands of some voter who 
tliiuks for himself. 


The Rapid Transit Commission. 

The only state-house business of any 
importance last week was the octavo vol- 
ume of the rapid transit commission's re- 
port, submitted but not yet read by any- 
body except the commissioners, says the 
Boston Correspondent of tbe Spi ingfield 
Republican. Its abstract, which got into 
the newspapers ratio r blunderingly, 
staggers even those who incline t > defend 
it by the enormous outlay of money ii 
calls for, and the nonchalant wav in which 
it sots aside private rights and present 
convenience. There is not the slightest 
chance, I suppose, that the present Legis- 
lature will adopt its conclusions, though 
it may con'inue tho commission iu some 
form. The delay, an I have several times 
pointed out, is exactly what Mr. Whitney 
and his West End leviathan want. Tiiere 
is something very funny in the grave air 
with which Messrs Fitzgerald and Howes 
pronounce against a deep tunnel under 
Boston, in order to protect tho hoalth of 
the public from severe changes of tempera- 
ture iu the summer season, as if the 
spring climate of Boston did not now 
furnish us with as severe and sudden 
changes, as any tunnel could produce; or 
as if the business of a railway commis- 
sion was to act as a hoard of health. 1 
suppose that these two commissioners 
cut abroad quite as much to find argu- 
m tits against Mr. Spalding's tunnel as 
for any other reason ex jept to have a 
pleasant summer trip; but they do not 
seem to have fouud very powerful argu- 
ments. The tunneling project overcomes 
ho. many of the natural difficulties of the 
Boston problem that 1 am confident it 
will in some form be adopted, if it in- 
creases the mortality of Boston half as 
much as the electric cars of Mr. Whitney 
do, I shall ho surprised. These acci- 
dents will go oil, uu doubt, and news- 
boys and old women will ho killed in , 
great numbers, until some eminent citi- 
zen, wealthy liquor-dealer or candidate 
for governor is killed,— after which an 
effort will he made to check this Boston { 
•Juggernaut in its homicidal course. Mild i 
measures, such us forbidding a newsboy 
to mount a car, will not have much effect, i 
I fear. The heavy electric Juggernaut i 
is itself the thiug to he voted at, — not the j 
volatile newsboy or the deaf octogena- 
ian.

It is to be hoped the delegates will see 
the folly of auy division, and will unito 
upon somo one man. 

The Boston Wards will prosont tho 
name of Mr. Curtis, it is expected that 
Brookline will present Mr. Chandler, 
and if Newton is to have any chance of 
getting tho honor, her delegates will [ 
have to be unanimous. 


Tho defeat of the ordinance for the 
cleaning of sidewalks has stirred up 
•quite a breeze in this part of the city, 
;and the matter was vigorously discussed 
At the Ward Seven Republican caucus, 
and a vote was unanimously passed re- 
questing the Ward Seven representatives 
to use their influence to secure the pass- 
age of the ordinance. Tho citizens of 
Ward Seven aro very much in earnest in 
the matter, and the same sentiment 
<oomes to us from other parts of the city. 

The people want tho sidewalks kept 
•clear of melting ice aud auow, and it is 
a question that affects the personal com- 
fort of every man, woman and child that 
has occasion to walk over tho sidewalks. 
We are glad to see that the Common 
‘Council took up tho question aud fav- 
ored such an ordinance. The two repre- 
sentatives from Newton Centre, even, 
where it was said that the people were 
\foud of wading through slush ou their 
way to tho depot aud the stores, favor- 
iitig such an ordinance aud thinking it 
was needed. Councilman Moulton of the 
Highlands did not know how his people 
felt, but we think he will flud that they 
are not any fonder of wet feet and sloppy 
sidewalks than people of Ward Seven. 

Iu fact this is a question that affects 
more nearly every citizen thau does the 
question of who shall be mayor, or who 
shall represent a ward. We aiwavs have 
good government here in Newton, no 
matter what the mayor’s ua.ue happens 
to be, and to tho average citizen it makes 
•very little difference who holds the posi- 
tion. But his comfort is directly affected 
3n this matter of clean sidewalks, and he 
has only to make it known that ho insists 
on his rights to get them. 

To siy that is impossible to euforce 
•such an ordinance is tnolish. as less than 
A mouth ago tliu police caused all the 
•walks to be cleaned by merely serving 
(notice on the delinquent property owners. 
The walks should he kept iu good con- 
•dition within a reasonable distance of 
the railroad stations, and it is the busi- 
.mess of the city government to sec that 
^proper measures are taken to insure 
there being cleaned. That is what they 
are sent to City Mall for, and clean walks 
Are just as much of a necessity as good 
roads or a well kept lire department, or 
the building of sewers, or any of the 
•other matters which the members of tne 
city government look afeer without be- 
ing prodded by their constituents. “The 
sidewalks must be kept clean would be a 
•good motto for the next, city election.” 


Representative Howard mado a 
strong argument before the legislative 
committee on taxation, against the tax- 
ation of foreign corporations.

There are rumors, which we are soiry 
to say are not something more, that the 
•city and ihi* Boston A Albany are con- 
sidering the plan n' purchasing jointly 
the Valid between Washington street and 
The railioad, between Newton aud the 
uruok house above Newtouvilie. By 

• clearing off the buildings the railroad 
•could take part of the laud and have a 
gravel embankment with nioeiy sodded 
•tanks, instead of a stone wall, aud the 
•city could widen Washington street, 
which is too narrow’ now to bo safe or 
■convenient for tho groat amouut of 
•travel that daily passes* over it. 

The cost of such a scheme would not 
iue excessive, us there are few buildings 
of any great value on Ibis section, ami 
most of them could be sold for a fa r 
stun aud moved to another location. 

'Hie widening of Washington street 
will have to coiuq some time, aud if tho 
• ity could divide the expense with the 
csilroad company, it would be a good 
hing for both parties. To make Wa Isli- 
ngton street a wide thoroughfare be- 
ween Newton and West Newton would 
be a gieat advantage to the city, aud thu 
u creased valuation of the land on the 
north side would piobably pay a good 
return on the mouuy invested. Every 
one who drives through this side of 
Newton has either to go through Wash- 
ington street or m ike a wide detour, aud 
a wide thoroughfare would add greatly 
to the looks of the city. 

It is to be hoped there is something 
.more than mere talk iu the scheme, and 
also that the long-heralded elevation of 
the railroad tracks will soon materialize 
in some definite beginning. At preseut 
citizens are becoming rather skeptical 
and are asking whether all the surveys 
and bonding of land aud elaborate 
plaus, are not merely designed to keep 
people quiet for the time being.

The Tent Caterpillars. 

The prizes offered for tho largest col- 
lection of the eggs of tho tent caterpillars, 
by the Newt in Horticultural Society 
nmi tlie Newon Centre Improvement 
Society, ought to stimulate much inter- 
est in tlie destruction of these pests. 
These caterpillars have been very com- 
mon on apple-trees throughout tlie city, 
and they not only injure the trees, but are a 
injury to tlie appearauce of the city. 

The pest lias become such a nuisance 
that many people have cut down their 
apple-trees, as they receive no fruit by 
tho ravages of the posts, and they do not 
like to have their bouses covered with 
them. 

The eggs can he collected now, with 
bur. little trouble, but the approach of 
warm weather makes the time very ilioit 
in which tho eggs can be secured. A 
little work now would save a gieat deal 
of trouble by and by, and the prizes are 
enough in number, and of amounts large 
enough to stimulate the hoys of the city 
to active work to secure one of them. 
Almost any small orchard would furn- 
ish an active boy with nests enough to 
secure oue prize. «

This is a charge which has always had 
the most irritating effect upon the poet, 
and most people will probably agree 
that a iHHik like Mr. Collins* is probably 
l>est postponed until the author with 
whose work it dealR is beyond the feel- 
ing of resentment. We are confident 
that the greater number of the critics 
Who today deal so cavalierly with Vir- 
t;iJ,,HojQipr, Horace and the other great 
immortals, would alwdain if their vic- 
tims were still in the land of the living. 

And in this case the matter is made 
worse by the fact that Lord Tennyson 
has been at special pains to show his 
feelings in regard to any charges of the 
kind. “Those writers,” he said to a 
friend, on the occasion when he was last 
made the subject of this charge, “these 
writers are the lice on the locks of liter- 
ature,” showing that even in his wrath 
a poet does not forget to use “allitera- 
tion's Artfnl aid.” 

Nor is this anger remarkable when it 
is remem bered on what passages the 
would bo accuser fixed in order to prove 
the truth of his indictment. Poor Tenny- 
son was not allowed to say “Ring the 
ladls” without being accused of having 
borrowed from Sir Philip Sidney, or to 
apply to the ocean the verb “roar” 
without being told that he had plaiga- 
rized from Homer! And when he de- 
serilied a waterfall in the well known 
line, “Slow dropping veils of thinnest 
lawn," he was immediately charged by 
a critic with having Ixjrrowed the meta 
plior from the lawn need in theaters to 
imitate a waterfall 1 Imagine the feel- 
ings of a faithful artist who had studied 
the effect liefore a waterfall in the 
Pyrenees!

TIm* Dates of Easter. 

It lias been over 1,500 years since the 
rule was adopted which makes Easter 
the first Sunday after the first full moon 
after the sun crosses the line. By this 
arrangement of things Easter may come 
as early as March 22 or as late as April 
25. I have compiled the following facts 
concerning the days of the month upon 
which it has fallen from 1808 to 1801, in- 
clusive. In looking ovqr the dates I 
have been struck by the variety of days 
represented, which include every one in 
the month of April except the last five. 

Since 1808 it has occurred three times 
on the 10th, five times on the lOtli, five 
times on the 1st. four times each on the 
2d, 1 1th and 12th, four times on March 
81, four times on April 0. three times on 
the 4th, 5th. 7th, 8th, 10th, 18tli, 14th 
and 22d of April, and 27th and 28tli of 
March. March 22, 1818, was the earli- 
est date upon which it has occurred. 
Nine days in March are represented, 
viz., 22d, 23d, 25th, 26th, 27th, 28tli, 
29tli, 30th and 81st.— St. Louis Republic. 

Clieup Telephones. 

The natural inquiry arises what will 
telephones cost when their manufacture 
is free, and what will lie the expense of 
equipping A private line? It is scarcely 
necessary to go into detailed estimates 
at this juncture, especially as the cost 
must necessarily vary with the condi- 
tions, such as the class of work required, 
the finish of the instrument and so on. 
A telephone that will speak can he made 
for very little, nml small instruments 
for household work need cost no more 
than electric bells of the same quality 
and finish. 

Some years ago 1 put in a large hotel 
in Spain an installation of electric bells 
and telephones; the telephones were iu 
the form of ordinary push buttons; you 
pressed the button and then pulled the 
wooden case from the clamp which held 
it to the base fixed to the wall aud spoke 
into the back of the push, which con- 
tained a telephone of the ordinary pat- 
tern with a very short magnet. The 
cost of these instruments was very small. 
— Engineering Magazine.

Old Unto Lower Falls Fires. 
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The burning >f Risbop’a piper mills at. 
Lower Falla, laat. Friday morning recalls 
to the writers memory the fire which de- 
stroyed the mills wbicli this one replaced 
nearly twenty three years ago, Sunday, 
June' 13, 1860. 

It was a perfect June Sabbath day, 
pleasant nnd very warm. The flro broke 
out at about one o’clock, and so rnpidly 
did it spread that tiie Cataract No. I en- 
gine company, Allred (4. Whiton fore- 
man, was unable to check it nnd soon 
tho entire mill was enveloped in flames. 
In response to the general bell alarm — 
tiie electric five alarm system was not 
then introduced- the Triton No. 3,’ of 
West Newton, David Almoti, foreman. 
Mechanic No, 4, Upper Fnlls, J. I. Bos- 
worth tovernan. Steamer No. 1, Newton 
Corner, E.> Bovrie foremnM, and the 
Boyden No. 2 of Waltham responded and 
performed'efflcieiit service. F.aglo No. 6, 
at, .Newton Centre waft then without a 
company. W. Parker Leavitt was Chief 
of Department, 

The hand engine period had just com- 
menced to wane, stonin tire engine No. 
1, having* gone into service tho previous 
November. There wns always a large 
crowd of volunteers and citizens who 
followed the old time hand engines to 
fires, mid it seemed as though all of 
Newton emptied itself into Lower Falls 
that heautitulSabbnlh afternoon so great 
was tho number «jf people present, Wal- 
tham, Needham nnd other places tur-.

It fully met t heir expect- 
ations and showed its worth by throwing 
two magnificent streams. All tho other 
engine’s throwing but one. 

yhh first mill ou this site was erected 
about i827. It was afterwards owned 
and operated for mauy years by lion. 
Thomas Rice Jr., who nlso owned other 
mills close by. One of these mills was 
burned Sunday morning October 4, 1857. 
They have been burned more or less on 
numerous other occasions. 

The last fire of any great magnitude 
in tiie Rice mills occurred Sunday morn- 
ing at 5 o’clock Jan. 8. 1871, which com- 
pletely destroyed tiie socalled Wales and 
Mitts mill. It, was a bitter cold morn- 
ing so much so that the hand engines 1, 
3 and 4 had to be kept constantly work- 
ing to keep the water in them from freez- 
ing aud rendering them useless. Steam- 
er No. 1 demonstrated its full worth and 
great superiority over hand engines at 
this fire. Rodney AI. Lucas was then 
chief of department. All of these fires 
vver.e on the Needham (now Wellesley) 
side of the river, but as that town had no 
department Newton at that time and 
long afterwards handled tiie mill fires 
along tiie river as though they were in 
Newton.. • 

One curious thing about these fires 
was that they all occurred ou Sunday. 

A quarter of a century, or so ago Low- 
er Falls had many large fires. So fre- 
quently were they that when an alarm 
was given in any of ' the other villages 
and there was no light or smoke to indi- 
cate where the alarm emanated tho en- 
gine companies would stait for Lower 
Falls and almost always they weut right. 

The first important of a Reries of large 
fires there, broke out at noon time Wed- 
nesday, July 10, 1807 iu the paper bag 
factory of Binnev A- Co., known as the 
Nohoiden mill which stood whore R. T. 
Sullivan’s mill now stands. This was 
totaly destroyed. Cataract 1, Triton 3, 
Mechanics 4 aud Neptune 3 of Waltham 
hand engine companies were present. 

At 2.30 o’clock the next morning the 
watchman at the ruins of the above fire, 
saw a quick dash burs'; forth from the 
furniture factory of Munrue, Fowle <fr 
Co., in the rear of Boyden Block. He 
immediately gave au alarm which 
brought to the scene engines 1, 3 aud 4. 
By hard work and the prompt response 
of the engines the fire was confined to 
the upper story. 

TheMechatiics 4 engine company of the 
Upper Falls had a stream on this tire in- 
side of 30 minutes after the alarm was 
first giveu by the Lower Falls bell. It is 
said that this company covered the two 
miles between the two villages in about 
20 minutes which for a hand compauy is 
remarkable good time. This company 
was reorganized a short time before and 
often had as many as 200 volunteer run- 
ners on their rone. They could always, 
as can hose 7 today, turn out more men 
than any other Newton company. Their 
ranks were always full. 

The largest lire Lower Falls ever had 
broke out in the stable connected with 
Wales Hotel at 0 o’clock p. m. Saturday, 
June fl, 1868, which destroyed the, stable 
the largo hotel, and nearly all the “Old 
Tavern House, 1 so called, which was oc- 
cupied by four families aud was former- 
ly a stage road house. Several other 
small buildings were also destroyed. 
This fire drew a large number of people 
from miles distant, engines 1, 3, 4, and 
the Neptune 3 of Waltham were present. 
This iiotel was located where tiie Hose 6 
station now stands. 

Foreman David Almon of Triton 3 and 
Uoseman J. Q. A. Hawks of tiie same 
company were severely injured by falling 
walls. Almon never recovered from his 
injuries which disabled him for life. He 
was wholly to blame for the accident as 
he was away from his post of duty and 
had no business there whatever. Hawks 
was endeavoring to rescue Almon from 
his perilous position when the wails fell 
and caught them both. 

The towu after numerous attempts at 
several town meetings and a special 
enabling act from the legislature, gave 
Captain Almon $1000. 

The old Cataract engine become dis- 
abled during tiie fire aud never did fur- 
tiiei duty. The company disbanded soon 
after the fire and another company 
was afterwards formed with Henry Cur- 
tis as foreman. A uew engine was or- 
dered of liuuneman, who loaned the 
company the old Tiger 5 hand engine of 
Lowell while tiie uew one was beiiur 
built. 

Biuney’s paper bag factory w as again 
destroyed Destroyed Dec. 5, 1868. 

Ex- Alderman Ge urge Pettee was chief 
of tiie lire department at the time of all 
these fires. The local engineers were 
Allen Jordan, Rufus Moulton, John P. 
Houghton aud Henry 1*. Eaton. 

A few are now iu active service iu the 
present department who were members 
of tiie department at that time. 
Chief II. L. Bixby was then assistant 
foreman of Triton No. 3. Captain W. 

8. Cargill, George II. Osborne, James E. 
Trowbridge and John T. Thomason of 
Hose 7, were then members of Median ios 
No. 4. 

After the second fire the Binuey paper 
mill business was removed to Shirley, 
Mass, and was totally destroyed by lire 
last Saturday.

He 
hoped the franchise would he grauted 
just as soon as possible, and he was glad 
to see the friends from the Highlands 
did tot object to the railway itself. No 


citv now was complete without a street 
railway, and he hoped to see Ivin village 
marching on and upward, and prosperity 
and Content ever resting on its banners. 
Thi* wish brought out great Applause 
from nil the Upper Falls people. 

Mr. Otis Petteo said that the people in 
Upper Falls need the railway, they would 
use it, and they were so much in favor of 
the railway that they had not thqught 
how wide or how narrow the streets 
were, but they knew they could get 
through them somehow. lie wanted the 
street railway through bis street, and in 
front of bis house. He didn’t caro 
whether it was on the side or in the 
centre of the street, so that they had the 
road. No one in Upper Falls would 
place any obstacle in the way of the road. 

Mr. Thomason called attention to the 
fact that Washington Street in Boston 
was narrower than any Newton street, 
and yet they had two tracks there, and 
seemed to got along with all tho travel 
they had. This was a grand and glorious 
and superb city and we ought to have all 
the conveniences. The rest of Newton 
was isolated from Upper Falls, and ought 
to be able to got to it to see its glorious 
and superb scenery. Ho thought tho 
street railways would make Newton have 
60,000 population iu ten years. His 
speech was received with groat applause 
and laughter, after which the hearing was 
closed. 

Phipps & Train and some 30 others 
asked to have the streets of Upper Falls 
watered. 

On motion of Alderniau Wilson $300.00 
was appropriated for legal expenses of 
the City Solicitor.

A Great Improvement. 

The proposod wideuing of Washington 
street between Newton and West Newton 
stations, is being earnestly discussed by 
people interested in this rapidly growing 
city. The plan, as stated iu full in the 
Graphic last week, is to take all the laud 
lying between the laiiroad tracks and 
the present street. Only a small portion 
of it is now of any considerable value, 
and the Boston A Albany owns a good 
deal already. 

If such a scheme were carried out, the 
railroad would run upou an embankment 
with sloping grassed sides instead of up- 
on ono with retaining walls. Tho former 
would be much less of an injury to sur- 
rounding property and to tho goneral 
appearance of the district. It will not 
be long before there will be an impera- 
tive demand fora double-tracked electric 
street railway, and this cannot bo mot 
until the street is widened. 

Still another reason urged for the im- 
provement is that tho character of the 
property In this narrow strip of land is 
steadily deteriorating, if not iu price, at 
least as a desirable place for residences, 
and consequently in the character of the 
people *who live there. Washington 
street is the great thoroughfare leading 
from Boston out through this district 
and beyond to Wellesley, Natick and 
South Framingham. Were the old 
buildings along the south side removed 
and tho street widened, its general ap- 
pearance would be much improved, aud 
the property on the other side of the 
street measurably benefited. Some of i 
the shrewdest real estate owners aud 
dealers in Newton property believe that 
this improvement would be a wise and 
profitable oue.

The Price of Sugar. 

Over and abovo every plausible plea 
which tho Sugar Trust puts forth to 
avort tho storm of public condemnation 
now gathering, says tho Boston Post, 
there st, mils the ono fact which cannot 
be denied— the price of refined sugar in 
lots under 100 barrels has been raised 
one-half cent, per pound. 

What does this Advnhco mean? 

If the Sugar Trust makes and sells as 
much sugar this year as it made and sold 
last year, it means that the people of the 
United States will bo taxed $19,000,000 to 
add to the profits of this monopoly. 

It is useless to try to becloud tho issue 
which th is fact presents. In trying to 
do this, tho trust only discredits itself. lf t 
ns now stated, tho trust was selling 
granulated sugar at a loss when tho prico 
was 4 cents a pound, it was only for the 
purposo of squeezing its competitors and 
forcing tho sunender which enabled the 
trust to make itself the absolute master 
of the business in this country, with 
powei to advance tho price as it prompt- 
ly did. 

But it is by no means clear that either 
the Sugar Trust or Sprockets ever sold 
an ouuce of sugar at a loss in their lives. 
They were too closely allied, as the re- 
cent deal proves, to cut throats in that 
way. When you find monopolists sell- 
ing their product at a loss, you will dis- 
cover some white blackbirds. 

It iR also urged in defenco of tho com- 
bination, which levies this increased tax 
upon tho poor man’s sugar bowl, that its 
methods are in tho interest of economy 
and low prices. Tho saving in salaries 
and cost of production effected by the 
combination, it is averred by one de- 
fender, will pay a dividend on the stock. 

But if tho trust earns a dividend in 
this way by saving it, why does it ad- 
vance the prico to the people? How 
many dividends does the monopoly want? 

This is the same plea that was urged 
by the anthracite coal monopoly. It is 
the same which is used in justification 
of every one of tho combinations and 
trusts which have sprung up under the 
fostering care of the Bepubhcau tariff. 

And the only way in which relief can 
be obtained is to take from these oppres- 
sive monopolies the support of the “pro- 
tection” which tho McKiuley act gives 
them. Make refined sugar free, as raw 
sugar is now free, of tho McKinley tariff 
tax, and tho people would he freed from 
tribute to the Sugar Trust. 

The trust cannot object to this. Mr. 
Ilavemeyer himself, before the commit- 
toe of the last Congress on this subject, 
asked if his company would ho able to 
compote in tho market if there was en- 
tire free trade in sugar. “We would boat, 
the English refiners,” he replied; “we 
can refine sugar cheaper here than they 
can in Englaud.” 

This ought to settle tho question. The 
.advance in tho prico of sugar is an un- 
necessary tax on* tho sugar ^ howls of the 
people. 

No sophistry can obscure that faot. 

Why Ames was not Chosen. 

Tho only other man iu tho case is 
Oliver Ames. Nowhere is thero any idea 
that lie will cut any figuro at all before 
tho convention, said the Sunday Spring- 
field Republican. Jerry McCarthy is 
said to be working for him, and the ro- 
mark is added in compliment to the 
sagacity of tho practical politician from 
tho navy-yard ward, “Jerry don’t work 
for a winded horse.” But he may push 
his horse up to a pretty fast gait for the 
sake. of drawing open his purse-strings, 
while the only proof Ames will get that 
lie was in the race will he from seeing all 
the other candidates go by him. It is a 
fact, I suppose, that the state committee 
have sat on Ames’s case and concluded 
their sitting by using him for their 
cushion, if reports are correct. They do 
not want any of his kind of republican 
isnr. Ho would throw terror into the 
party. He would breed dissension among 
tho reverent and unquestioning disciples 
of McKinley, nud no man is wanted to go 
to Minneapolis who inquires whether 
there is really nuy sawdust inside of 
their idol. As long as the convention is 
going to indorse tho McKinley act, with 
its murderous policy toward New Eng- 
land manufacturers, it would he glaring- 
ly inconsistent to nominate an iron manu- 
facturer who objected. What is wanted 
are men who will worship the car of 
Juggernaut as it rolls over them. If any 
man objeots to being rolled over, let him 
get into tho dem icratic party, where all 
irreverent aud disobedient spirits congre- 
gate. 

Obvious Absurdities. 

Thero are some positions too absurd 
for continued arguments, or, in fact, for 
any argument. One of them, says the 
Boston Herald, is that the imposing of a 
tax upon an article does not make the 
price of an article higher than it would 
bo if tho tax was not levied. Wo have 
not, therefore, undertaken to argue tiiat 
point, nor shall wo do so. The state- 
ment of the case is amply sufficient. It 
is, perhaps, a shade more silly to con- 
tend that the imposing of a tax reduces 
the price of au article, hut it is only a 
matter of degree in inanity. Tho same 
may be said of contentions that those in- 
terested in tho manufacture of goods de- 
sire taxes to he put upon lival produc- 
tions in order thut they may be able to 
sell their own productions cheaper. It 
is all unworthy the consideration of men 
endowed with reason, and an insult, to 
those whom it is assumed will ho influ- 
enced by it. 

Tmc American Economist has started 
again its campaign story of “all wool” 
goods at marvellously low prices. This 
time it is “all wool” utuiei shirt at 09 
cents, and made of “soft clean wool.” 
Lest any of our readers should immedi- 
ately start out in search of bargains iu 
underwear, it should be added that this 
shirt is called the poor man’s shirt, and 
probably none of our readers would wear 
it if it was sold at 10 cents. Ordinary 
“all wool” underwear remains at the 
same high- tariff prices.

Van Rinnr.it ami* Others, by III hnrd Harding 
Davis. New Vork, Harper A Brothers. 

Van Bibber Itss become a groat favorite 
with mngazino readers, and the author 
has collected somo recently published 
stories nml several new ones in t.hi a vol- j 
time. “Her First Appearance” begins 
the bunk, and it was such a charming 
story, that many will he glad to have it 
in a permanent form, and renew their 
acquaintance with the little heroine, 
whose story is such a pathetic one, hut 
hose future opettR so satisfactorily 
when Van Bibber and author leave her. 
It is one of the best of the author’s short 
stories, which is saying a good deal, to 
those who remember * Gallegher,” which 
appeared in nn earlier volume. That 
famous news gatherer appears incidental- 
ly in one of the saddest stories in tho pi e- 
sent volume and shows his usual precoci- 
ty.

Sunday Street Car Travel. 

The Nowtou Street Railway Company 
have on several occasions been taxed to 
their utmost to haudle a big crowd, hut 
the one that presented itself at the New- 
ton terminus of the line at 9 p. m. on 
Easter Suuday, was such as is rarely 
seen. 

Superintendent Henderson took down 
a special motor to which was attached 
two tows, which with the regular car 
were thought to ho ainplo to properly 
accommodate all that wished to ride, hut 
after these cars were overloaded, some- 
tiling like one hundred persons were 
obliged to wuit for later cars, or walk. 

Every closed car tho company owns 
was in service and it was unfortunate 
that the weather was not warmer, which 
would have permitted the use of open 
cars, whose capacity is greater. The 
attractive services of tho Newton 
churches draw many from the upper 
wards, especially on Sunday evenings, 
and although t he Street Railway Com- 
pany always run special cars to take 
them dowit, the larger portion go down 
iu the steam cars, hut look to the street 
railway to take t hem home. 

This makes it almost impossible for 
tlie superintendent to calculate on how 
many are likely to use the street cats at ! 
tlie close of the services, and t he only 
way is to provide what is considered a 
proper number of cars, iu tlie hope that 
they will take care of those that wish to 
ride. The Sunday night business is one 
that the Street Railway Company desire 
to cater to aud encourage and will en- 
deavor to furnish cars enough, so that 
all tiiat wish to use them, can do so.

STREET WIDENING. 

The example set by Brookline and the 
splendid results that follow it is evident- 
ly having its influence upon Newton, for 
two schemes for street widening were 
presented to the board of aldermen, 
Monday evening. One was a petitiou for 
the widening of Tremont street to a 
width of 70 feet, which could easily be 
doue, as there are few buildings of any 
importance upon the street, and most of 
the laud is now held at a very moderate 
price. The street is the great thorough- 
fare between Newton and Boston, and 
gets most of the travel betweeu Boston 
and Newton, and poiuts farther up the 
road. Iu fact the great number of heavy 
teams passing over it has proved destruc- 
tive to the road bod, which needs to be 
thoroughly reconstructed, and the widen- 
ing could he doue at the same time. It 
is hoped to have the West Eud cars 
which now stop at O ik Square, coutinued 
at least to Park street, and this will 
never he done unless the street is 
widened. There is a great deal of vacant 
land along the street, and now that sew- 
erage and drainage have heeu provided 
all this land would become desirable 
building lots if the street was made a wide 
and handsome one. Washington street 
hill will prevent that part of that street 
from ever becoming a popular thorough- 
fare, aud all the travel to and from Bos- 
ton goes dowu Tremont street. At 
present it is not a very imposing street, 
but it could be made one of the most at- 
tractive parts of Newton, and the im- 
portance of having one of the main en- 
trances to the city a credit to Newtou 
should he recognized. 

The other project is the wideuing of 
Beacon street from Statical street to 
Grant avenue, to a width of 70 feet, and 
matters have gone so far that a hearing 
i8 to be given on the question of taking 
the necessary land therefor. The widen- 
ing ought to he carried to the Boston : 
line, hut that will come some day, and I 
there is reason to he thankful that a be- 
ginning is to ho made. Beacon street 
ought to he one of the handsomest 
streets iu the city, traversiug as it does 
the whole of Newton, aud through oue 
of the most attractive sections, hut in- 
stead it io ouc of the narrowest streets in 
the city, aud one would naturally infer 
that laud must have been at least a dollar 
a foot, when it was laid out, the work 
was doue on such a very economical ! 
scale. 

Thu other pl.tu which was outlined 
hist week, of wideuing Washington street 
by taking (lie laud betweeu that street 
and the lailroad tracks, the city and the i 
Boston A Albany corporation dividiug 
up the expense, is received with great 
favor, and it is hoped that something 
will he done the present year, as the ap- 
pearance ol the city would he immensely 
improved by such an undertaking. 
Street widening has got to come, and iu • 
spite of its cost it would iu the eud prove 1 
a profitable oivehtmout for the city. 
—

But the men chosen to stand 
upon the platforms show what the party 
is, and also how miicb reliance is to he 
placed upon the ante-election profes- 
sions. With Mr. Leeson as the Repub- 
• man delegate aud Mr. Kellar as the i 
Demociatic, Newtou would he unusual- I 
)y honored.

Palmer .Memorial Home for Nurses. 

When the school for nurses was begun 
it was not dreamed by any ouo that it 
would attain such efficiency that its 
graduates would be in demand far and 
wide, and that applications beyond an 
ability to meet would he made for the 
services of pupil nurses in our owu city, 

It shows the fine teaching abilities of 
our physicians and the patience aud tact 
of the matron, when nurses who gradu- 
ate from this traiuing school, staud upon 
a level with the giaduates of any similar 
institution. 

The growth and success of the school 
for nurses and the steadily increasing j 
demand in our city for the services of 
training nurses, make it highly desirable 
that additional quarters shall he pro- 
vided as booii as money can he secured i 
for this purpose. 

When the hospital was built there 1 
were no provisions made for a training ; 
school, and the nurses at present have : 
no quarters of their own other than the 
little dormitories furnished so frugally. 
These they have to use as sitting ami 
recreations rooms, making the two 
years course very arduous. They are on 
duty twelve hours each day, oue after- ! 
noon each week to themselves. If a 1 
building can he secured with ten cum- 
fort able rooms, so that two nurses cau ! 
share one room, and a large bitting room 
for recreation, supplied with comfortable | 
furniture, hooks, etc., it will he worthy 
of the name Palmer Memorial Home, as 
it w.»h Miss Palmer, the former matron, 
who lit st starred the training school.

An InHTnhlo Cruelty to Children. 

Mrs. Fenwick Muller, a London 
writer of not*', com os out strongly on 
the subject of Lady Montague’s methods 
of discipline, and incidentally 1ms some 
plain words to say ah. at punishments 
for children in general, and specially 
is she moved by that ineffable brutal 
ity, the shutting up of young children 
in the dark. “Darkness is full of ter- 
rors to a child. Out of tho gloom 
come all sorts of horrible imaginings, 
and many n child has lH*en half rained 
for life by the terror of darkness, will- 
fully inflicted by some woman either 
too brutal to care or too ignorant to un- 
derstand the infernal cruelty of leaving 
children, whose imaginations are often 
far more vivid than those of adults, in 
all the horror of blackness, out of which 
they, in their combined fancy and ig- 
norance, ring forth all kinds of terrible 
and threatening things. No young chil- 
dren should ever be left without a glim- 
mer of light in a bedroom all night 
long, as a touch of indigestion, a trou- 
blesome dream, a sudden awakening, 
afraid and into darkness, may work 
nerve mischief that may last a lifetime. 

“There is no crime that a child can 
commit that would entitle us to expose 
him or her to the mental agonies of soli- 
tude in darkness, many peopled as it is 
with phantoms and terrors. We know 
that even in our prisons this terrible 
punishment is only resorted to to subdue 
the most violent and refractory prison- 
ers, and that even then it is hedged 
round with many restrictions, and only 
permitted to be used for a limited space 
of time. If there is u woman living 
whose heart does not respond to these 
strong words there is something very 
radically wrong with her." 


Egyptian Architecture. 

Egyptian architecture, tho oldest of 
known styles, placed the weight firmly 
on the ground. In the first stages of 
building the strength of materials and 
the art of construction were but imper- 
fectly understood, and to obtain security 
masses of material were placed on a 
broad base, narrowing upward in the 
form of a pyramid. It suggested secu- 
rity and permanence. The earliest extant 
monument of the work of man — th° 
pyramids by the Nile— still rest 'on the 
sand of the desert in their majestic 
massiveness. The Egyptian buildings 
were constructed on the model of the 
pyramid. Truncated at various heights, 
details and ornamentation, however 
varied, left the same impression of se- 
curity and permanence. 

The shelving base, from which springs 
the propvlon or porch, tho multiplica- 
tion of short, stunted shafts, the shallow 
reliefs, are all subservient to tho one 
idea. The building rests on the ground, 
and you know it. The slender obelisk 
placed iu front as a foil brought into 
prominence the massive solidity of tho 
building. The accessory sphinx, with 
its front paws placed flat on the pedes- 
tal, the body firmly recumbent and the 
head solidly draped was a type of im- 
mobility and rest.— London Tablet.

Thrir is ft tinio in tlio life <*f nrftilv 
evciy edueftted person when he feels that 
flercp. unconqnerfthle desire to write— to 
put into words, for the bt neflt of doming 
IfenerAtion*, snob thounbts and fnncios 
as nifty occur to him or to her. 

And Indeed I believe one may wish to 
write without even possessing the 
thoughts to embody in one’s effusions, so 
pre.it is the fascination of seeing one’s [ 
f\ff«vn wiitings in print. 

To this ,‘urious malady I became nn 
early victim. And the acceptance of an 
occassional poem by various weekly 
papers a bled fresh fuel to the unquench 
able (Ire of literary ambitioa. At twenty- 
two 1 occupied a minor editorial position 
on a daily paper, and had had one or two 
atories accepted by one of the great 
magazines.

•MOUNTAINS OF NORTH CAROLINA. 


“A8IIVILLE” AND “HOT SPRINGS.” SUN- 
SET FROM THE MOUNTAIN TOP. 

Not many years ngo little or nothing 
was heird of the raouutUnoas district of 
North Carolina; but of late it has beeu re. 
ceiviug marked and well deserved atten- 
tention from the travelling public. Ac- 
cordingly some of tho readers of the 
Graphic, who have uot yet had the op- 
portunity of visiting these mountains, 
may enjoy even a brief and cursory de- 
scription of a trip, which the writer re- 
cently made to this locality. 

We caught our first glimpse of the 
mountains, a faint blue lino on the west- 
ern horizon, while the train was speed- 
ing over tho gently undulating plain in 
tho central putt of North Carolina. Here 
many signs of Spriug were noticable; the 
bright green fields of early grain; tho 
young leaves budding forth from shrubs 
and bushes; aud above all the peach 
orchards brilliautly decked with a myriad 
pink blossoms. Toward noon the peaks 
and valleys became quite distiuct and by 
three o’clock the train had begun the 
steep ascent. Another engine was put 
on, and feeling sure that something was 
coming, we seated ourselves on tho rear 
platform of tho last car, prepared to en- 
joy whatever scene might bo presented 
to us. 

Winding in and out among the recess- 
es of the mountainside, now crossing 
some shadowy gorge on a delicate trestle 
now roaring through a deep cut in some 
great cliff, the train advanced further 
and further up the valley. The view, at 
first shut iu by the mountains all about, 
slowly expanded until, on one side, a 
broad expanse of lowland was spread 
out before us, part covered with forests 
and part dotted over with farms and 
villages, while on the other mountains 
towered far above us, rising peak uu 
peak in lofty succession. 

After nearly an hour of steady ciitnb- 
ing, the train crossed the divide, eleven 
hundred feet above the plain from which 
we started, and sped rapidly on to Ash- 
ville. Ashvillc is the largest town in 
the mountains. Its twelve thousand in- 
habitants are all settled iu one small val- 
ley and the centre of tho town appears 
quite city-like with its brick blocks, sev- 
eral stories high, and its general air of 
bustle and activity. Its roads are very 
muddy at this time of the year, but the 
three most important ones are macada- 
mized. The different points of interest 
are reached by five different lines of elec- 
tric cars. On the highest bluff iu the 
town is situated the Battery Park Hotel. 
The outlook from its broad piazza is ex- 
ceedingly beautiful. Below is the val- 
ley, thickly dotted with houses, and shut 
iu by gently rising foot hills. Twenty 
miles beyond, a chain of lofty peaks ris- 
es tier above tier, while, in the back 
ground stands Mt. Pisgah, towering 
above them all. 

Two miles out from the city, on n hill ” 
top in the Swauouoa valley, stands th e 
far famed Kenilworth lun. Tho Kenil* 
worth is said by architects to be the 


most beautiful hotel in America, and it 
is indeed a magnificent structure. Porte- 
Cochere, pin /./.a, and first story are of 
massive masonry buttressed and tur- 
retted like a great fortress, from which 
rises the main structure topped by a 
steeply sloping roof, culminating eight, 
stones from the ground. 

No tourist has seen tho sights at Ashe- 
ville until he ii is been out to Vander- 
bilt’s estate >>f a thousand acres, eight 
miles Irotn the town. The improvements 
here are being carried out on a magnifi- 
cent scale. Several miles of macad- 
amized roads have been laid out, a ton 
thousand dollar tennis court has been 
completed, and the foundations are laid 
for a new residence which, it is said, will 
cost nearly halt* a million dollars. 

From Asheville to Hot Springs the rail 
road ran the entire distance, forty miles, 
through the deep narrow valley of the 
Frccnli Broad river. The view trom tho 
car window was delightful. The ttver 
all along was dotted with little islands, 
covered to the water’s edge with spruces 
and cedars. Hero and there on tho 
steep hillside, we could see the log hut 
of the “Mountain Whites,” its owner, 
tall and lank, with a broad felt hat on 
the back of his head and bis brooches 
tucked into his muddy boots, sitting by 
the doorstep smoking, or, perhaps lazily 
plowing his little field. Now and then 
tho train would eross a narrow gorge, 
running back into tho mountainside, and 
wo could catch a momentary glimpse of 
some stream dashing over an overhang- 
ing ledge in a delightful little waterfall. 
At a spot where the valley broadens to a 
plateau of a thousand acres or more. Hot 
Springs is situated Here nestling in 
among the mountains, are a laigo hotel 
and a few cottages. Near the hotel the 
springs bubble up nt a temperature of 
10 (degrees. Marble bathing pools are 
provided into which tho water flows di- 
rect from the springs. Many invalids 
congregate here, nnd stories of pains 
cured by the baths are as common as 
t hose of pains caused by the East wiuds 
at home. 

Riding horseback and donkeyback are 
the chief pastimes bore aud there are 
many picturesque trails and bridle 
paths, leading up the mountains, or 
through the gorges, beside tho little 
streams, which turn tile merrily over the 
pebbles and boulders. Three or four 
boautiful cascades may be found within 
as many miles of the notel, and one who 
enjoys mountain scenery certainly can 
find no more attractive place to spend a 
fortnight than this little valley in tbe 
“Land of the Sky.” 

Just beyond Hot Springs is tbe Ten- 
nessee line, so that the mountains of 
North Carolina end here; but we cannot 
dose without describing the ascent of 
Rich Mountain, one of tho loftiest peaks 
in the state. It towers two thousand 
feet above the valley, and its ascent, on a 
rough, stony path six miles long, is quite 
a difficult one. We could find no one 
who was willing to undertake tbe tramp 
with us and accordingly set out alone. 
It took nearly three hours of steady 
climbing to reach the summit. On either 
side of Uie trail there grew near the val- 
ley the sweet gam, tbe dogwood, aud the 
elm; while, further up, the spruce and 
pine lined the path; and at tho top to 
our surprise, we found a stalwart colony 
of chestnuts and walnuts. The woods 
were full of may flowers, violets, anem- 
ouies, and all the little wildflowers so 
common on our own hillsides in May or 
June. 

From the mountain top tbe view was 
indescribably grand. r l\> tho north and 
south, great rugged mountains, with 
their bold crests sharply outlined against 
the sky. gave majesty and power to the 
scene. To the east, the great Atlantic 
slope extending off as far as the eye 
could reach, its contour varied by the 
gently undulating foot hills and the 
many billowy mountain chains, added 
beauty to the landscape, and to the west, 
the great plain of Tennessee and 
Kentucky, checkered with farms and 
villages, and melting away until the dim 
bluish haze of a far off mountain range 
merged into the softer blue of the en- 
circling sky, perfected the picture by 
giving it an aspect of harmony and 

E eaee. The dark shadow of au over- 
anging cloud swept slowly and majesti- 
cally across the plain and over the moun- 
tains, liko an emblem of destiny. 

After a half hour, J,lost in contempla- 
tion, we weie warned by tho lengthening 
shadows to hasten away from the lonely 
peak. Half way down from the moun- 
tain we crossed a bluff from whose top 
we could look out over tbe valley to the 
rugged bills beyond, and paused to listen 
to the sunset symphony. Through the 
valley, murged iu shadow a thousand 
feet below us, the river wound in nnd out 
iu a silvery path. The sun, indistinct iu 
the haze of the western horizon ,sank low- 
er aud lower, becoming fainter aud faint- 
er, until at last only a golden path 
through the gray bank of clouds remain- 
ed. At length, amid the unbroken 
silence, a turkey buzzard floated slowly 
down from the peak above us. his wings 
outstretched and motionless, and noise- 
lessly disappeared in the gorge below; 
the last note in the silent symphony. 

Starting up, we hurried down the hill- 
side, and ere the trail merged into the 
clearing at the Springs, the moon, rising 
above the hill tops, shone here and there 
through the pines and cedars.

A h ARO A WHO WORKS 

AN EUROPEAN NOBLEMAN LABORING 
HARD FOR SMALL PAY. 

How It Cntno About That a Foreigner, 

Who Wns nt One Time Lionized by 

New York’s "Swell Met," Is Now an In- 
terpreter an Kills Inland. 

Ring went the pilot’s bell, the wheels 
'plashed uml wo wore off for Ellis ishuid. 
where 1 Pintle the discovery which en- 
ables me to tell this title and right a 
wrong. 

Ellis island, unfamiliar to most Notv 
Yorkers, although at tlje very door of 
their harbor, is the place where immi- 
grants land from the steerage of incom- 
ing steamers, ft is a place full of quaint 
and picturesque scenes of human life* — u 
rare place for a philosopher, and 1 found 
one such. 

"Who is that dark featured man with 
the heavy mustache?" 1 inquired of an 
employee when he had made a landing.

1 now noticed that "the count" was 
dressed in excellent, almost elegant 
style, his Prince Albert coat having cer- 
tainly been made by a London tailor; 
his trousers falling in faultless lines and 
creases over a pair of patent leather 
shoes. Once or twice as he moved about 
1 caught a glimpse of a scarlet waistcoat, 
such as the extreme swells of Paris are 
fond of wearing. Iiis linen, too, was 
such ns betrays the gentleman, and the 
careful droop and curl of his black mus- 
tache could only have been obtained by 
long familiarity with the curling irons.

1 could 
uot go back to Europe because of tho 
promise 1 snide to my father; 1 was too 
proud to beg; 1 was iucupable of doing a 
dishonorable action, so 1 sought such 
employment as 1 could get, and you have 
seen wliut 1 have found. If 1 have been 
foolish uml extravugunt 1 have beeu the 
only one to suffer for my follies, and 1 
uin trying to take my medicine, us you 
suy in America, like a man." — New York 
Herald.

WRV. M II. LAMIIKItrs ADDRESS TO THE I 
NKWTON ASSOCIATION. 

Tlio anmnl mooting of the Nowton , 
Civil Service RoTorm Association was ; 
field in Allen's Hall, West Newton, Mon- i 
.day evening. The reports of various j 
'officers were read and accepted, includ- 
ing that of ilie treasurer, which showed 
a small balance, and an expenditure for 
the year of $SP (HI. 

These officers were elected for the en- 
suing term: Hev. Henry Lambert, presi- 
dent ; Hon. Leverett Salton.stall, K. B. 
Haskell. Hon. Robert R. Bishop, Hon. 
W. 1*. Ellison, Edwin 1\ Seftver, Nat Iiani- 
•el T. Allen, W. P. Tyler, vice-presidents; 
II. E. Bothfold, treasurer; T. B. Fitz, Li. 
B. Gilbert. I). ('. Heath, E. P. Bond, R. 
L. Bridgman, 0. B. Coffin, directors; 
Stephen Tliacher, secretary. An inter- 
esting address was delivered by Presi- 
dent Lambert who spoke as follows: 

Aitliecloso of another year, it seems 
appropriate to take note briefly of what 
has occurred affecting Civil .Service Re- 
form. 

We have to record, that those guilty of 
levying assessments on Government 
•Clerks in Virginia in 18S8 — still go un- 
punished. And that the law forbidding 
government officials to take an active part 
in influencing elections, has been opeuly 
•violated all over the couutry, without re- 
buke. Mr. Roosevelt attainted a primary 
meeting of Republicans at Baltimore, and 
.found ample evidence that local officials 
were working actively to influence the 
election of delegates, and sent his report 
wiih the names ot iho offenders to the 
President, recommending their removal. 
But the President has taken no uolice of 
the charges. 

The Civil Service Commissioners still 
.'have to complain of the need of larger 
appropriations, to enable them to do the 
•work devolving upon them and to extend 
'the Held of their operations— And al- 
though they say politics are practically 
-eliminated from the Departments at 

Washington, and improvement is to 

be noted elsewhere, yet in some of the 
Post Offices or Custom Houses they fiud 
“the number of removals and resigna- 
tions is ceitaiuly altogether excessive." 

President Harrison promised to extend 
•Civil Service Reform where it was 
practicable. Yet we find the number of 
officials in the unclassified service, in- 
creases far in excess of tho*e aided to 
the classified service. Heads of Depart- 
ments ot their own choice, have to some 
extent adopted the reform methods. 
But those brought under the civil service 
aw, by the Pre-ident’s own act, bear but 
a small proportion to the additions made 
:io the unclassified service. 

Of Post Masteis alone, 4,000 have beeu 
added to the list in t»o years; and if the 
same proportion holds for the third year 
(of which the reports are not yet to be 
bad) tho number would be nearly 7,000, 
•while those added to the classified ser- 
vice by the President’s act, uumber ouly 
about 700. Aud the disparity would be 
increased by the additions to the unclassi- 
fied service in all other Departments. 
-Even the small addition to the classified 
-service noted, was due to the urgent 
representations made by a committee 
chosen expressly to wait upon the Presi- 
dent that no ought to do something to 
fulfil his promises, beforo the end of his 
•term. 

We have also to record that in Pennsyl- 
vania and Indiana uttemps to get a Civil 
Service Reform Bill pa-sed have failed. 
But notwithstanding these unfavorable 1 
points, there has been substantial gain 
for the Reform. Last May it was extend- 1 
ed by tho President to the Indian Seivice. j 
All physicians, school-supertindeuts, 
teachers aud matrons, U2(i persons in all, 
■come under its operation. 

Ho has also extended the Civil .Service 
Buies to model attendants in the Patent 
•office. This affects only a small number, 
who though practically clerks, have beeu 
•exempted from the Civil Service Law. 

He has also annulled the rule that sl- 
owed promotions, or transfers, from the 
lion-classified service, to the classified 
branch of the service, after twoyearsetn- , 
ployment, without having to pass a 
•competitive examination. This rule had : 
been used to make mere partisan appoint- 
clients which was agiowlug evil, to whch 
the President has doue well to put an 
•e nd. 

A new system of promotions, based up- 
on merit, has recently beeu put into 
■* tfect in the Treasury Department. A 
record U kept hi which (1 m chiefs of 
divisions mark their subordinates for at- 
tention, iudustiy, accuracy, conduct and j 
ability, and those whose records art the 1 
best get tiiu appointments. In the Post 
•Office Dep irtrnuul a simil it plau has been 
introduced by Mr. Wauuamaker. 

In the Boston Post Office also, this 
system of promotion based on records of 
•efficiency, and on examinations of em- 
ployees, went into operation March 1st. 

It iB satisfactory to fiud that an Impor- 
tant private corporation, the No# York 
< Central K til Road, has introduced tin* 
merit system in its m inageincut. Kugi- 
.Ticers, firemen, conductors and brakeiueu ! 
-aie to be examined upon points connect- I 
«d with their departments. And for this 
imrpo.-e, a list ot about *J<J0 questions has , 
been prepared. 

But the most important reform is that ' 
introduced in the Navy Yards by Secre- I 
tary Tracy. They are not yet brought I 
on ler the Civil Service Reform law, but 
are managed by the Navy Department, 
Through a boaid ot naval officers'. The , 
leform was begun in the yards at Brook- 
lyn and Norfolk last September. 

The plan pursued was to declare the • 
[positions of all the foremen vacant, and 
■ pen to (tee competition of all candidates 
by competitive examina .ion. )t is a 
at l iking comment on the character of the 
appointments made under the spoils :

The Hon. Mr. Tobcy, in bis spt ecli in 
Plosion last tall, suid, “The effect of the 
system is to diyoice absolutely, from 
political or personal favoiitism, the selec- 
tion of a to ice ot from 5,000 to 8,000 
workmen and to regulate <be employ- 
ment of navy yard labor upon strict husi- 
rjess principles," 

And Sec. Tracy, when in Boslou said 
"he proposed in carrying out his system 
to si cine three ends: l*t tree and open ! 
4-ompci it ion : 'Jud employ iiieut upon 
grounds ot meiit, to he determined by 
fiou parti.au experts engaged (u, and 
responsible for the work; did absolute 
publicity of every detail. And having 
begun in the May 1 have indicated, 1 do ; 
fjotpmpose to stop, until the principle 
of efficiency aud worth is the only lest 
of navy vard employment.” Another 
waller of considerable importance lo 
note, is the change in the Rost Ollice De- 
partment introduced by Mr. Wanna- | 
maker It is especially woilb notice, not 
uieiely for w hat he has doue, hut lor the 
reasons he gives for doing it in his report 
to the President. At the outset ol his J 
career as Rost Master General, he was i 
notorious, for his rigid application of the 


spoils system, ruthlessly removing or 
allowing bis subordinate, Clarkson, to 
remove Rost masters by t housands and 
tens of thousands ; and in bis appoint , 
ironts, instotd of socking the most men- t 
tori mis being chiefly influenced by the 
candidate’s politics, even going so far as 
to tell a Congrcrsman who wanted an ap- 
pointment for a Democrat, plainly, that 
lie should not appoint a Democrat, unless | 
no Republican could bo found to fill the , 
place. 

By a change, which the Baltimore Civil 
Service Reformer thinks can only be ac- I 
counted for by tho Calvlnistic doctrine J 
of election, ho lias come to stand square- i 
ly on the ground of Civil Service 
Reformers. He has introduced a 
system of promotions for merit, which 
be says, furnishes “the emulation and 
incentive to advancement, within the 
service, on the merit basis alone.’’ And 
lie has “determined to extend a similar 
scheme to all Post Offices employing ns 
many as fifty persons, and to engraft it 
in the railway mail." “So that from the 
smallest of the classified post offices, the 
workers will now bogiu to climb, first 
Ibiongh the various grades of the Rost 
Office, to the Railway Mail, and fiually to 
the Rost Office Department" This ; 
system, Mr. Wannam.iker says, Is not 
considered perfect, but it will be amend- 
ed as time and experience teach, though 
new as it is, it is certainly a long step in 
advance of the old pl.tu." And yet ho 
says “I have for many years worked 
along tho same business' lines, only their 
application to this Department is new. 
From the beginning of your term I have 
steadily advanced officials and clerks, 
from the lower to the higher places." 

The reason he gives for introducing 
this plan in the Rost Office Department 
is, “I felt certain, there was but one way 
to bring about the greatest state of 
efficiency in the clerical force, and that 
was to give to all the positive assurance, 
that advancement or reduction, retention 
or dismissal, would depend entirely upon 
themselves, and that all should bu giveu 
a fair chauce.” Competitive examina- 
tions form a part of the new system. 

In view of all these statements we may 
well ask, why the plau pursued by Mr. 
Wannamaker for mauy years in his own 
business, and from the outset of his 
career as Post Master General, as tho 
best to secure competent officials in some 
parts of tho service, under liis control 
has been so widely deviated from so long, 
in other parts of the service? How Mr. 
Wauuamaker could at tho same time ap- 
ply the spoils system in some directions 
aud the merit system in others, aud 
satisfy himself, that in both cases, he 
was doiug his full duty to the public, it 
is not easy to see either. It is a case of 
such gross inconsistency that we should 
be slow to believe it, had we not Mr. ; 
Wannamaker as a witness against him- 
self. It will certainly seem to many that 
in too many cases ho has allowed the 
public interests to suffer, to promote 
partisan political objects. 

Mr. Wauuamaker thinks that the kind 
of reform he has adopted, “can be carried 
out more fairly and conscientiously with- 
in the Department than from the out- 
side’’— that is, by the Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

This however can only occur, wbeu 
the head of the Department is a thorough 
going Civil Service Reformer. Mr. Wan- 
namaker himself offers an object lesson 
that refutes his own theory. He has had 
control of his Department for over three 
years, without attempting to introduce a 
reform, which had been in successful 
operation else where for several years, and 
which, now lie has tried it, he says is “a 
long step in advance of the old plan," 
and is workiug entirely satisfactorily. 
Had his Department been under the con- 
trol of tho Civil Service Law. his subordi- 
nates would not have been kept waiting 
for three years before they found out 
that “advancement or reduction, reten- 
tion or dismissal, would depend entirely 
upou themselves, and that all should be 
given a fair chance." 

Even if reform can be carried out best 
from within it would not be safe to leave 
it to the discretion of the head of a 
department, to do more or less in his 
own fushiou, because one iu full sym- 
pathy with the reform, and earnest to 
carry it out faithfully, may be succeeded 
by another, indifferent to it, even reudy 
to use his power to promote personal, or 
party ends. 

We need a law that shall compel every 
head of a department, whatever may be 
bis political bias, to cli >ose bis sub- 
ordinates, solely on the ground of 
superior merit whether it bo done “from 
within." or through the aid of a Civil 
service Commission. 

Let us hope that now so successful a 
business man as Mr. Wannamaker has 
adopted Civil Service Reform methods 
in carrying on the business of his depart- 
ment, we shall hear no morn of the re- 
form being a sham, a humbug or senile 
gangrene. 

Whatever may have led Mr. Wanna- 
maker to adept his new plan it is gratify- 
ing to be able to welcome so able a man 
to tbe ranks of refoimers, to find him 
openly advocating the merit system, and 
putting it iu practise in his department, 
in our own stutu them is lilt lu to record, 
save the couliutied successful working ot 
the reform, tho removals of those ap- 
pointed under it amounting to less than 
one per cent. 

To i lie record of good work done in 
the past year, we have further to take 
note of what we are trying to do to ex- 
tend the reform. 

Three important bills are now before 
Congress, That of Mr. Lodge, intended 
to take touitli class postmasters out of 
politics. The country is to bedividtd 
into postal districts, with a special in- 
spector for every district, who is to ex- 
amine all applicants for vacant places 
and repoil to the Rust master General, 
who must appoint those with the best 
standing, or tailing to do so, must put 
bis reasons on record. The tenure of 
office is to be during efficiency and good 
conduct. 

The hill of Mr. Hoar to repeal the law, 
limiting the term of certain offices to 
four years. 

This lias beeu made use of to support 
the spoils system. The expiration of 
the term, allowing appointments to lie 
made to promote party ends, without 
incurring the odium of making removals 
w it bout cause. 

The bill of Mr. Andrews to briug gov- 
ernment laborers under the Civil Seivice 
rules on the plau pursued ill Boston. 

Should lliu»c bills he passed, they will 
mark great progress iu reform, uud will 
warraut a well founded expectation that 
the whole public service, wherever it is 
practicable, will be brought into har- 
mony with the merit system iu due 
time.

TWO I AR1FF INSTANCES. 

TIIK DUTIES ON POTATOES AND WOOL. 
(From Edward Atkinson In the Boston Herald.) 

All advooates oi protection through du- 
ties ti])on imports down to the ndvoi.t of 
McKinleyism have supported that system 
as a temporary policy in preparation for 
free trade. 

Tho only distinction between the intelli- 
gent members of the Republican and 
Democratic parties is now in respect to 
tbo time and method of beginning a re- 
form of the tariff. 

In beginning to deal with these measures 
attention may well be given to two other 
fundamental propositions previously sub 
mitted: First, in view of the fact that 
measures of taxation may interfere great- 
ly with the progress o: industry, such dis- 
crimination should be used in framing 
these measures as will most effectually 
promote domestic industry in all its 
branches. Second, since, the protection 
of American labor is bound by indissolu- 
ble ties to the protection of domestic in- 
dustry, every measure of taxation should 
he so framed as to protect the American 
workman in the most effective manner. 

Dealing with the matter from this point 
of view, all taxes upon necessary articles 
of food must of course be done away 
with because food is tho mos r . essential 
element of human power: fuel may be in- 
cluded in almost thu same category. 

TAX ON POTATOES. 

It is mauifest that no tax can 
be imposed upon the import of food 
without increasing tbe cost of that food 
to the consumer. Such taxes iuflict 
privation under the semblance of protec- 
tion. The tax may happen to be on a 
very necessary article of food. We may 
tako potatoes as an example as they are 
now subject to a tax on imports of 25 cts. 
per bushel. Potatoes are only imported 
for common use in years of scarcity and 
of short crops in this country. In other 
years the import consists merely in the 
early spring luxuries from Bermuda and 
elsewhere. When there is a short crop 
in New’ England, New York and along 
the sea coast, tho prices of necessity vise 
to a very high point, because potatoes 
will not bear a very long haul by railway. 
Then the tax oppresses the poorest in 
the community in greatest measure. It 
is then that this tax becomes malignant. 
It adds nothing to the income of the far- 
mer, while it oppresses tho poor. In one 
year not long since this tax added $1,250, 
000 to the unnecessary surplus revenue of 
the people of the United States, and this 
burden fell mainly upon the poorer 
classes in the northeastern part of the 
country. 

The same reasoning applies to every 
kind of food which is of necessary use. 
Sugar has lately been added to the free 
list. This will bo to the great advantage 
of consumers, and when hereafter the tax 
is taken from tin plates, this abatement 
of the tax on sugar will also become of 
great advantage to the farmers and can- 
ners of fruit, of preserved milk and other 
agricultural products, in which sugar 
and tin plates nre the component materi- 
als of chief cost. 

THE TAX ON WOOL. 

By the same rule, any tax which is im- 
posed on the crude or partly manufactur- 
ed materials of foreign origin which are 
necessary in tho processes of our domes- 
tic industry becomes a most serious ob- 
struction to the progress of the farmer. 
It burdens the domestic manufacturer, 
restricting his power of purchase while 
it cuts off the farmer from one of his 
principal outlets for the excess of his 
crops by export. Such a tax very often 
works to tho greatest injury of the pro- 
ducers of tho specific crude material 
which it had been intended to benefit. 
Wo may again take domestic wool as an 
example of such grave injury. When it 
was first proposed to adopt the so-called 
“wool and woollen tariff.” of which the 
present measure is but an aggravated 
continuation, the most skilful and com- 
petent of tho woollen manufacturers 
under the lead of the late Edward Harris 
of Woonsocket presented arguments to 
the committee of ways and means against 
the duty on wool, upon tlu* distinct 
ground that such a tax, while it would 
seriously injure t lie domestic manu- 
factures of woollen or worsted goods, 
making it necessary to advance the cost 
of tlie fabric and also the price of cloth- 
ing, would also depress the juice of 
domestic wool, gravely injuring the far- 
mer. .Such has been tho exact effect. 
What was predicted 25 years ago has 
boon verified to thu letter. 

This subject has boon dealt with many 
times, and as often as the prices ot wool 
have been set off against the varying 
rates of the tariffs since that of 182-1, in 
which wool was first made subject to 
duty, it has been made very jdain that 
while the prices of wool have varied from 
other causes, yet so far as the tariff ap- 
pears to have had any effect at all, the 
high tariffs, after one or two years of ad- 
justment, have caused domestic wool to 
become very much lower in price: while, 
on the other band, within a year or two 
after low tariffs had been enacted, thu 
prices of domestic woo) have always ad- 
vanced. These changes have been fully 
explained both by tho advocates of pro- 
tection to the woollen manufacture and 
by the advooates of freer trade. In order 
that the manufacture of woollen and 
worsted goods may prosjter, manufactur- 
ers must have tho same free access to all 
the varieties of wool in the world as that 
enjoyed by their competitors, especially 
the manufacturers of Great Britian. 
Otherw ise the whole balauce of the in- 
dustry is broken up. 

When duties are nigh an undue pro|>or- 
lion of woollen machinery is put upon 
the few varieties of fabric that can bo 
wholly made of domestic wool. This 
branch of work is soon overdone: the 
price of the fabric goes down and t he 
price of domestic wool goes with it. On 
the other hand, the ro|>resoutatives of 
other brunches of thu woollen industry 
which are obstructed by the duties on 
foreign wool are obliged to advance tho 
prices of their goods in older to cover 
the additional cost. Clothing, as a whole, 
costs more, while the farmer gets for his 
wool less titan he ever did before. The 
same jtrocess of reasoning, varied accord- 
ing to the conditions in each case, cun 
be applied to all other crude materials.

Good Rond*. 

Why are good roads soaron? Is it on 
account of hecdlossneBR, negligence or 
ignoranor? These are questions which 
can be answered easily in most cases. 

In Homo small towns as good roads hiny 
ho found as in cities. But. ought this to 
bo so? Surely city streets huvo much 
tho harder usage, therefore ought not 
the streets to ho better in cities than In 
country towns? Certainly it. is not on 
account of heed leanness on flic |*art of 
a city that serviceable roads are not 
, r tvidod. For almost any city or town 
would like to jioshcss acccjdattie high- 
ways for the use of its own citizens and 
for tlie use of r lie citi/.eitH of its suburbs. 

Very ofteu.yos, too often, the condition 
of roads is owing to neglect. Some ol 
thoso roads were fairly well built, out 
thev were not repaired when a little 
would have sufficed; but, on the eo - 
trary, they were left to deteriorate until 
they were in fact beyond repair. Then 
Hie citizens found out that something 
must be done and that it was an oxpen- 
si.vo undertaking to rebuild the road; 
whereas, a stitch in time would have 
saved nine. But often this negligence i* 
on account ot lack ot financial means. 
Titus although unceasing pains were 
lakett as long its there was any money in 
die treasury, if t ho road has not a firm 
foundation or is not* constructed in 
Huch n manner ns partially to resist tin- 
wear and tear to which a road is sub 
jected, the road will be worn out in a 
comparatively short time. 

If in a town meeting or in other like 
assemblies, it is v >ted to build a new 
road, persons suggest plans, and eaclt 
one thinks that his own plan is the besi 
to be obtained. In small country towns 
especially, the plan o. the most influen- 
tial man is sometimes accepted, although 
perhaps this gentleman never had att> 
experience in road-building NVheu this 
plan is put to a test, it is found to In 
impracticable and too expensive, and 
the result is that, they have a good look- 
ing road for a short time, but after the 
heavy rains of a few mouths, their road 
is partly washed away, and on accoum 
of scarcity of money, tlie street remains 
in that condition, and the people are 
surprised that they have no better high- 
ways. 

I have mentioned above a few of the 
reasons for these bad roads, but I am 
glad to say that there are some cities 
and towns to which these evils do noi 
apply. A first-class civil engineer or an 
experienced road builder is employed, 
and the tesult is that the city or town is 
imjtroved by the addition ol a well built 
street. 

There are many methods known con- 
cerning road-building, many of which 
are equally practicable, lasting and 
cheap. In modern times no one has been 
able to construct a road equal to those 
built by the ancient Romans. Some ol 
these roads have been used up to this 
time, and are as good now as when con 
Btructed. The road-bed was formed of 
four distinct layers above tho fouuda 
tions. The upper layer was made ot 
large polygonal blocks of the hardest 
stone, fitted and jointed together so 
as to make an even surface. 
Our modern paved roads are 
constructed on a similar plan. It is 
acknowledged by all, that in order to 
have a good road, it must have a good 
foundation. To obtain a good founda- 
tion, the soil should be removed to tbe 
depth of eighteen inches at lease, and 
even more in swampy places. The plan 
usually adopted for building a road, is 
similar to the .ancient method. Layers 
of crushed stones of different sizes firm 
ly packed together by being rolled, each 
layer being rolled before there is another 
layer put over it, form as good a founda- 
tion as can be made. The stone* should 
vary in size from the size of an apple ti- 
the size of a small marble, tlie largest 
stones being at the bottom. After th rot- 
or four layers of these crushed stones, 
a layer of gravel is put on. Great jtain.s 
should be taken to render this as hard as 
possible. Sometimes this forms tho sur 
face, hut in order to have a hard smooth 
roitd, it is preferable to put over the 
gravel a layer of stone crushed almost to 
a powder. This makes it road which 
will resist tlie most severe winters auo 
heavy ruins, provided that suitable 
gutters and outlets are furnished for the 
water. The s cruet should be a little 
higher in the middle and slope gradually 
to either side, so that the water will j»ass 
till quickly. In every case, the method 
of construction should be used which is 
most applicable to that place. In laying 
out streets great care should be ttiKen t.» 
build them as wide as jjosstble, because 
narrow streets are a great disadvantage 
when the city becomes thickly settled. 
In now tracts of land, the streets shoul.i 
be laid out artistically in order to make 
tlie locality attractive to intending pur- 
chasers. Ornamental trees should he 
planted on the sides of a street, so that 
puss-tors by will be sheltered from the 
suit during the summer. But although 
trees are of great use to us, care should 
be taken not to set them out too thickly. 
A tree grows vety fast, and therefore 
majtle trees should not be set out nearer 
to each other than twenty-live feet. 

Good roads nre scarce, iu most cases 
it is on account ot negligence and the bud 
foundation on which they have been con- 
st! ucted. Negligence is usually on ac- 
count of lack of money, but it costs less 
to build a road well iu the first place, 
then to buiUl a highway cheaply, and be 
obliged to expend yearly for repairs al- 
most as much as the road cost at the 
outset. Therefore, it should be home 
in mind, that although it may seem an 
unnecessarily large -xpetise at first if a 
firstclass road is built, more money 
will actually be saved, and those who 
make use of such a road will be better 
pleased with it, than with the cheaply 
built road wuiob must be repaired con- 
tinually, and then is not satisfactory,

CLEAN SIDEWALKS. 

The Common Council have put them- 
selves on record as in favor of having 
tho sidewalks properly cleared of 
ice and snow within a certain limit from 
the rail toad stations in Wards One, Two, 
Three and Seven. 

If the people in Wards Four, Five and 
Si* like to wade through melting snow 
and slush on their way to and from the 
stations, they can put on their galoshes 
ami bavo the privilege, but we do not be- 
lieve they will be pleased at the exception 
that has been made in their casp. 

People on the north side of the city 
are vciy earnest upon this matter, and 
are detei mined that something shall be 
'done to do away with the uupleasant 
state of things that has prevailed in re- 
gard to muiy patches of the sidewalks 
for the past few years. They will watch 
with a gre it deal of serious interest to 
see what action the board of aldermen 
takes when the amended ordinance 
comes befoie them, *ud the matter may 
have a definite beating on the next city 
election. 

We spend a great deal of money to 
have good concrete sidewalks, and the 
purpose of this is to have a comfortable 
place to walk in wet and sloppy weather. 
In dry weather the concrete is not ueed- 
«d, but if the walks are left uncleaned 
save by the city ploughs, the whole pur- 
pose for which sj much money has been 
expended fails. The city cleans the 
crosswalks and for the past year or two, 
at any rate, has kept them in a very pass- 
able condition, but this is of but littl e 
use, if the sidewalks are six inches deep 
with snow and water, as bas been their 
condi 'ion in too many cases. 

Other cities have sidewalk ordinances, 
and they lind no difficulty in having 
them enforced either, and Newton should 
not allow the condition of her sidewalks 
to Income a reproach and a disgrace. 

It has been abundantly proved that 
without some better ordinance than we 
have had, and a more determined effort 
«n the part of the city authorities, the 
walks will not bo cleaned, and the only 
fault to be found with the Common 
Council amendment is that it stops at 
Hess than a mile, as that distance would 
cake in about all the walks ou the north 
side of the citv 


Crystal Lake, when tho water' is sup- 
posed to be pure enough to be suitable 
' for bathing. Now that we have a bath 
I house, it ought to be put to some use. 
and something ought to he done for the 
boys and young men of tho city. A cus- 
tom adopted on the Swiss Lakes would 
seem to worthy of imitation hero. They 
have floats or bath houses anchored at 
1 such a distance from the shore as to bo 
l unobjectionable, and all who desire are 
I allowed to use the bath house under 
proper regulations. Such conveniences, 
under such regulations of provisions as 
the city government can provide would 
be unobjectionable, surely, and would give 
the means to our youth of healthful ex- 
j ercises. promote cleanliness ntid encour- 
I age the development of phyaical vigor. 

N i w houses in Newton seem to be 
j springing up in every direction, this 
I spring, and the real estate dealers report 
! a good demand for houses of tho best 
class. One thing that would meet a long 
felt want iu Newton is a good class of 
apartment houses, fitted up with modern 
improvements and rented nt a moderate 
price. A great many people would like 
to live iu Newton, hut tlioy do not want 
to have a lawn, a furnace and sidewalks 
to care for. Such houses have proved a 
very profitable investment in Hroookliue 
and other places, and now that we havo 
sewerage, some of the schemes that have 
been so long talked about are likely to 
materialize. 

Tin: amendment t j t he ordinances in 
regard to loafing on the sidewalks has 
provoked some discussion, ns it seems 
that now the police can not disperse a 
crowd, save after an interval of twenty 
minutes, aud then by moviug a few feet 
the crowd can remain theu the same 
length of time, no matter how much of a 
nuisance they may make of themselves. 
The passnges of the ordinance has 
caused revised instructions to b" given to 
the police of their duties, and the change 
has caused a good deal of oommeut, 
among those who desire to have the 
streets kept orderly. 


The efforts to have the streets kept 
cleau and neat would be much helped if 
people would be more careful about 
throwing waste paper iuto tho streets. 
The paper frightens horses, and even if 
torn iuto small bits proves more of a 
nuisance, as it is then almost impossible 
to gather it all up The handbills that 
have been scattered about so plentifully 
of late do more to litter the streets aud 
walks than all the travel that passes over 
them. The city authorities are striving 
to have model streets, aud they ought to 
receive the cooperation of all citizens. 


WIDENING WASHINGTON STREET. 

i’etitious are being circulated and re- 
ceiving numerous signatures, to have 
Washington street widened to the width 
«»f 100 feet from Newton to West New- 
ton. The Llostou & Albany has already 
•decided to take all the land between the 
street aud the railroad, between Harvard 
and Church streets, which will give an 
opportunity for the widening iu portions 
where it is greatly needed, and would 
probably bo willing to co-operate with 
the city for a good portion of the re- 
lay lining distance. The plan is to take 
all the houses away between the street 
aud the railroad, and nuue of them are bb- 
woHse l for a high price, so that the cost 
would not be excessive. 

'Such a wide street for a distance of 
two radios would be of tho greatest, bene- 
fit to all that part of the city north of 
Che railroad tracks, aud property would 
at mice increase iu value, and the north 
>ide would have a real estate boom guch 

** it has never expeiienced. I/iiid on 
R lie north side of Washington street 
would at once become valuable, aud 
wonld be built up rapidly. Such a 
w ide and level street would be the most 
(popular place in the city for pleasure 
• Living, ami would at ouce become the 
fashionable drive of the city. The cl- c- 
i tie car trucks would be placed next to 
*tie railroad bank on the side of the road, 
and any house commanding a view of the 
•drive would immediately be in great de- 
mand. Probably the increase iu taxable 
(property would pay the iuterest ou the 
whole cobt of the widening, within a 
very few years 

It is evident enough that something 
tmusibe done, as the street now is too 
auuriow fur the Lathe that passes over it, 
and t je fact that just now the liostou & 
.Albany will u.'Cil a portion of the laud 
for their elevated Hacks, and will be 
willing to couLihutc, wuglit to cause the 
(plan tu succeed. The wideuiug will have 
to come iu the near lutuie. and it cau be 
etoueuowat less than half the money 
that wuuld be needed if we w iit longer. 
It is to be hoped that the petitions will 
receive a great number of signature*. 


Lieut. Governor Haile has finally given 
hi j consent to stand for the governor- 
ship, and this fact is elaborately an- 
nounced by the Boston Journal. There 
is but little doubt that Mr. Hail) will re- 
ceive a unanimous nomination, and al- 
though the Journal s lys that his nomi- 
nation had been decided upou by the 
party managers, there is good reason 
I to think that the plan will also be ap- 
proved by the people, two things that 
have not always coincided of late years. 

The 11th District Republican conven- 
tion was held last Fiiday in Boston. Mr. 
Leeson had refused to allow the use of 
his name, which left the Newton dele- 
gates divided, and consequently Messrs. 
Candler and Curtis were chosen. The 
uew Boston Wards with which we are 
now associated, coutain a good many 
“hustlers.” and the rest of tho district 
will have to be pretty unanimous if they 
wish tu secure any of the hunors. 

The proposed In <ig>- of telephone poles 
on Otis street is now before the City 
Council, aud the residents have entered a 
vigorous objection to auy such ornament 
to their locality. Whether they will suc- 
ceed in their rcmoustrauce or not, de- 
pends ou whether they make such a 
vigorous tight ap did the residents on 
West Newton hill.

wton Woman's Eduea :

I suppose wo an* fill familiar with the 
fttHtomi nt Mint Nowtoti. tuffotlnv with I 
Cambridge, compiled r part of the ! 
original Newtown, the Refiling of which 
history tolls us, began in 1081. The 
origin of the name— or rather its appli- 
cation to the town grew out of the facts , 
and circumstances attending its settle- ! 
mctit. Charlestnwu, Boston, Dorchester. \ 
Watertown, Ho x bury and other towns j 
were already in existence. when for great- j 
er security from the Indians it was ' 
deemed necessary for the safety of the 
colony to have one fortified town. For i 
this purpose the governor, deputy Rover- ! 
nor and assistants examined several , 
places, and tiually decided to build the j 
new town on the north side of Chniles | 
River, at the place now occupied by Har- 
vard College, with the intention, or ex- 
pectation, on the part of many that it w as 
to be the capital of the colony and forti- 
^ed at the common exoonse. 


In 1031 a thatched house in Boston 
•ok lire from the chimney aud was 
barnt down, whereat Deputy Governor 
Dudley observed that “in our new town, 
intended to be built this summer we have 
ordered that no man there shall build his 
chimney with wood or cover his house 
with thatch.” In February, 1032, the 
records read, “The court ordered a rate 
of £00, to be levied out of the several 
plantations, towards making a palisade 
about the New Town. Iu this case both 
words commence with a capital letter. 
We are told that the fortification was 
actually made and the fosse dug, enclos- 
ing upwards of a thousand acres, paled 
in with one general fence. Our historian 
adds, “It is oue of the neatest and best 
compacted towns in New Kugland, having 
many fair structures with many hand- 
some contrived streets. The inhabitants, 
most of them, are very rich.” Ah! 
shades of the departed, what would you 
say now could you come back aud see 
our many fair structures, heated by 
steam, lighted by electricity, and our 
handsome contrived stretts macadamized 
and curbed with granite, ou which ride 
our inhabitants in their dog-carts and 
tally-ho-conches. For during the first 
decade of this ceutury there were only 
three carriages in town, probably family 
coaches, which were owned by Gen. 
Hull, Dr. Freeman and Gen. Simon Elliot. 

At the General Court, May, 1034, the 
Newtonians complained of straitness for 
want of land, and desired leave of the 
court to look out either for enlargement 
or removal. So it came to pass that they 
obtained very large giants of land, botli 
north aud south, ou the south side of 
Charles River, obtaining nearly all of 
what is now Brighton and Newton. This 
tract was first called “The south side of 
Charles River,” and sometimes “Nonan- 
tuin,” aud later Cambridge Village, tor 
when Harvard College was established in 
364$, the General Court ordered that 
Newtown should henceforward be called 
Cambridge, “in compliment to the place 
where so many of the civil and clerical 
Fathers of New England had be*en edu- 
cated.” A touch of nature, for can we 
doubt that the hearts of those stern New 
England Fathers often turned lovingly 
towards their Alma Mater in the Mother 
country so far, far awaylacross the deep 
and terrible sea? In 1070 Cambridge 
Village was set off from Cambridge and 
organized as an independent town, after 
which it was more frequently called New 
Cambridge until 1091, at which time the 
General Court passed the following 
order: “In answer to the petition of the 
inhabitants ot Cambridge Village, some- 
times called New Cambridge, lying on 
the south side of Charles River, being 
granted to be a township, praying that a 
name may be given unto the said town, — 
it is ordered that it be henceforth called 
New Town.” The name stands upon the 
court records in two words, but this form 
of writing it was gradually altered tonne 
word with two syllables, and in 1706. 
when .Judge Fuller was town clerk, we 
find that lie first wrote it. ou the records, 
Newton. So much for our name, but 
how much of history is often wrapped 
up in a single word, “it is an interest- 
ing circumstance,” says Dr. S. F. Smith, 
from whom I quote liberally, "that , while 
by her separation from Cambridge, New- 
ton lost in territory, she found in clue 
time more than she lost. She was de- 
prived of the prestige of the great men 
whose dignity aud learning brought fame 
to the colony, but she lias since o eu the 
mother of governois and statesmen, of 
ministers and missionaries, of patriots 
and saints, aud in the progress of years 
she* added to her reputation by the trans- 
lation of the Bible into the dialect of her 
aborigines, and the first Protestant mis- 
sionary efforts cmi this continent. Sub- 
sequently, site had t lie first Normal 
school for young ladies, removed from 
Lexington, and several of the earliest 
and best pea iemies ami private schools.” 
It is interesting to note that iu 1030 tbeie 
were six d weliiug^houbus in Cambridge 
Village, all being situated near the pres- 
ent dividing line between Newton and 
Brighton, and all on adjoining farms. In 
looking over the names of the early 
settlers we find many that have grown 
familiar to us. such as Hyde, .Jackson, 
Trowbridge, Fuller, bacon, Wiswall, I 
Kenrick, Eliot. Ward, Cook aud Williams. 

1 shall not have time to speak of the 
work accomplished by John Eliot among 
the husky red men, when, as the quaint 
language of t lie day puts it, “the alabas- 
ter box of precious ointment was first 
broken iu tne dark and gloomy habita- 
tions of the unclean.” Tradition has 
made it possible to fix with tolerable ac- 
curacy tiie precise spot where Eliot first 
pleached, the tent of Wabau, which 
stood ou the ground now occupied by 
the Eliot Memorial.” The reports of the 
sue less of these eatly efforts excited a 
strong sensation in England, and the 
British Parliament passed an act in 1340 
for tne advancement of the work. A 
general collection was ordered to lie 
made f»*r the purpose of instructing, 
clothing, ci 'ilizing and Christianizing the 
Indians Mirougli all the chuiches of Eng- 
land and Wales, and the ministers were 
required to read this act and to exhort 
the people to a cheerful contribution to 
so pious a work. A fund which iu , 
Charles II time produced 000 pounds 
sterling per auuuin, was thus provided, 
the benefit of which endured till the 
period of (be separation of the colonies 
from mother country.” Not only in 
England was the effect of these early 
missionary efforts felt, but Dr. Lensdeu 
w rote to Cottou Mather that the example 
f New Euglaud had awakened the 
Dutch to attempt the evangelization of 
the heathen in Ceylon, aud their other 
East Indian possessions. And so John 
Eliot “builded better than lie knew.” 

The first meeting house iu Newton was 
elected near the middle o' the old ceme- 
tery ou Ceutre street, the site of which 


is now marked by a marble column, and 
tne second on the westerly side of Centre 
street opposite the cemetery. In those 
days earthly relationships seem to have 
been ignored in the home of Gol. Fami- 
lies were not sealed together, men, 
women and children had their own ap- 
pinpriate place,” and the tything man 
kept the boys in check by rapping the 
heada of the rogues with the little ball 
(Mi one end of Ins long rod," ntui in like 
manner adds our historian, “it the ladies 
fell asleep In their slips lie cilia tickle 
their noses with the feather on the ! 
other." 'Vo can hardly wonder that his 
services were often brought Into requisi 
linn, for we ’end that the venerable Dr. 
Homer, one of the earliest pastors,*’ as 
was the custom of his time, wore black 
cotton gloves in the pulpit, which, being 
always an inch or more too loi g in the j 
fingers, used to cause the younger part 
of tho congregation to smile audibly to 
see t ho pliyful.way they had of wagging 
til them even in the most impressive 
parts of liis s rinons." The stocks were 
erected about ten rods from the church, j 
and we hear of "that remnant of the 
inquisition” in.tho town records as lato 
is 1773. The new meeting house, the 
third that was built, stood on the lot 
which has ever since been the site of the 
First Parish church. We find the billow- 
ing grave entries in the town records, 
from which we gain some idea of the 
simple ami inexpensive habits of the 
people: March 19th, 1750, voted to Pro- 
vide a cotton velvet pall to bo used at j 
funerals. 

May 11th, 1703, voted to let the velvet 
pall to the inhabitants of other towns, 
and that those persons ihat shall hire 
said velvet pall shall pay one half dollar 
every time it is hired. 

May 13, 1700, tho town was authorized 
to purchase two hearses for the use of | 
the town, when in their opinion the 
money can with convenience bo spared 
out of the town treasury 

There was in those early days no I 
definite line drawn between oxthodoxy j 
aud liberalism, for the uaires of some of 
the pulpit supplies indicate that tbe 
hearers did not lack variety in theologi- 
cal teaching. 

\vheu Boston was scarcely six years 
old, in 1638, an order was passed that the 
college which the general court had 
voted to be erected should be iu New- 
towu. “a place very pleasant and accom- 
modate.” A writer in 1643 remarks, “By 
the side of the college is a taire grammar 
school for the training up of young 
scholars, fitting them for academical 
learning, and as they are judged ripe, 
they may b? received into the college.” 
The first school houses in Newton were 
built in 1701, one near the church at New- 
ton Centro and one at Oak Hill. John 
Staples was tbe first school master at a 
salary of eight shillings a week, two 
shillings a day for four days in the week. 

In 1760 the town voted £10 to employ 
a school-mistress. This was the first 
woman's school. Little did the early 
fathers dream of the name and the fame 
which should oue day be won by the 
admirable school system of Newton. 

I pass by the story of the work done 
bv the heroic women of our town iu the 
Revolutionary war. when, ns their hus- 
bands and brothers left them, they culti- 
vated the ground, plowed, mowed aud 
carried on the farms until their return. 

Certain it is that they belong to that 
innumerable company whom no man can 
number, of those that have passed through 
great tribulations, the unknown heroines 
of this world. An account of tbe differ- 
ent industries of Newton in those early 
days would constitute a chapter of itself. 

There were paper, cotton aud wooli n 
mills, dye-woods and drugs were manu- 
factured. and in 1812, Mr. Bemis, owner 
of tbe factories located at what is now- 
called Nonantum, “caused to be built in 
connection with his mill a small gas 
house, where, under the direction of an 
English expert, gas was made from coal, 
and the lighting of the factory by this iu 
1812-13. was said at that time to have 
been the first attempt to illuminate with 
coal gas in the United States.” Many per- 
sons irotn considerable distances visited 
the factory to wituess the' brillancy ot 
the experiment. Its use was abandoned 
after the second year, “but it is a fact 
worthy of record that carburetted hy- 
drogen for illuminating purposes, gleamed 
out over the waters of the Charles two 
years before it w-as in use in England.” 

We come now to a most important 
event iu our history, the introduction of 
the steam railway.* West Newton was a 
central point of interest early in the 
present century, for as many as thirty 
stage-coaches made it at one time a 
regular stopping-place daily. In 1*34 
the railroad was completed as far as this 
point. Two engines, tho “Rocket” and j 
the “Meteor.” built by Stevenson, were ! 
sunt from England, and the regular j 
passenger service on the road dates from 1 
the 16th of April 1834. At this time | 
might have been seen in ono of the ; 
papers tho following notice headed, j 
“Boston and Worcester Railroad.” | 
“The passenger cars will continue to run 
daily from the depot near Washington 
street, Newton. 6 o’clock and 10 o’clock 
a. m. aud at 3 30 p. in. Returning leave 
Newton at 7 and a quarter past eleven 
a. m. and a quarter before five p. m. 
Tickets for the passage either way may 
be paid at r lie ticket *-fiice No. 617 Wash- | 
ington street, price 37 1-2 cents each, and 
for the return passage of the master of 
the cars. By order of the president and 
directors.” Season tickets to West New- 
ton began to be sold in 1813 aud were 
$27.50 a quarter. 

It is within the last forty or fifty years | 
that the most astonishing changes have 
taken place in our Garden City, many 
of them within our own recollection. 
Tiiere is an ancient picture the date of , 
which is uncertain, but takeu subse- 
quent to the introduction of tho railroad, j 
which shows Newton Corner as it was 
taken from Mt. Ida or Fisku’s Hill, | 
where there was no street south of the 
railroad except Centre street and Jaca- 
sou’s land which led directly to Eliot 
church, aud is now known to us as 1 
Church street. 

The village schoolhouse formerly stood 
at the head of what is now Thornton 
street aud is still iu existence, having 
been moved to a point ou Washington 
stnet a little west of Church street 
mossing. We pass it iu going to Newton I 
on tho electric cars. Wten we moved 
to Newton in 1K50 there were but two ' 
houses to be seen on Mt. Ida, and but | 
two churches, the Eliot and Chauuing. j 
I remember distinctly the little red rail- 1 
road station, the two tracks with a long | 
platform, partially covered where we i 
waited for the outward bound train. Of 1 
all Mid public buildings iu Newton at that 
time the only ones now iu existence arc 
the village schoolhouse of which we 
have spoken, the schoolhnuses on School * 
and Richardson streets, the latter being 
now used as a dwelling house, Middlesex ] 
Hall, the Nonantum House aud Armory 
Hall, formerly Chauniug church, it is , 
an interesting fact iu connection with 
the Nonantum House to know that at i 
oue time iu its early history it had a I 
swinging sign with a peacock painted on 
each side, and was sometimes called the 
“Peacock Tavern,” and hud the reputa- 
tion of being a very accommodating 


establishment. It was once the resi- 
dence ot General Hull who built the 
brick portion of it. and afterwards tne 
sent of tho hoarding school for young 
ladies kept by Mrs. Susannah Rowson 
about the year 1800. This school is said 
to have been the first Female Seminary 
in the United States, or certainly among 
the first and the d ught-rs of some ot 
the most distinguished families m the 
country were sent to it, among them two 
daughters of Gov. Claiborne of South 
Carolina and three young ladies from the 
West Indian Islands. “Mrs. Rowson 
was one of the most noted women of her 
day, highly cultivated, brilliant and 
versatile, a popular authoress, actress, 
poet and editor.” 

We find the following advertisement 
of the school taken from the “Columbian 
Sentinel” April loth, 1807: "Voting 
! Ladies’ Academy, Newt mi. Mrs. Row- 
son and Mrs. Haswell beg leive to in- 
form their friends that their spring 
quarter will commence in April, ami 
t int every accommodation >s provided 
for the comfort of their pupils and every 
attention will he paid to their manners, 
morals and improvements. The draw- 
ing will lie taught the ensuing season in 
anew and superior style, Mrs. Rowson 
having received instructions lately tor 
that purpose from a professd master of 
tho art. Terms as usual. Music by Mr. 
(7. Graupner. Dancing by Mr. G. 
Shaffer.” Another landmark is tho old 
Jackson homestead on Washington 
street, tho home of the late William 
Jackson to whom Newton is deeply in- 
debted and of whom she may he justly 
proud. Mr. Jackson was greatly in- 
terested in establishing a Savings Bank in 
Newton and was its first president. He 
was a strong advocate of temperance 
nttime when such principles were al- 
most unheard of, foremost in promulga- 
ting anti-slavery principles, a liberal- 
minded. far-seeing man, the impress of 
whose work in tho cause of education 
and of all reforms is one not to be over- 
looked Another very ancient house is 
situated on the corner of Pearl street, 
next to the house occupied by Henry 
Fuller and is said to be the one in which 
General Warren domiciled tiie night, be- 
fore the battle of Bunker II111. In New- 
tonville the former “Newton Clubhouse” 
has quit6 a history. It was erected 
more than a century ago on the estate 
now- owned by ex-Governor Claflin, as 
an addition ton house built nearly a hun- 
dred years before aud was the property 
of Gen. Hull, whose tomb is in the old 
cemetery on Centre street. Newton, 
shaded by a spreading weeping willow, 
a slip taken from tho willow that 
shadowed the grass of Napoleon on the 
island of St. Helena. This house was 
afterwards bought by Mr. Roberts who 
moved it to its present site, and built an 
addition, so that the conglomerate style 
of architecture is owing to the fact Miat 
it combines the styles of several ceii- 
tures. Mt. Auburn is indebted for its 
name to a daughter of Gen. Hull, the 
mother of the late James Freeman 
Clarke, who was so impressed with the 
singular beauty of the spot, that 
in her girlish days she spoke of it us 
"Sweet Auburn.” The name clung to 
it. and when tne Massachusetts Horticul- 
tural Socioty purchased it for a cemetery, 
the name was retained, the word sweet 
being changed to Mount. 

I wonder how many of us know that 
in West Newton in 18.55 there were but 
four accepted streets on the 6011 th side 
of the track, Chestnut street and avenue, 
Orange now Highland, Prospect and 
Pleasant streets with about thirty 
houses, a silk and lace factory standing 
ou what is now Margin street and a 
stoi king shop iu Webster Park, the ma n 
part of the town lying on tho north side 
of the track. Certainly here as In New- 
tonville and Newton southward “the star 
of empire has taken its course.” West 
Newton was particularly fortunate in its 
early history for the daily stage-coaches 
made it a point of importance, aud the 
railroad station planted at the outset in 
the history of the Boston A- Albany R. 
R., and the persistent iniluonce which 
persuaded the people of the town, alter 
years of resistance, that this was the 
proper home of the town me •tings and of 
all municipal authority secured for hi r 
the positiou to which she aspired. Th« 
story of the different churches would be 
an interesting one, but I leave that to 
speak of the schools, only mentioning 
the lact that the first churdi bell in 
West Newton raised to its tower in 1828, 
was purchased of the town of Con- 
cord and was a vejy small mooting- 
house bell bearing these words iu relief 
on its surface. 

••I to tbe church tne living call. 

1 to the grave do summon all.” 

Master Seth Davis’ excellent academy, 
inaugurating a broader system of educa- 
tion, was begun iu the eariy part of the 
present century, and subsequently con- 
tinued by bis accomplished daughter, 
Miss Harriet L. Davis, until failing 
health compelled her to relinquish it 
about 1848. When Lafayette passed 
through Newton on his last visit to this 
countiy iu 1825 he shook hands with a 
number of Mr. Davis’ pupils ranged at 
the side of the road to receive him. 

The West Newton English aud < lassical 
school was an outgrowth of the Normal 
school system in Massachusetts. In 1S44 
the first Normal school in America, and 
the tii st for young women iu the world, 
was removed from Lexington, where it 
had been first established, to West New- 
ton. At its head was the veteran teacher, 
Rev. Cyrus Pierce. Through his in- 
fluence aud that of the iJou. Horace 
Mann, then a resident of this town, a 
union was formed between the State 
Normal school and the school district of 
West Newton which then included tho 
neighboring village of Auburndale, tbe 
object of which was the formation of a 
Model school, so-called, where the most 
improved methods of instruction should 
be adopted, aud the best talents em- 
ployed, to show by example what a true 
school should be. The salary paid tho 
principal by the town was $300 per year, 
the balance being paid by pupils from 
abroad. The assistants were tiie youug 
ladies of the Normal school, who spent, 
iu turn, three weeks iu observing aiul 
teaching under the eye of the Principal, 
Mr. N. T. Allen. Under his charge the 
popularity of the school was such as to 
at tact large numbers of visitors con- 
tinually from Boston and from other 
states of the Union, and the applications 
for admission to the school increased to 
such an extent that iu one year 15(1 ap- 
plicants weie turned away. Ou the re- 
moval of the Normal school to Framing- 
ham the Model school was relinquished. 
Mr. Allen decliued to accompauy Hie for- 
mer, as was desired, and being urged by 
prominent educators bought tbe building 
aud grounds hitherto occupied by the 
Normal school aud opened tbe one which 
has been iu successful operation for 
nearly forty years. 

Here Dr. Dio Lewis gave Ids first 
lectures and taught his first class in free 
gymnastics iu Massachusetts. 

Dr. Alcoll’s book ou tiie "Laws of 
Health” was first delivered in the fot m 
of lectures to this school. 

Time would fail mu to tell of the other 
academies aud private schools in the 
other pails of Newton which did so 
much to create a literary atmosphere, 



1 not can 1 speak of the prominent men 
who have at different times made this 
i their home. The names ot m my of our 
streets suggest them to ns. In closing 
' can I do better than to quote the words 
of another inspired by the celebration of 
i Newton’s centennial in ls7u. but still 
applicable to ns today. We (b* Well to 
take these glances at the past. “They 
awaken sympathy with our fathers in 
their early privations and self-denials. 

| They teich ns how ctvilir. ttion and cul- 
ture grow gradually from age to age, how 
each age and invention and imprnvu- 
1 inent is the growth of the improvements 
and inventions of tiie ages that went be- 
foie it. They stimulate faith, and 
courage, and patience. Should the next 
century bring sudi advancemen r . to New- 
ton, to New England and to Micro United 
States as that which bus just ended, im- 
provement milled to improvement, in- 
vention added to invent! mi. what will 
New England, what will America he? 

We stand on the ridge between the 
centuries and exclaim as from our 
present standpoint we look buck and 
survey the past, in tho woids first sent 
over ilio telegraph wires in this country. 
“What hath God wrought?*’

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 190. Acts of 18X0. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall. tn the 
month of May or June in eneh year, visit each dwel- 
ling-house or building and make true lists of all 
women twenty yiars of age and upwards, who 
sliall in wilting over their own signatures, eque«L 
the Assessors-eo asse«s them for a "poll tax,” and 
t shall be the duty of the As-e^sors to inquire at 
each such dwelling house or building for sucli 
written requests for assessment, which must give 
the name in full- uge. occupation, and residence 
May 1st. 1891. All women desiring to be Assessed 
for a poll lax should have their wiitten request 
for such assessment tn the form required bj tbe 
act of 1881*. ready for delivery to tho Assessors 
when they visit the bouse where they dwell. 
Each request should be upon n separate sheet 
signed by tbe u| plicant with her name in full. 
No Application for the assessment of n w oman 
for a poll tax will he received by inntl or in an) 
other than in tho manner provided by said Chap- 
ter 196, except by tiling iu the office of the 
Assessors tho list provided by Section 12, of 
Chapter 298, of Acts of 1X84, as amen led by 
Chapter 200. of Acts of 18x8.

ed to furnish the Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates. 

H lien emnics of person n ilecenned have 
been divided during the past y« nr. or have 
changed hands from other muses, the Executors 
Administrate rs.

Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Heal 
Estate, a statement is not brought in ae Herein 
provided, no tax for the liieu current yaaron 
such Keul Entitle sliall be invalidated for Hie 
reason that a mortgagee's interest therein lias 
not been assessed to him.
